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Angry British colonel 


returns fire in Bosnia

WESTERN anger and ten¬ 
sion over the conflict in Bos- 
nia-Henegcvina readied a 
new pitch yesterday as Presi¬ 
dent Clinton came under 
growing pressure to take milf- 
tary action and the command¬ 
er of British troops in the 
republic personally returned 
fire for the first time. 

Lieutenant Colonel Bob 
Stewart was provoked into 
shooting by a rocket-propelled 
grenade attack on a house in 
central Bosnia, his patience 
already stretched almost to 
breaking point by the massar 
ere he had discovered in 
another village on Thursday. 

Yesterday, he was on a 
regular reconnaisance trip to 
monitor the ceasefire in the

hills around Vrtez when sev¬ 
eral blasts of small arms fire 
sung past his troops. The 
grenade then exploded in a 
house about 40 ft fora his 
axnumred vehicle, and the 
commander leapt to his feet 
and fixed into the hillside. As 
his men honed their sights, he 
shouted: “We should fire to 
shoot to km, but they had not 
killed anybody, so I gave them 
a few warning shots." 

The incident, in the village 
of Jetinak. came the day after 
Lt Col Stewart had berated a 
local Croat HVO soldier over 
die murder of a family of 
seven, whose charred bodies 
were found in the wreck of 
their home in another village. 
Then, he declared: “This is a 
disgrace, whole valleys have 
been massacred here. What is 
happening here?" 

The soldiers’ despair and 
frustration continued yester¬ 
day as they encountered nu-

memos difficulties in moni¬ 
toring the ceasefire agreed 
between Muslim and Croat 
commanders on Tuesday 
night Both sides have pulled 
back slightly, but neither has 
reached the lines defined 
under the truce. 

In the village ofVrhovzne, a 
Muslim soldier said: “We 
don’t want to stop, they have 
been kxDing our children. 
When they twin our mosques, 
we will bum their churches. 
When they talk to us. then we 
will talk bade to them.” As the 
tension rose, a British soldier 
was heard saying,* “I don't 
mean to sound dramatic, but 
if there is any trouble, hit that 


man over there. He has got an 
RPG (grenade)." 

The diplomatic tension was 
also rising yesterday, with 
senior American officials urg¬ 
ing President Clinton to use 
military force against the 
Serbs in eastern Bosnia. Mr 
Clinton insisted last night that 
America would not act unilat¬ 
erally. but he added: “Nor do l 
think we should have to." He 
then expressed confidence that 
Britain and France would 
soon agree to conceited action, 
with aiming the Bosnian 
Muslims and bombing Serb 
targets were the main options. 

Britain and France have 
resisted both measures: which 


would almost certainly end 
their humanitarian relief oper¬ 
ations, but the president told a 
news conference that the allies 
had been genuinely reassess¬ 
ing their positions. “I would 
not rule out the fact that we 
can reach an agreement for 
concerted action that goes 
beyond where we have been." 

■ Mr Clinton, added that he 
expected to announce the ad¬ 
ministration's new policy with¬ 
in the next few dtys, saying: “I 
think we should, act The 
United Stales should lead." 

The likelihood of 'Stronger 
Western action has been ap¬ 
parent for days and Mai com 
RifJdnd appeared to bow to 


the inevitable on Thursday 
when he signalled his prefer¬ 
ence for air strikes over arm¬ 
ing the Muslims, a move he 
likened to unleashing the dogs 
of war. But Washington 
sources believe the administra¬ 
tion is tilting more towards 
lifting the arms embargo. 

Mr CKnton gave little away 
last night beyond saying that 
he agreed with Cotin Powell, 
chairman of the joint duets of 
staff, that any direct military 
action had to have dearly 
defined and achievable objec¬ 
tives. “The US is not, should 
not be, involved as a partisan 
in a war," he said. 

The domestic pressure on 


Mr Clinton to intervene had 
earlier been highlighted by the 
disclosure that a dozen State 
Department Balkan special¬ 
ists are rebelling against the 
present reliance on sanctions 
and diplomacy. Madeleine Al¬ 
bright. America's ambassador 
to the UN, has sent the 
president a memorandum 
urging air strikes against the 
Sobs even if the allies de¬ 
clined to participate. The vice- 
president. national security 
adviser and defence seaetaiy 
are also said to be pressing for 
a more aggressive policy. 
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Court upholds teachers’ boycott

THE government’s education 
policy feces collapse this sum¬ 
mer after three Appeal Court 
judges ruled yesterday that a 
teaching union's boycott of 
national curriculum tests is a 
legitimate trade dispute. 

The judgment dears the 
way for the most widespread 
industrial action in schools 
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since the pay strikes of the 
mid-1980s. Two other unions 
are balloting members this 
month to join the coalition 
confronting John Patten, the 
education secretary. 

Lord Justices NeOL Steyn 
and Rose refused to grant the 
Conservative council of 
Wandsworth, south London, 
an injunction requiring the 
National Association of 
Schoolmasters/Union of 

Women Teachers to lift its ban 
on curriculum testing and 
assessment 

The court upheld a High 
Court ruling three weeks a§o 
that the union was engaged in 
a legitimate dispute over 
teachers’ terms and conditions 
of employment and was there¬ 


fore immune from court ac¬ 
tion. Edward Lister, tire coun¬ 
cil leader, said it did not 
intend to appeal to the House 
of Lords, effectively blocking 
the only immediate escape 
route left to Mr Patten. 

Senior Downing Street 
officials played down sugges¬ 
tions that they are considering 
tightening industrial relations 
laws to curb public servants’ 
right to strike — thus safe¬ 
guarding future compulsory 
assessments in schools — but 
privately acknowledge that 
this term’s tests for 1 3. million 
seven-, 11- and 14-year-olds 
may be beyond salvage. 

A jubilant Nigel de Grucfay, 
the NAS/UWT general secre¬ 
tary. emerged from the court 


with arms aloft and declared a 
"scorching victory” for teach¬ 
ers, parents and pupils over 
mindless government bureau¬ 
cracy. He called for urgent 
talks with Mr Patten to resolve 
the dispute by suspending this 
summer’s tests and reducing 
teachers'workload. 

Mrde Gruchy gave a warn¬ 
ing that the government's 
worst option was to change 
industrial relations law. as this 
would inflame the situation. 
“Even if the government 
succeeded in l e gisla ti ng the 
unions out of the frame, it wiQ 
still probably have to cope with 
an open rebellion by 400,000 
teachers,” he said.

THE future of one of the 
world's oldest newspapers 
hung in the balance last night 
after it was revealed that the 
publisher of The Independent 
is involved in talks to purchase 
the Observer. 

Informed City sources said a 
deal could be struck within the 
next month under which 
Newspaper Publishing, pub¬ 
lisher of The Independent and 
The Independent on Sunday, 
buys the Observer from 
Lonrho, the conglomerate that 
has owned it since 1981. 
Under the deal Lonrho. head¬ 
ed by its controversial chief 
executive and founder. Ro¬ 
land “Tiny" Rowland, would 
gain a large shareholding in 
Newspaper Publishing in re¬ 
turn for the Observer. 

There was immediate spec¬ 
ulation that Independent exec¬ 
utives would ure the purchase 
as an opportunity to kfl] the 


the potential buyers are 
thought to want not to exceed 
15 per cent of the shares. The 
two other major shareholders 
in Newspaper Publishing are 
La Repubblica, the Italian 
daily, mid Spain’s El Pais. 

The sale of the Observer has 
apparently been triggered by 
the arrival at Lonrho of Dieter 
Bock, a German businessman 
and hotel owner who joined as 
its financial saviour late last 
year. Sources say Mr Bock is 
keen to sell the paper, which 
he does not see as an impor¬ 
tant part ofthe group. But they 
emphasise that the two parties 
are still talking. 

Donald TrdfcntL editor of 
the Observer, last night trial 
to dampen speculation that 
the newspaper was about to be 
sold to a rival publisher and 
subsequently dosed. 

He issued a statement that 
reports of the newspaper’s 


201-year-old title, which 
trades in direct competition 10 
The Independents Sunday 
stablemate. Industry sources 
expressed concern that the 
Observer, which makes heavy 
losses, would at best be 
merged with The Independent 
on Sunday, which is also 
struggling in a market domi¬ 
nated by The Sunday Times. 

Under the terms thought to 
be under discussion between 
Lonrho and Newspaper Pub¬ 
lishing. the former would re¬ 
ceive a payment, deferred 
perhaps for a year, of some¬ 
where short of El 5 million, but 
this would depend on the 
Sunday paper gaining circula¬ 
tion and could be adjusted if 
such gains were not made. 

Lonrho. whose other inter¬ 
ests indude hotels, car dealer¬ 
ships and precious metal 
mining, would take a stake in 
Newspaper Publishing which 


imminent death had been 
“greatly exaggerated". He 
said: “1 am assured by Lonrho 
that there is no agreement to 
sell Any such agreement 
could only be made with the 
approval of Lonrho's board 
and after consultation with the 
board of the Observer 

Other sources at the Observ 
er said last night that no policy 
decision had been made by 
the Lonrho board to sell the 
paper. Neither Mr Rowland 
nor Mr Bock had been in 
London this week and no 
decision would be made in 
their absence. 

A second bid bas reportedly 
been made by The Guardian. 
Although apparently lower, at 
about £20 million, this propos¬ 
al would maintain the Observ¬ 
er as the fourth quality Sunday 
paper.

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Tyneside explosion 
linked to Warrington 


Anti-terrorist detectives from Scotland Yard are comparing 
a device that exploded at a Tyneside ofl depot yesterday with 
one recovered after the IRA bombed a gas holder in 
Warrington two months ago. There are distinct similarities 
between the two. In yesterday's incident at an Esso depot at 
North Shields, one device blew a hole in the side of a storage 
tank at 3.40am. No warning was given. About 600 gallons of 
crude oil poured out through the 3 ft gap. but Med to ignite. 
Nobody was injured 

A search involving sniffer dogs and Army explosives 
experts from Catterick Camp. North Yorkshire, found a 
second device. Its apparent sophistication indicated some 
form of organised terrorist involvement Last night Det 
Chief Supt Barry Stewart head of Northumbria CCD, said 
the bombing was almost certainly by the ERA. Forensic 
scientists are reconstructing items found at the site.

NORMAN Lamonf declared 
yesterday that Britain is “on 
the up” and can look forward 
to a period of steady and 
sustained growth. 

On a flying visit to 
Newbuiy. the Chancellor 
admitted that his unpopular 
derisions had lost by-elections 
for the Conservatives in the 
past but insisted his policies 
were paying off. 

He hinted that he vs hang¬ 
ing on until publication of the 
latest statistics on economic 
output on Monday before 
pronouncing the recession 
over. But he said it was not 
extravagant for the Conserva¬ 
tive candidate For the by- 
election in Newbuiy next 
month to talk of "green 
branches” of recoveiy. 

Mr Lamont said: “The re¬ 
covery can dearly be seen in 
retail sales, manufacturing, 
industrial productivity and ex¬ 
ports. It is difficult to find an 
indicator in the last few 
months that has not been 
positive and encouraging." 

When asked if he regretted 
singing in the bath when 
forced to withdraw sterling 


from the European exchange- 
rate mechanism or talking 
prematurely last autumn of 
green shoots, the Chancellor 
replied: "Je ne regie tie rien.” 

During his visit of less than 
two hours to the Berkshire 
town. Mr Lamont took care 
not to canvass the views of 
voters in the presence of 
journalists. He confined him¬ 
self to attending the dally by- 
election press conference and 
touring the offices of a com¬ 
puter software firm. 

Recognising the impact of 
the recession on the constitu¬ 
ency. he conceded that the 
tough decisions he had made 
“did not make me the most 
popular Chancellor of all time. 
They did not help us to win by- 
elections in the past But the 
fact is. they were the right 
decisions. And now we can see 
today that they are paying off.” 

The by-election on May 6 
will be the first test of public 
feeling about the economic 
upheavals that have dogged 
John Major's government 
since the general election. In 
the campaigning so far, the 
Conservative party's candi¬ 


date. Julian Davidson, app¬ 
ear to be miming neck and 
neck with David RendeL the 
Liberal Democrat candidate. 

Mr Lamont acknowledged 
that victory could be a struggle 
for the Tories. “By May 6 we 
must persuade the people of 
Newbuiy not to register a 
short-term protest by voting 
for the merchants of doom 
and gloom. We must persuade 
them to back the candidate 
and back the party that has 
not shirked tough derisions." 

Mr Davidson described the 
Chancellor as “the architect of 
the recovery" when he wel¬ 
comed him to Newbury, but 
sidestepped the question of 
whether he should remain 
Chancellor. “Certainly things 
are looking very good for the 
economy nationally and in 
west Berkshire,” he said.

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A RECOVERY in the hous¬ 
ing market is the key to a 
pick-up in consumer spend¬ 
ing because every household¬ 
er who moves spends an 
average £5,000 on kitting out 
their new property, according 
to housing experts at Glas¬ 
gow University. 

Professor Duncan Maden- 
nan. director of its housing 
research centre, says that 
when people move they 
spend 8 to 10 per cent of the 
value of their house on car¬ 
pets. furniture and white 
goods. The average house 
price in Britain is £55,000. 

If property prices rise, con¬ 
sumer spending will rise fur¬ 
ther, Professor Madennan 
says. Then people feel richer, 
and the ‘feel-good' factor 
means they spend more 
widely." 

About 70 percent of homes 
in Britain are privately 
owned, with outstanding 
mortgages standing at about 
£800 million. 

When prices rise, consum¬ 
ers also borrow more on the 
value of their homes. In 
1988. the peak year of the 
housing boom. British house¬ 
holders borrowed £42.7 bil¬ 
lion, allegedly for buying and 
improving houses. In fact, 
they spent only £18.2 billion 


on bousing investment The 
rest went on consumer goods, 
holidays and investments, 
known as “equity withdraw¬ 
al”. It was this which fuelled 
domestic demand and was 
behind the inflationaiy con¬ 
sumer boom at the end of the 
eighties. 

Bui Professor Madennan 
says that a pick-up in con¬ 
sumer spending could lag 
behind a housing recovery. 
An estimated 1.5 million 
homeowners have homes 
worth less than their mort¬ 
gages and prices will have to 
rise by 5 or 6 per cent before 
their debts are deared and 
they can start spending 
again. 

The impact of lower inter¬ 


est rales on mongage repay¬ 
ments. which should also 


help a consumer recoveiy, is 
taking time to work. Profes¬ 
sor Madennan says. Many 
borrowers are just beginning 
to fed the benefits because of 
one-year interest agreements 
with lenders. 

Builders who in the past 
would have.quickly started 
building again are delaying 
because of their stocks of 
unsold homes. There are 
thought to be about 200,000 
empty properties on the 
market 


economic prospects. 

The government is likely to 
get official statistical backing 
for its hope that the recession 
has ended on Monday when 
figures for economic growth in 
the first three months of the 
year are published. These 
could show growth of more 
than 0.5 per cent and many 
City economists are in the 
process of pushing up their 
forecasts for growth this year. 

Norman Lamont Chancel¬ 
lor of the Exchequer, also 
welcomed signs of a “sustain¬ 
able” recovery when he took 
time off from campaigning in 
the Newbuiy by-election to 
speak of his growing confi¬ 
dence. Although stopping 
short of dedaring the reces¬ 
sion over. Mr Lamont said it 
was difficult to find an eco¬ 
nomic indicator in recent 
months which had not been 
positive and encouraging. 

Gordon Brown, Labour 
spokesman on the Treasury, 
countered: “Conservative com¬ 
placency and self-congratula¬ 
tion will not create the strong 
economy we need to ensure a 
lasting recoveiy with high 
growth and high emp¬ 
loyment” 

Confidence that a recoveiy 
is under way is rising strongly 
among Britain's company di¬ 
rectors as they experience ris¬ 
ing orders, output and profits. 
On the eve of its national 
conference in London on 
Tuesday, the Institute of Di¬ 
rectors is expected to unveil 
findings from its bi-monthly 
opinion survey showing the 
highest level of confidence 
among company directors for 
almost five years. 

Yesterday'S figures con¬ 
firmed a markedly more buoy¬ 
ant mood in ffie City about 
economic prospects this year. 
Ian Harnett, chief economist 
with Strauss Turnbull, said: 
“It is difficult to present a case 
that this is a false dawn 
because so many pieces of the 
jigsaw are coming together.” 
He is preparing to raise his 
forecast for growth this year to 
2 per cent well above the 
government's budget estimate 
of 1.25 per cent

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THE Observer, once the high 
table of Fleet Street has been 
brought low by a shrinking 
circulation, a series of unsatis¬ 
factory owners and a loss of 
editorial drive. Yet for years it 
led a charmed life, narrowly 
escaping extinction several 
times as losses mounted. 

Twice in the last 20 years 
fresh money came to the 
rescue like the US cavalry, but 
the new owners always lacked 
the talent to turn round a 
paper whose last great days 
were in the 1960s. The Ob¬ 
server needed a Beaverbrook. 
but it ended up with Tiny 
Rowland. 

The Observer was bom in 
1791. the year of Boswell’s 
Life of Johnson and Mozart's 
Magic Flute. I ts boast was that 
it was "unbiased by prqudice 
... uninfluenced by party ... 
whose principle is 
l independence.” 

The newspaper has had two 
great editors this century; J. L 
Garvin, who between 1905 
and 1942 edited a right-wing 
paper from a villa in Beacons- 
field, Buckinghamshire, sel¬ 
dom venturing into the 
editorial offices, and David 
Astor. who transformed the 
paper into a powerful moulder 
of liberal opinion after he took 
over in 1948. 

Asior recruited some bril¬ 
liant emigre* from Europe 
and concentrated much of his 
fire-power on the end of 
colonialism in Africa, leading 
to the quip that the Observer 
was a paper written by East 
Europeans and read by East 
Africans. Not all the causes 
espoused by Astor were as 
rational or obvious as he made 
them seem, but he had the 
conviction vital in any editor 
that what he believed in was 
right

Under his successor. Don¬ 
ald Trelford, who took over in 
1975. that conviction has 
slowly trickled away. Once, the 
Observers losses were small 
enough to be financed by the 
Astor family, but by the 1970s 
it needed a great corporation. 
First the American oil com¬ 
pany Arco. and then Lonrtio, 
stuck their fingers in the dyke. 
Neither were ideal owners: 
Arco. it struck me, had no idea 
about journalism, and Lonrho 
had the wrong idea. 

The Observer lost credibility 

when Tiny Rowland used ii as 
a vehide for his feud with the 


the Fayeds after they had 
beaten him in the takeover 
battle for the House of Fraser. 
Nothing was found to replace 
the old ideals of colonial 
freedom, East-West detente 
and leftish liberalism which 
had served well in their rime. 
When Mrs Thatcher arrived. 
The Observer put its head 
beneath the blankets and pre¬ 
tended she was an optical 
illusion — a serious mistake, as 
it turned out 

Many great journalists have 
written for the Observer in its 
more than 200 years, and 
some curious ones: Kim 


Philby, the century’s greatest 
spy, was a correspondent in 
Beirut before he disappeared, 
popping up later in Moscow; 
George Orwell wrote for the 
paper at the end of the war. 

Amnesty International was 
launched by an article in the 
paper, and in 1956 an entire 
issue was given over to the text 
of Khrushchevs denunciation 
of Stalin at the 20th party 
congress. Kenneth Tynan was 
tire drama critic Vita Sackr 
viDe-West covered gardening; 
A J. Ayer wrote sensitive ac¬ 
counts of Spurs* home games. 
The book reviews were always 
fine. 

Recent years have been less 
glorious. If only a glimmer of 
the Observers fire survived, it 
was nonetheless possible to 
believe it might be blown into 
flame again. Exasperating it 
may often have been, and 
economically unsustainable. 


Fine print governs takeover deal

SPECIAL provisions for newspapers were 
made in the 1973 Fair Trading Act, which 
regulates takeovers and sets out the frame¬ 
work under which they should bejudged by the 
government watchdogs ou competition. 

Newspaper proprietors are required under 
section 58 of the act to obtain the written 
consent of the President of the Board of Trade 
before taking a controlling interest in any 
newspaper if the circulation of the paper 
added to the proprietor's existing titles 
exceeds 500,000 copies a day. Without such 
consent a sale is null and void, and anyone 
involved can be jailed for up to two years. 

Consent cannot be given before an enquiry 
by the Monopolies and Mergers Commission 
(MMC). the arm of the government charged 
with investigating takeovers. But there is a 
clause, widely used in recent years as papers 
have fallen into financial difficulty, allowing 
the minister to forgo such an enquiry if the 


paper “is not economic as a going concern'* 
and is therefore an urgent case; or if the paper 
has sales of less than 25,000 a day. 


has sales of less than 25,000 a day. 

All newspaper mergers involving the pur¬ 
chase of a viable paper with paid-for circula¬ 
tion of more than 25,000. which includes all 
but the smallest papers, must go to the MMC 
before consent is given. Nine times out of ten. 
in deals involving small focal papers, the deal 
goes through on the nod. 

Any purchase that is investigated by the 
MMC is judged on the strict test of whether it 
would operate against the public interest as 
with any other takeover bid. Therefore it would 
be up to the commission whether The 
Independent should buy the Observer and 
dose it, but the commission could not choose 
between rival bids; for example from The 
Independent and The Guardian. It could only 
rale against one. leaving the field dear for the 
other.

Trelford enjoys the role of 
editorship and has dung to it 
tenaciously- If the Observer 
had been a huge success under 
his editorship, he would have 
found it easier to surmount 
criticism of his private life 
which has too often became 
public. His eye for a prQty giri 
has always been at least as 
acute as his nose fora story. 

Trelford has been married 
twice, the second time to Kate 
Mark. She hails from Gufitte 
sey. where the Trdfords were 
holidaying when rumours of 
the sale of die paper broke.

Hunt sparked by girl’s call to Samaritans 

Police baffled by 
failure to And 
family in distress 


By Un Jenkins 

POLICE were baffled yester¬ 
day by their failure to trace a 
family after a call to the 
Samaritans which suggested 
that a four-year-old giri was 
watching helplessly while her 
mother lay bleeding and un¬ 
conscious on the floor. 

Despite liaising with doc¬ 
tors, social workers and health 
visitors in the area, no family 
fitting the description had 
been found last night. An 
appeal to the public generated 
a number of suggestions 
which were being checked. 

The call to a woman volun¬ 
teer began with the sound of 
sighing and moaning as if 
someone were in pain. The 
initial sounds were followed by 
a loud ay and then silence. 
The woman heard what she 
thought was a door opening 
followed by a child crying: 
“Mummy, mummy, wake 
up.” The child picked up the 
telephone when called to it by 
the volunteer and said: 
“Mummy is lying on the 
ground. 1 cant wake her, she 
is bleeding.” 

During the two-hour call 
the child gave her name as 
Rachel and twice said that she 
lived in Acton, west London. 
She gave her age as four, said 
she had a baby brother called

Michael and that her mother's 
name was Mary. 

Efforts to get her to spell her 
surname, which she had 
mumbled incoherently, elicit¬ 
ed only the first two letters RJ. 
The volunteer - repeatedly 
asked for her address and 
telephone number but the 
child was unable to give it 
Traffic noise was dearly audi¬ 
ble in the background, sug¬ 
gesting the home was near a 
main road. The call ended 
when Rachel cut herself off. 

Del Sttpt Brian Edwards, 
who is leading the enquiry, 
spent yesterday liaising with 
health workers in an effort to 
trace a family which matched 
the description. 

A spokesman for Scotland 
Yard said: “We are very con¬ 
cerned for the welfare of die 
family believed to live in the 
Acton area and would tike to 
hear from anyone who thinks 
they know them." 

The Samaritans, who run a 
nationwide telephone help¬ 
line, said yesterday that they 
were unable to rffonias the 
specific telephone call or even

Children aged three were 
capable of teaming their fuD 
address, but again parents 
should remember to teach it.

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Doctors warn that 
TB could kill 30m 
in next ten years

THE World Health Organis¬ 
ation yesterday declared tuber¬ 
culosis a global emergency 
and warned that the Hiwacy 
will kill 30 million people in 
the next ten years unless 
immediate action is taken. 

Control programmes have 
collapsed and drug-resistant 
strains of TB are on the 
increase. Aids has allowed a 
disease once believed to be 
safely under control to flour¬ 
ish, because victims are sus¬ 
ceptible to infection. 

A third of the world's popu¬ 
lation carries the TB germ and 
it is the greatest single cause of 
death by infection, according 
to a statement yesterday from 
the advisory board of the 
WHO's tuberculosis pro¬ 
gramme, which was meeting 
in London. 

“Outbreaks of the disease 
are increasing,” it said. 
“World leaders must under¬ 
stand that the spread of TB 
within their borders is pos¬ 
sible, dangerous, and costly.” 

Professor Richard Feacfaem, 
Dean of the London School of 
Hygiene and Tropical Medi¬ 
cine and a member of the 
advisory board, said TB con¬ 
trol programmes in many 
parts of the world were “ne¬ 
glected and falling into disre¬ 
pair”. Although the BCG 
vaccine provided protection in 
Britain and other developed 
countries, it was ineffective in 


Africa and in southern India 
for reasons that were not fully 
understood. 

Drug treatment is available, 
and works well, but needs to 
be taken for at least three 
months. Failure to complete 
the course allows the TB 
bacillus to coexist with low 
levels of the drug, leading to 
drug resistance. In some 
places, including New York, 
the germ is resistant to many 
drugs, making control much 
harder. 

TB is uncommon in Britain, 
with about 5,500 new cases a 
year, frit the long-term decline 
in the number of victims has 
halted. In Italy, TB increased 
by 28 per cent between 1988 
and 1990, and in Switzerland 
the rise was 33 per cent 
between 1986 and 1990. But 
most new cases, and 95 per 
cent of the deaths, occur in 
developing countries. 

More than 75 per cent of 
the deaths are in adults. 
“Par ents a nd breadwinners,” 
said Professor Feachem, “so 
the ecnnnmif! and social costs 
are very high." 

Richard Bumgarner of the 
WHO said that tuberculosis 
was killing 9.000 people a 
day, yet a course of drugs 
costing no more than $30 to 
$50 was enough to save a life. 
The advisory board called for 
the WHO’s TB programme to 
be given a higher priority, 


‘Gas chamber’ JP 
jailed for 9 years

CRANOG JONES, the mag¬ 
istrate convicted of trying to 
murder his sleeping wife with 
a home-made gas chamber, 
was sentenced to nine years in 
prison yesterday. 

Judge Hill told him at 
Winchester Crown Court 
"This is one of the most 
serious offences in die calen¬ 
dar as you. as a justice of the 
pea*, must know." Jones, 44. 
designed a wooden boot like a 
diver's helmet which he 
planned to place over the head 
of his steeping wife at their 
home in Brodkhampton. 
Gloucestershire, in the eady 
hours of December 7,1991. 

The box was attached to 
flexible piping which entered 
the bedroom through a hole 
he had drilled in the wall and, 
at the other end. was connect¬ 
ed to the exhaust of his first 
wife Margaret’s Fond Fiesta in 
the garage. But Mrs Jones,

43, was awoken by the noise of 
the running engine and foiled 
his plan to poison her and 
fake her suicide in die car. 

The judge said: “It was to be 
a death without any sign of 
physical injuries, capable of 
giving the appearance of sui¬ 
cide” He added that the 
motive was that Jones loved 
another woman, the divorce 
from his wife was not finalised 
and questions over the matri¬ 
monial home and financial 
arrangements bad still to be 
decided. “Had you succeeded 
in your {flan all that would 
have been plain sailing.” 

The judge said Jones’s 
method was ingenious and 
well-prepared, and that he 
had then gone a long way 
towards covering his tracks in 
disposing of the apparatus. 

Jones, bead of education 
and training at Smiths Indus¬ 
tries, the Cheltenham defence 
company, remarried in July 
last year while on police bail. 
He married his first wife in 
1972 and they had three 
children. Jones was suspend¬ 
ed- as a magistrate on the 
Cheltenham bench when the 
allegations came to tight. 

The Lord Chancellor’s de¬ 
partment said yesterday that 
Jones remained a justice of the 
peace. No decision on his 
future would be taken until he 
had decided whether to appeal 
against conviction. 

“The general policy of the 

Lord Chancellor is to dismiss a 
magistrate who has been con¬ 
victed of a serious offence," the 
department said. “But we 

cannot make a decision on this 
case at the moment." 


Police ‘waste’ £1.5bn 
on management pay

The research shows that, in 
some forces, the cost of the 
supervising ranks is 60 per 
cent of the bill for aD consta¬ 
bles.

A series of 
recommendations will be

Cannock 
Chase district council Staf¬ 
fordshire. has written to 
Jackie Whitehouse, her 
mother, warning her that she 
could be fined under Section

the noise stops. 

Mrs Whitehouse has also 
been cautioned about the 
noise of her husband’s radio 
alarm going off early in the 
morning to wake him for 
work. She said yesterday: 
“I've told the council that we 
can turn down the radio but 
unfortunately Zoe hasn’t got 
a volume control Anyone 
with any sense knows how 
hard it is to get a baby to 
sleep when it’s teething and 
nobody has tried harder than 
me to try to comfort Zoe so 
she'fl be quiet" 

The council said yesterday 


that it had a statutory obliga¬ 
tion to send out the letter 
which listed "alleged nui¬ 
sance from loud music and 
screaming baby” to Mrs 
Whitehouse following the 
complaint and a visit by a 
pollution control officer to 
her home in Cannock. 

Karen Solway. Cannock's 
environmental health man¬ 
ager. said the council had 
never before served notice of 
a dying child as cause for 
complaint. “The baby's cry¬ 
ing does not constitute noise 
pollution in its own right, but 
if it is linked to the music it 
becomes pollution.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
environment department 
said: "It is certainly the first 
time 1 have heard of a case of 
a screaming baby because it 
seems so natural"

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Schools to be ‘fined 

£2,000 for eveiy 
pupil they expel

today to curt the soaring rale 
of pupil expulsions as official 
figures showed an increase of 
almost a third in state schools 
last year. 

Schools will lose funding for 
each pupil they exclude, an 
average of about £2.225 in 
secondary schools, under mea- 
sura proposed by Eric Forth, 
me junior education minister. 
Local education authorities 
will be placed under a legal 
duly to secure the pupil’s 
future education. 

The proposals comes amid 
fears of the creation of an 
underclass of teenagers receiv¬ 
ing little or no formal educa¬ 
tion. The number of 
permanent expulsions rose 
from 2.910 in the 1990-1 
academic year to 3,833 in

Critics said the figures, pub¬

Ecologists box clever to save the red squirrel

A FRESH strategy aimed at 
saving Britain's red squirrel 
from almost certain extinc¬ 
tion has been devised by 
forestry commission re¬ 
searchers. The plan, which is 
expected to be tested at 100 
sites, involves deploying two 
kinds of boxes in an area 
where the rival grey species is 
in direct competition for food 
and habitat. 

One of the boxes feeds reds 

and the other poisons greys. 
It is believed that the two¬ 
pronged approach could tip 
the balance in favour of the 
red squirrel in areas such as 
Thetford Forest and parts of 
North Wales, where relic 
populations are dinging on. 

Several attempts have 
been made in recent years to 
halt the spread of the grey 
squirrel an alien species 
imported from North Ameri¬ 
ca, but they have failed. 
Various theories have been 
suggested which have at¬ 
tempted to explain the de¬ 
mise of the red squirrel. 

These have induded claims 
that red squirrels are less 
fertile than the greys and that 
greys are more aggressive, 
attacking red squirrels in 
shared habitats and driving 
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them out New research by 
British biologists has con¬ 
firmed that the decline of the 
reds can be almost entirety 
linked to diet — an exdusive 


diet of acorns is poisonous to 
red squirrels, whereas greys 
thrive on the food. 

Grey squirrels have a spe¬ 
cial enzyme in their digestive 


systems which allows them to 
digest polyphenols, common¬ 
ly known as tannins, which 
are contained in acorns. At 
the same time hazel nuts, a 


food which the red squirrel 
can digest and which they eat 
when ripe, are being con¬ 
sumed by the greys before 
they mature. 

The findings by Dr Roger 
Kenward of the Institute of 
Terrestrial Ecology and Dr 
Jessica Holm of the Royal 
Holloway and Bedford New 
College, in Egham. Surrey, 
are published in the latest 
Proceedings of the Royal 
Society. 

Harry Pepper, wildlife and 
conservation researcher at 
the commission's Alice Holt 
station in Famham, Surrey, 
described the new strategy as 
a powerful new weapon. Mr 
Pepper and his team are 
waiting for-permission from 
the agriculture ministry for 
pilot trials. 

A change in the law is also 
being sought by the commis¬ 
sion which would allow wide¬ 
spread deployment of the 
strategy. Under easting leg¬ 
islation, enacted in 1973, 
approval for the use of poi¬ 
sons to control greys can be 
secured only in areas where 
they have taken complete 
control

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Catholics insist on full 
ntegration for Anglicans

ANGLICANS aiming to join 
the Roman Catholic Church 
over the issue of women priests 
must be prepared for "eventu¬ 
al total integration". Catholic 
bishops of England'and Wales 
said yesterday. 

In a move which win fall 
short of the hopes of some 
Anglo-Catholics but goes 
much further than others had 
predicted, the 39 bishops 
ruled out an Anglican rite 
church or conditional re-ordi¬ 
nation of Anglican priests. 

As a transitional measure 
only, groups might be able to 
convert and remain as a 
worshipping congregation 
with their own clergyman as 
he follows his own path to 
Rome. But after their four-day 
meeting this week, the bishops 
insisted there could be no 
compromise on the Roman 
Catholic refusal to recognise 
the validity of Anglican orders. 

Anglican dergy who wish to 
become Catholic priests will 
have to undergo an "absolute 
ordination", Cardinal Hume 
said. But he did not negate the 
value of their ministry as 
Anglican dergy. 


■ Permission for parish churches to switch 
to Rome en bloc, in protest at women’s 
ordination, will be only temporary 


The bishops were surpris¬ 
ingly encouraging to those 
who wish to go over en bloc. 
"For those who may approach 
us as a group, we envisage the 
possibility of some temporary 
pastoral arrangements which 
will help them, after their 
reception, to become fully 
integrated into the local Cath¬ 
olic community." 

The bishops are anxious to 
avoid further schism in the 
churches in England and any 
hope of an Anglican version of 
Catholicism running along¬ 
side Roman Catholicism but 
outside the Church of Eng¬ 
land must be abandoned. 

In a joint statement, the 
Archbishops of Canterbury 

and York. Dr George Carey 
and Dr John Habgood. said: 
“We share the concern of the 
Roman Catholic bishops as 
pastors that provision should 
be made for those who cannot 
accept the decision of the 
general synod that women 
should be ordained." But the 


Right Rev Richard Harries, 
Anglican Bishop of Oxford, 
predicted disappointment. 
"This is a Teal douche of cold 
water from Rome." 

While congregations and 
their dergy might be allowed 
to convert and stay together as 
a pastoral unit, the Catholic 
bishops hope their children 
and future generations will 
attend the Roman Catholic 
church up the road. 

Cardinal Hume said prime 
importance had been given to 
maintain ing good relations 
with the Anglicans. “We take 
no pleasure at all in the 
prospect of a weakened 
Church of England." He said 
the bishops had recognised 
there were many Anglicans 
who were “troubled in con¬ 
science". 

He added: “To those who, 
with conscience, are seeking 
foil communion with the 
Catholic Church. I say wel¬ 
come. To our Catholic com¬ 
munity. I say be big hearted.” 


Cardinal Hume said the 
Catholic Church might be 
willing to consider elements of 
Anglican liturgy, such as its 

matins and evensong services. 

But there could be no compro¬ 
mise on the eucharistic liturgy, 
and Anglican converts would 
have to accept wholly the 
authority of the Pope. 

Congregations who wished 
to convert and take thar 
clergyman with them would 
have to do so individually. 
Their clergyman would be, in 
effect, their chaplain, until he 
had gone through the longer 
process of training for the 
Catholic priesthood. The nor¬ 
mal time for progressing from 
Anglican to Catholic orders is 
two years but this could be 
shortened in special cases. 

Each marned clergyman 
would need a dispensation 
from Rome to rescind his 
clerical celibacy before he 
could enter the Catholic priest¬ 
hood. So far, no married 
Anglican dergy have become 
pansh priests in England. 
Most of the handful of mar¬ 
ried dergy who have convert¬ 
ed previously have found work 
as chaplains.

King’s College will 
charge admission

KING’S College. Cambridge, 
whose celebrated medieval 
chapel is one of the best 
known tourist sights in Brit¬ 
ain, is to introduce admission 
charges. 

The college, which was 
founded in 1-414. has a mil¬ 
lion visitors a year who have 
enjoyed free admission to the 
grounds and chapel It was 
announced yesterday that 
from July ! 4. for a trial four 
months."adults will pay £2 
and children over 12, £1. 
Groups of ten or more will pay 
£1.50 each and children under 
12 will be admitted free. 

There will be no charge for 
people attending Sunday ser¬ 
vices. Local people will be able 


to apply for free passes. The 
admission scheme has cost 
£70.000 to set up and is 
expected to bring in £25.000 
in the four months. 

King's has been over¬ 
whelmed by summer tourists 
in recent years and the project 
is intended to regulate num¬ 
bers and make visits "a more 
pleasurable experience for 
tourists." Dr Nick Bullock, the 
vice-provost, said. He added: 
“It also became evident that 
such a scheme was necessary 
in order to enable us to 
preserve the college grounds 
and buildings and ensure that 
the real business of King's, 
scholarly research and learn¬ 
ing, was not frustrated." 



Beware the false 
idol of tradition

1 think with horror of 
the iconoclastic move¬ 
ments of history, wheth¬ 
er the smashing of die 
sacred icons of Constantino¬ 
ple in the 9th century, or the 
statues of medieval cathe¬ 
drals in the 16th. but we 
certainly need some kind of 
iconodasm today. Or rath¬ 
er. we need an idol-break¬ 
ing, and not an icon¬ 
breaking, movement 
The icons of the Christian 
church are in danger of 
becoming idols in at least 
three ways. In the current 
situation, when many of the 
Anglican dergy are looking 
to the Roman Catholic 
Church for “safe havens", 
we are on the way into 
making tradition into an 
idoL Tradition is neither a 
priceless heirloom to be 
preserved at all costs, nor an 
iceberg whose hidden 
depths threaten us. A living, 
organically growing tradi¬ 
tion is better exposed by 
the image of the Irish Vale 
of Avoca, the Meeting of die 
Waters, where streams and 
currents encounter each 
other in a mutually-enrich¬ 
ing swirl of energy, contin¬ 
ually in touch with life- 
giving sources. 

Authority is fast becom¬ 
ing an idol. The pain of the 
Anglican dergy who feel 
that the authority of the 
church in its universality is 
compromised by the ordina¬ 
tion of women has attained 
a prominence which totally 
eclipses the pain of the 
women whose ministry is 
being rejected. 

Apparently, this merits 
little concern. A solution is 
sought in looking to the 
Catholic Church where, it is 
assumed, authority is safely 
Generalised and hierarch- 
icalised. where the ordina¬ 
tion of women is hanily 
likely to become a troubling 
issue. 

This totally ignores those 
of us within foe Catholic 
Church inspired by a differ¬ 
ent notion of authority, a 
dynamic notion which re¬ 
spects foe experience and 
wisdom of baptised and 
committed lay women and 
men, the dignity and full¬ 
ness of the local and region¬ 
al church, foe discernment 
of the grassroots experience 


of those living out Christian 
witness in foe street under 
foe bridges, in the despair of 
foe ravaged dries. 

Finally, “ministry” and 
“church" themselves are in 
danger of becoming idols. 
The saying that “Jesus came 
to proclaim the kingdom, 
but what happened was the 
church”, sums this up. Pre¬ 
serving a centralised notion 
of church at all costs risks 
not only shaking the gospel 
foundations, but losing 
them completely. For minis¬ 
try, priesthood and church 
exist to change foe world, to 
transform its broken¬ 
heartedness by foe Easter 
message of redeeming 
hope. It is the very authen¬ 
ticity of gospel radically 
which enables Christianity 
to grow organically in re¬ 
sponse to new situations, 
providing its own check 
against idolany. 


R efusal to allow tradi¬ 
tion. authority and 
church to become 
idols might cause foe stales 
to fall from our eyes, en¬ 
abling us to see that the 
ministry of women is al¬ 
ready a hidden treasure of 
traditioa albeit in foe form 
of hidden streams. Take, for 
example, Mary Magdalen, 
who proclaimed foe Resur¬ 
rection; Hilda of Whitby 
who convened a synod; 
Julian of Norwich who was 
a mystic and spiritual coun¬ 
sellor; and Mary Ward 
religious sister and pioneer 
in the education of poor 
girls. Then there were the 
women leaders of evangeli¬ 
cal movements and foe 
more recent founders of 
prison ministry and the 
hospice movement 
Through these streams, 
tradition becomes those 
memories of Christian foun¬ 
dation which nourish and 
inspire foe transformation 
of contemporary culture. If 
we revitalise our structures 
of ministry by being ener¬ 
gised in these strands, we 
have far more hope of 
stemming foe rising tide of 
violence in our world.

Using vivid rhetoric to illus¬ 
trate the government's conver¬ 
sion to the importance of 
raakmg things, Mr Major 
raid that improving competi¬ 
tiveness was the key to expand¬ 
ing a manufacturing base

A stronger manufacturing 
sector was also vital to ensure 
that the recovery was export- 
led and did not degenerate 
into a short-lived consumer 
boom.

His rejection of direct gov¬ 
ernment support for business¬ 
es marked out his main 
difference from Labour, which 
would help industiy by take a 
temporary stake in big firms, 
such ps Leyiand DAF. when 
they ran into trouble. 

“Everything we do has to be 


supportive of you... Winning 
back lost markets is the only 
long-term polity for British 
industry, for the whole econo¬ 
my. And manufacturing is tire 
soldier in the front line of that 
struggle. 

“If the recovery is to last and 
prosperity to grow, we have to 
win and continue to win right 
across the market place. Vital 
though services are to our 
prosperity, we cannot depend 
on them alone. We need a 
vibrant thriving manufactur¬ 
ing base." 

Mr Major's remarks will be 
seen by Conservative MPs as 
further evidence that he is 
determined to capitalise on the 
long-awaited economic up¬ 
turn by offering more assertive 
leadership. 

His speech offered little in 
the form of new policy moves, 
however. Instead he referral 
to a series of measures in 
recent months to rebut 
Labour's daim that the gov¬ 
ernment lacks an industrial 
policy, such as restrictions an 


public spending growth to 
allow lower taxes on business 
profits, in the hope of releas¬ 
ing more money for invest¬ 
ment. 

Mr Major sought to dispel 
some of the gloom surround¬ 
ing British industiy by trum¬ 
peting its export successes. He 
said exports were worth E400 
per person more than the 
Japanese and "we lead the 
pack" in sectors such as finan¬ 
cial services and power gener¬ 
ation. Ministers were doing all 
they could to unlock new 
markets abroad, he added. 

The prime minister linked 
his support for the Maastricht 
treaty with his efforts to ex¬ 
pand manufacturing, saying 
that the treaty “opens the way 
to the sort of Community we 
want: taking that essentia] step 
away from centralisation, we 
gain the benefits of the single 
market without the draw¬ 
backs”.

Richards: protest over 
Justice Department 


THE investigation into the 
fire at the Brandi Davidian 
compound near here which 
left 86 cult members dead has 
become enmeshed in mutual 
blame-throwing, squabbling 
between government agen¬ 
cies and a lingering political 
Eaitout from a tragedy which 
still offers far more questions 
than answers: 

Ever since fire broke out 
after FBI agents assaulted the 
compound using battering 
rams on armoured vehides 
which pumped tear gas into 
the buildings, the American 
government's explanations 
have been confused, contra¬ 
dictory and inepL 

Jn the course of last week 
officials snuggled in vain to 
fizid a coherent rationale for 
what happened, against a 
mounting wave of public criti¬ 
cism which could have dam¬ 
aging long-term con¬ 


sequences for the Clinton 
administration. 

The latest example of the 
confusion came on Thursday 
when pathologists at the site 
of the fire said there was 
“absolutely no evidence that 
any cult members died of 
gunshot wounds”, contradict¬ 
ing statements made earlier 
by the Justice Department 
which had implied cult mem¬ 
bers had either shot them¬ 
selves or each other to prevent 
waverers from escaping as the 
fire broke out 

To most observers it seems 
only too obvious why the 
government might want it to 
be believed that the cu lt 
members had killed each 
other in a last murderous 
frenzy. Ever since the FBI 
tanks crashed into the com¬ 
pound, officials have sought 
to put a positive “spin” on the 
events, heaping blame on 


David Koresh. the cull leader, 
in an effort to avoid it 
themselves. 

Janet Reno, the attorney- 
general, and President Clin¬ 
ton insisted that mounting 
evidence of child abuse, one of 
the most emotive issues in 
American society, had 
prompted the decision to end 
the stand-off with new. more 
aggressive tactics. The FBI, 
however, denied that there 
was any evidence to show that 
child abuse had continued, let 
alone increased after the ini¬ 
tial raid on the compound on 
February 28. If, as the White 
House daimed, there were 
“mountains of evidence” to 
prove systematic and increas¬ 
ing child abuse after the siege 
started, no one in the FBI. the 
sheriff's department or the 
media had ever seen h. 

Although Miss Reno insist¬ 
ed subsequently that if she 
had felt there was a danger of 
mass suidde she would never 


have authorised the assault, 
the FBI admitted that bom 
the outset the self-destructive 
tendencies of the group were 
apparent and well-known. 

Increasingly it appears that 
the gas assault on the com¬ 
pound may have been 
prompted by a combination 
of frustration and arrogance 
on the part of the FBI. which 
had seen its top hostage team 
tied up fruitlessly for seven 
weeks. Jeff Jamar, the special 
agent in command of rhe 
operation, told The New York 
Times: Too much talent was 
simply being used to stand 
around and guard the place.” 

The reason for the confu¬ 
sion and contradictions is 
partly political: state investi¬ 
gators at the scene are plainly 
irked that Washington offici¬ 
als should undermine them 
by issuing statements appar¬ 
ently based more on wishful 
thinking than information. 

Ann Richards, the Texas 


governor, contacted the attor¬ 
ney-general on Wednesday, 
officially to ensure harmony 
between the various state and 
federal agencies, but more 
probably to ask Miss Reno to 
ensure that the Justice De¬ 
partment did not interfere 
further with the investigation. 

Some FBI officials, mean¬ 
while. appear to be relishing 
the opportunity to wrong-foot 
the administration, particu¬ 
larly given the tense relations 
between William Sessions, 
the FBI director, and the 
White House. Many agents 
felt that President Clinton was 
not sufficiently forthright in 
his support of the bureau's 
actions. Pointing up the dis¬ 
crepancies in the govern¬ 
ment's account may be one 
way for the notoriously right¬ 
leaning bureau to exact some 
revenge. 

President Clinton has not 
emerged well from the Mount 
Carmel tragedy - , at least in the 


minds of many Texans and 
most of the FBI. Neither 
emphatically supportive of the 
FBI's actions, nor overtly criti¬ 
cal. he appeared to be caught 
in the middle by accepting 
responsibility but not the 
blame for what was done (a 
strangely Nixonian stance) 
and meanwhile dearly indi¬ 
cating that if a scapegoat was 
required the world might look 
to Miss Reno. 

“I don’t think we’re going 
to achieve very much by trying 
to point fingers at people.” 
PhU Gramm, a Texas senator, 
said, but this has not prevent¬ 
ed many on Capitol HiU bom 
doing precisely that. At both 
Senate and House subcom¬ 
mittee hearings on Thursday, 
pointed questions were asked 
about the handling and out¬ 
come of the siege.

Iraqi forces 
kill Kurdish 
villagers in 
‘safe havens’ 


■ A former British army officer has filmed 
the immediate aftermath of a raid which, he 
says, is the start of a new genocidal 
campaign by President Saddam Hussein

PRESIDENT Saddam Hus¬ 
sein has embarked on a new 
campaign against the Kurds 
with an attack on a village in 
the so-called safe haven areas 
of northern Iraq. 

Twenty women, children 
and old people were murdered 
as troops of Saddam’s special 
forces stormed the village of 
Awena. The Iraqis shot and 
mutilated those too weak to 
run or fight 

The aftermath of die raid 
was filmed by Tom Haidie- 
Forsyth. a former British army 
officer who served during the 
Gulf war and now liaises be- 
ween the Foreign Office and 
the Kurdish areas. He said 
yesterday that the killings had 
been carried out on the orders 
of Saddam's senior military 
commanders and marked the 
first phase of a campaign to 
"eradicate” the Kurds. 

Mr Hardie-Forsyth arrived 
in Awena just after Iraqi 
troops left His video shows 
weeping women grouped 
round the bodies of children 
with multiple bullet wounds. 
Survivors told him how the 
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soldiers had singled out one 
little girl and “cut her skull in 
half’ with their bayonets. A 
boy aged 7 was forced to watch 
as his father, mother and bro¬ 
ther were lined up and shot 
Soldiers encouraged the boy to 
run and then opened fire after 
he had covered 200 yards. The 
troops laughed and joked after 
making sure be was dead. 

Iraqi special forces smashed 
down the door of a house and 
found a woman hiding with 
her seven children. They 
tossed a grenade at the hud¬ 
dled group before opening up 
with a machine gun.

America seeks shake-up of UK troops linked to

RADICAL plans to reshape 
the United Nations operation 
in Somalia to give its head a 
viceroy’s role and turn the 
country into a UN mandated 
territory in all but name are to 
be backed by America and 
other Western nations and 
prerented to the security coun¬ 
cil this month.

The American immigration 
situation is unprecedented in 
world history. The 1965 Im¬ 
migration Act, which aboF 
ished the previous preference 
for Europeans, triggered^ an 
unexpected immigrant influx, 
predominantly Hispanic and 
nearly nine-tenths cofoured. 
Simultaneously, illegal immi¬ 
gration has soared. An esti¬ 


mated nine million people 
arrived in the 1980s. equal¬ 
ling the previous peak decade 
of the 1900s. About 15 mil¬ 
lion are expected this decade. 

White American birth rates 
are much lower than at the 
turn of the century, so the 
ethnic balance is shifting 
quickly. Whites have fallen 
from almost nine-tenths of 
the population in 1960 to less 
than three-quarters in 1990. 
Demographers calm late that 
America might cease to be 
majority white by 2050. 

So much American political 
debate trembles with barely 
contained hysteria about race 
and ethnicity. To anyone who 
knows about the history of 
□ation-states in Europe, it is 
obviously no more possible to 
change the ethnic content of a 
polity without fear of conse¬ 


quence than to replace 
abruptly aD the Mood in a 
human body. Yet this is the 
experiment upon which 
America has embarked. 

To be fair, the rationale for 
the post-1965 immigration 
influx is that America is not a 
nation-stale in the European 
sense. Instead, it is said to be 
an “idea", a political con¬ 
struct based on adherence to 
a written constitution, with¬ 
out any specific cultural, eth¬ 
nic or linguisitic content 

That rationale is unhistori- 
caL It would have astonished 
Theodore Roosevelt presi¬ 
dent during the last great im¬ 
migration influx, whose many 
books explicitly celebrated 
the link between the Anglo- 
Saxon invasion of England 
and their descendants’ win¬ 
ning of the American West 


When President Coolidge 
signed the legislation ending 
the last influx in the 1920s, 
he explained his reason suc¬ 
cinctly “America must be 
kept American.’* Everyone 
knew what he meant 
Although US immigration 
policy is irrational, the polit¬ 
ical establishment resists dis¬ 
cussion of it The reasons are 
various. Some will be familiar 
to British observers; others 
reflect peculiar American 
pressures- We may be watch¬ 
ing America heaping up its 
funeral pyre, to use Mr Pow¬ 
ell’s phrase. Or perhaps a 
launching pad to becoming 
the “first universal nation”. 
Whatever it is. it looms 
increasingly large.

AS THE train draws into 
Nizhny Novgorod, the pur¬ 
pose of the bustle is dear.

PRESIDENT Yeltsin, prepar¬ 
ing for tomorrow's referen¬ 
dum, yesterday published key 
points of a draft constitution 
scrapping the Congress of 
People's Deputies and shifting 
foe balance of power in his 
favour. 

He also announced mea¬ 
sures to cushi on the effects of 
market reforms, saying work¬ 
ers who lost their jobs due to 
bankruptcies would be guar¬ 
anteed priority in jobs created 
.in new stale enterprises. 

• Russia’s 105 million regis¬ 
tered voters are tomorrow to 
be asked whether they have- 
confidence in Preridem Yelt¬ 
sin, whether they approve his 
economic policies, and wheth¬ 
er they want eaity presidential 
and parliamentary elections. 

Mr Yeltsin was last night 
due to appear on television 
appealing for support and 
explaining why he believes a 
hew constitution must be 
adopted to replace the 1973 
Soviet version. It has been 
amended 326 times and is 
used by hartifiheis to resist 
change. The draft amounts to 
an appeal to strengthen his 
powers and give him a strong 
hand iq continue the reform 
process which bias been dog¬ 
ged by parliamentary opposi¬ 
tion. Congress would, with 
justification, regard it as a 
death sentence and an out¬ 
right attempt by Mr Yeltsin to 
bolster his powers. 

Mr Yeltsin appears to be 
considering convening a con¬ 
stitutional. assembly with rep¬ 
resentatives for all 80 Russian 
republics and regions to vote 
on a new constitution, bypass¬ 
ing congress.

Nudear worries 
force US offer 
to North Korea

REVERSING course, the 
Clinton administration has 
quietly offered to hold high- 
level talks with North Korea in 
- an attempt to persuade Pyong¬ 

yang not to withdraw from the 
international nudear non-pro¬ 
liferation treaty, designed to 
prevent die spread of nudear 
weapons. 

Washington has no diplo¬ 
matic relations with North 
Korea and had to date idled 
on the United Nations and the 
threat of punitive internation¬ 
al sanctions to bring Pyong¬ 
yang’s communist regime into 
line. North Korea has long 
sought high-level recognition 
by the United States and this 
policy change was largely the 
result of Chinese entreaties. 

China is the one country 
that, has influence over North 
Korea, and' Washington Tias 
actively sought Peking’s help 
to resolve the crisis caused by 
Pyongyang’s March 12 an¬ 
nouncement that it was with¬ 
drawing from the 1968 treaty. 
However, there is concern that 
China’s help would make it 
harder for Washington to 
mate tough demands on hu¬ 
man rights issues when Chi¬ 
na’s preferential trading status 
comes up for reviewon June 3. 

The offer of talks was made 
by Peter Tamoff, the under¬ 
secretary of state for political 
affairs, during a visit to South 
f\j Korea this week, but not 
announced in Washington. 
The State Department ac¬ 
knowledged that “we would 
not rule out a meeting with 
North Korea", but said none 
was scheduled and no deci¬ 
sions had been made. 

The only high-level meeting 
between the United States and 
North Korea occurred in New 
York in January 1992, and 
the American offer reflects ex¬ 
treme concern in Washington 
about Pyongyang's nudear 
ambitions. US intelligence an¬ 


alysts believe North Korea is 
withdrawing from the treaty 
because it is well on the way to 
producing a nudear bomb. 

President Kim 11 Sung has 
been trying to woo Washing¬ 
ton with visa-free entry for 
American businessmen want¬ 
ing to invest in North Korea. 
Some believe that one of the 
principal reasons that Pyong¬ 
yang has refused to open its 
nuclear facilities to inspection 
has been to force the United 
States into direct contacts. 

In Seoul, the South Korean 
government denied reports 
that the communist North 
would end its defiance of the 
United Nations and remain a 
member of the treaty. It dis¬ 
missed a Yonhap news agency 
report that a North Korean 
diplomat in Cairo said Pyong- • 
y&ng.had decided to reverse iis. : 
decision to withdraw from the 
treaty. “So far North Korea 
has not shown any official 
position to ease tension be¬ 
tween foe South and the 
North,” a unification ministry 
spokesman said. “If a US- 
North Korean high-level 
meeting materialised, it would 
contribute to solving the I 
nudear problems.” he said.

Fight for a moral low ground 


Intervention by 
the military in 
Bosnia will serve 
only to satisfy 
a lust for blood 


W hat is the moral tiling to 
do in Bosnia? The Brit¬ 
ish government is pre¬ 
paring to support 
American plans either to bomb Serb 
supply lines or to end the official 
embargo on arms shipments. This 
means the end of aid convpys and wOl 
require the probable withdrawal of 
file 2,400 British troops m Bosnia. 
This must be as completely immoral 
as a polity could be. 

Nobody in Bosnia appears to 
believe that bombing Serbs (and now 
Croats?) or rearming Muslims will do 
anything but escalate the avfl war. 
Neither polity would push Serbs or 
Croats out of newly occupied villages 
or reduce their mflhaiy effectiveness. 
Both would stiffen resolve in Bel¬ 
grade and Zagreb to give their 
fighters more support Bombing 
would wreak death and destruction 
on already wretched Bosnia. Hie risk 
to aid convoys would condemn to 
disease and starvation refugees now 
being supplied. The sole purpose of 
this change of polity would be to 
“relieve pressure on Western govern¬ 
ments”. It is supremely wrong. 

Let us remember again. The only 
hope of outsiders stopping this or any 
civxl war is with hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of troops. Such an army could 
not realistically reverse the partition 
of Bosnia. It would merely police that 
partition and protect some Muslim 
enclaves while it chose to stay. But 
that is not proposed. We are being 
offered the most cowardly gesture of 
all: sending bombers into the sky to 
make us fed good. We stop the aid 
that saves lives. Instead we join in the 
killing. We will say we are “killing to 
stop the killing”; We know that such 
limited and always temporary inter¬ 
ventions do nothing of the sort. 

That is only half the immorality. 
The other half is the manner in which 
Western (and soon Eastern?) govern¬ 
ments are being goaded into military 
action. No distortion of truth, no 
travesty of history, no selective report¬ 
ing is too outrageous to be hamesssed 
to the cause. I must sympathise with 
the philosopher, William James, who 
suggested at the turn of this century 
that we seem to need to "reinvent war 
to redeem life from flat degenera¬ 
tion” Our ancestors had bred pug¬ 
nacity into our bone marrow and a 
thousand years of peace will not 
breed ft out of us, said James: The 
popular imaginati on fairly fattens at 
the thought of wars.” Daniel Pick's 
War Machine, published this week.

The ending of the Cold War is 
afflicting us in mysterious ways. We 
found a sort of comfort m die 
existence of an EvS Empire, a 
Tofldenian land of hobgoblins be¬ 
yond the Wild Wood.

This global homogenisation of 
terror is historically naive, stupid and 
dangerous. It exaggerates tinpot 
autocrats and diminishes the far 
greater outrage of the Holocaust Yet 
how small are the voices of sanity. 
How many heard this week the UN’s 
Cedric Thombeny in Bosnia? He 
was pleading against “Rambo-style 
mflftaiy interventions” that would 
exacerbate the war. “More arms 
simply means more war," he said.

The Fall ofYugosla- 
via, which reminds us of how this war 
began: with the West's casual disre¬ 
gard of state integrity by recognising

secessions? The message given to the 
ethnic -minorities of central and 
eastern Europe was “tty your luck 
and the West might come to your 
aid". The message to ethnic major¬ 
ities was the opposite, “get to work 
before that happens". 

Outsiders do not stop such wars by 
taking sides, however great may be 
the differential atrocity. They do so by 
■ laboriously helping the former com¬ 
munity countries build prosperity 
and democracy, to relieve the causes 
of ethnic friction. In Yugoslavia that 
is too late. We must now pick up the 
pieces of past failure. But there is no 
lack of frictions elsewhere in Europe, 
in Slovakia, in Moldova, in the Baltic 
states. As Mr Glenny says, the outer 
rim of Russia has “a potential for 
unpredictability and violence which 
far outstrips that of the former 
Yugoslavia”. Do we ignore them now 
— and bomb them latei? 

Margaret Thatcher wondered in 
Poland last week whether the West 
has the will to do what is morally 
right in Bosnia. She sees “no such 


thing as society” in home affairs but 
fiercely espouses a collective will 
overseas. In my view the West, with 
great pain, is now doing right in 
Bosnia- Common humanity de¬ 
mands that it help relieve suffering 
even if it cannot realistically help end 
the war. The refugee camps and 
supply dumps of Sarajevo and Tuzla 
testify to this — unexciting and 
unsung by the media. Perhaps we 
should do more. Certainly we should 
stand ready to help rebuild whatever 
divided countries emerge from the 
war. 

What is immoral is to stop tills aid 
in the pious hope that by escalating 
the conflict, by bombing one side ana 
arming the other (which soon means 
bombing and aiming both) we can 
end the war. Civil war has its own 
logic It conforms to Macaulay’s 
dictum that “moderation in war is 
imbecilfty". 

This is a Balkan struggle for 
territory. It is not a war of ethnic or 
even tribal extermination, - however 
horrific the revenge kfflmgs of civil¬ 
ians. Nor is ft a war to conquer and 
hold in subjugation foreign states, h 
is a war to assert sovereignty over 
long-disputed land, following an 
unresolved secession. To equate it 
with Hitler’s war is meaningless. 

Washington (and now Whitehall) 
would have no trouble turning Bos¬ 
nia into a testing ground for arms 
manufacturers and liberal crusaders. 
We can goad the Russians into 


backing the Serbs. We can goad 
Turks and Iranians into backing the 
Muslims. Aircraft carriers can take 
out ever more bridges, more power 
stations, more villages, “bombing . 
Serbia into the middle ages”. Report¬ 
ers can gasp as high-technology 
cameras show buildings exploding 
from within. We can if we want make 
this nasty but limited civil war a vast 
regional apocalypse. 

But why? Last week’s eruption of 
fighting between Croats and Mus¬ 
lims is precisely what analysts such as 
Mr Glenny have predicted. Until the - 
Croats and the Serbs have redrawn a | 
new border across Bosnia. Muslims ; 
will go on being crushed between 
them. Maps come at the end of wars. 
Drawn before the end, they prolong 
them. And bad maps start new wars: . 
witness the Treaty of Versailles. 

There is no “moral war” that the 
world could at present fight in 
Bosnia. There is no morality in 
gestures. But there is an immoral . 
war. It is President Clinton's ambi¬ 
tion, apparently supported biy Brit¬ 
ain, to end humanitarian aid and 
start bombing. It was at just such a 
moment in Vietnam that one of his 
predecessors promised, “We seek no 
wider war”... and then sought one.

The national 
reformations that swept Europe in the 
sixteenth century had deep doctrinal roots in 
the Lutheran and Calvmist challenge to 
medieval Catholicism; the Book of Common 
Prayer was protestant as well as royal. 
Indeed, it is Mr Gumraer rather than the 
synod who appears to be guilty of “a denial 
of the whole of Anglican history”. 

He accuses the assembly of irresponsibly 
disturbing “what has been believed every¬ 
where and by all”, as if the Church of 
England were merely a branch of the 
Roman Church without its own evolving 
tradition and distinctive vision. At a stroke. 
Mr Gummer wipes out the 450 years of 
doctrinal conflict between high and low 
Ahurch, puritan and I anrii an, Anglo-Catho¬ 
lic and evangelical, that have defined 
modem English Christianity.

These are not what 
medieval theologians called adiaphora: 
non-essential things. They are matters at the 
heart of faith. 

The decision to ordain women priests has 
wrecked the immediate prospects of the 
ecumenical movement That increases the 
need for neighbourly conduct between 
Catholic and Anglican. The synod should 
indeed consider leasing out Anglican 
churches for a few hours a week to priests 
who convert to Rome, to enable parishioners 
who wish to follow their converting clergy¬ 
men. But Mr Gummeris daim that other 
churches should now share Anglican prop¬ 
erty as of right because die Church of 
England has reduced itself to a sect is 
nonsense.

BETTER SAMARITAN 

Telephone help-lines must be more adaptable 


The case of the four-year-old gzri and her 
baby brother, who apparently watched their 
mother bleeding on the floor while a Samar¬ 
itan volunteer listened on a telephone, has 
tested that organisation’s tight rules on 
confidentiality to their limits. Although the 
volunteer tried to elicit the girl’s name and 
address, she managed to discover only the 
family’s first names and two letters of the 
surname. The girl spoke fpr two hours, yet 
the organisation could not locate her or even 
be sure it was not victim of a hoax. 

A scribbled note to another volunteer to 
ask the police to trace the call could have 
brought help to the two children within min¬ 
utes. But the Samaritans have a strict polity 
on involving outside agencies. They will do 
so only if it is required bylaw, for instance in 
a bomb warning, or where the caller espe¬ 
cially asks for other agencies to be involved. 

An organisation such as the Samaritans 
can exist only if callers to it are guaranteed 
anonymity and confidentiality. Prospective 
v^ftmteers are grilled at length about their 
altitudes to sexual abuse, incest, suicide, do¬ 
mestic violence and other horrors of human 
life. While their natural instinct might, for 
instance, be to want to report a father 
worried that he might abuse his daughter, 
they are persuaded that such action would 
be counterproductive. It would deter other 
people from telephoning for whom the 
action of talking to a stranger might enable 
them to resist the desire to abuse. 

The ethos of the Samaritans is, above all, 
non-judgmental. Though the listening is 
described as “active", volunteers are allowed 
to offer no counselling, advice or personal 


views. One test question some prospective 
Samaritans face is how they would have 
dealt with a call from the Yorkshire Ripper. 
The “right” answer is that they would listen 
and perhaps try to persuade him to come in 
to the centre to talk to someone face to face. 
They should not call the police. 

Some Samaritans simply have to sit and 
listen while d tattler commits suicide. They 
cannot call an ambulance unless they are 
asked to do so. That must be hard enough 
when the caller is an adult But when the 
person at the other end of the line is afour- 
year-old child who has made no adult 
rational derision to die but simply needs 
help, how can non-intervention be justified? 

The child herself did not make the sort of 
confidentiality contract with the volunteer 
that her mother might have done. She 
simply picked up a dangling telephone. In 
those circumstances, the moral equation 
changes dramatically. The child had noth¬ 
ing to gain from confidentiality, and every¬ 
thing to gain from the help of the emergency 
services. The volunteer should at that 
moment have ceased to be a Samaritan and 
reverted to her normal instincts as a citizen. 

To an extent she did. She tried to ascertain 
the child's whereabouts. And after the little 
girl hung up. die police were conta cted. But 
she was fettered by the rules of the 
organisation. For volunteers working under 
great emotional strain and trying to cast 
aside normal moral rules in their dealings 
with unbalanced and sometimes criminal 
people, strict rules may be a comfort But in 
emergencies such as these, volunteers should 
be allowed to set them aside. 


Quality and price 
of compact discs 

From Mr Rob Mdvor 

Sir, While the interest in the over¬ 
pricing of compact discs is welcome 
(reports, April 16,23} the question of 
product quality — of more long-term 
importance to music lovers—is being 
overlooked. 

A large proportion of CD sales are 
from back catalogues — often record¬ 
ings made in the 1950s, 1960s and 
1970s. The effect of transferring an 
“old master" tape to digital sound can 
be as staggering as cleaning up an old 
oil painting and many, like myself, 
initially envisaged the CD as an 
attractive way of replacing vinyl 
collections. 

However, many record companies 
have mastered their CDs from third 
or fourth-generation copies of original 
tapes or even from records. The result 
is usually inferior in round quality to 
the vinyl recording, defeating the 
object of replacing the original album. 

There is, therefore, a need for 
compulsory labelling to indicate tee 
source from which a CD has been 
mastered This wflJ not solve the 
problem of poor sound quality, and 
there win come a time, as vinyl is 
withdrawn from the market, when 
only second-rate copies will be avail¬ 
able of some recordings, but at least 
the consumer would know what he 
was getting for his money.

Sir. Mr David Mellor alleges in your 
political correspondenrs report (April 
16) that the record companies' de¬ 
fence to the charge of over-pricing 
their compact disc releases (the great 
majority of which are purchased by 
fans of popular music) is the very 
substantial cost of making new 
recordings such as complete operas. 

What neither your correspondent 
nor Mr Mellor mentions is that the 
major record companies’ “com¬ 
petition" consists of releasing rival 
versions of these operas, each of which 
can obviously only find a very small 
market. 

For example Wagner's The Ring 
has been released by the major 
companies several times in recent 
years with very similar casts (because 
the music is so difficult to sing) partly 
to keep their exclusive conductors 
happy and to enhance the corporate 
prestige of the record companies.' 

Your neat juxtaposition of the 
photographs of the opera singer Kiri 
Te- Kanawa and the pop singer 
Madonna also highlights the dif¬ 
ferent contractual terms that apply to 
classical and pop artists, since the 
latter (who are exclusively bound to 
their companies) do not receive any 
royalties until the recoiding costs of 
their own recordings have been 
recouped from their royalties. 

If this is the justification of the 
record companies for their current 
CD pricing, it is unlikely to find much 
support amongst the vast majority of 
the compact disc-buying public or 
indeed the most popular recording 
artists, whatever the “artistic" consid¬ 
erations.

My second comment is to marvel at 
how astonishingly accurate was the 
altitude of 29,028 feet defined in the 
middle of the nineteenth century 
using technology primitive by con¬ 
temporary standards and under very 
difficult conditions. 

My final comment is that measur¬ 
ing and mapping something acc¬ 
urately is not done for such romantic 
notions as you paraphrase by “bec¬ 
ause it is there".

Sir, Tbe prime duty of my department 
within the Arts Council is to promote a 
love and knowledge of literature. We 
support any attempt to ensure that 
children are given the opportunity 10 
read, enjoy and leam from both 
contemporary and pre-twentieth-cen- 
tury literature. Regretfully, we are sure 
that the rigid lists published by the 
National Curriculum Council (details, 
April 16) are not the best way to 
encourage an interest in literature. 

Teachers must teach not only know¬ 
ledge about literature but also a love of 
it- They must inspire children to read 
and explore independently. Lists will 
be arbitrary. We are concerned with 
the way in which they will be used. 

A rigid list will inhibit the readier 
who could otherwise lead a child from 
one text to another, making connec¬ 
tions that seem appropriate, or will 
exclude texts that would gain the 
interest of certain pupils. Once the 
creative joy of teaching literature is 
lost, so is the inspiring effect a teacher 
can have on his or her pupils. 

No one knows what will happen 
when the Schools Examination and 
Assessment Council and the NCC ev¬ 
entually merge or haw the relation¬ 
ship between testing and the list will 
develop, but there Mil be real dangers 
if there is time for children to read only 
what they will be tested on. We would 
be very concerned if this list for 
guidance became the literature sylla¬ 
bus. 

A nationally narrow and mediocre 
knowledge of writing will result if 
teachers are trapped into teaching 
what they have to, not necessarily 
what is best

Sir, If the number of French school 
groups who head straight for the 
Nelson relics at this museum are 
anything to go tty, making Trafalgar 
Day a public holiday is more likely to 
foster Anglo-French relations than 
otherwise (Diary. April 21). 

It is an odd quirk that historical 
enemies who resolve their differences 
eventually come to treat former vic¬ 
tories and defeats with equal interest 
— or none ar all. 

In 1988. the Armada anniversary 
was marked here and very seriously in 
Spain, primarily as an astonishing 
logistic achievement confounded by 
incalculable^ rather than a triumph 
of “us” over “them". 

Anglo-Dutch maritime huffs snipe 
good-humouredly over our bloody 
and even-handed 17th-centuiy naval 
wars and English fairness as much as 
French amour-propre has to grant 
that Napoleon’s overall legacy to 
France more than compensates for 
the setbacks Nelson inflicted on him. 

The interesting question is why 
Trafalgar still carries a popular emo¬ 
tional charge which the final victory. 
Waterloo, seems to have lost in Britain 
while remaining a considerable Na- 
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poleonic event to France. Thar almost 
certainly revolves around the nature 
of chansma (Nelson and Napoleon) 
above and beyond exceptional gen¬ 
eralship (Wellington). 

Both Queen Elizabeth 1 and Nelson 
attributed the defeat of their enemies 
to God — who will also forgive your 
printing a portrait (reproduced above) 
of the Jairer which is either reversed, of 
someone else, or very bad indeed. 

Nelson lost his right arm when he 
was already an admiral in 1797. Your 
wounded hero, missing his left, 
appears to be a captain, and one in a 
peculiar uniform of some ten years 
earlier.

Andries Treoniidit, leader of the 
South African Conservative 
party and fanner cabinet 
tomister. died in Cape Town on 
April 22 aged 72. He was born 
to Paeftmrg, Cape Province, on 
February 19.1921. 

THE _ ESSENCE of An dries 
Tieunuchfs political philosophy was 
simply that “grand” apartheid can¬ 
not exist without “small" or “petty” 
apartheid. It was set out in his book. 
■ Credo van 'n Afrikaner, a blueprint 
$for Afrikaner conservatism: “if small 
apartheid is completely eliminated, 
tug apartheid becomes superfluous, 
stupid and unnecessary.” 

Yet the image of the uncompromis¬ 
ing ideologue had lately appeared to 
soften and the Conservative party he 
formed 1I years ago in protest over 
toe reformist moves initiated by p 
W. Botha had latterly, albeit reluc¬ 
tantly, become involved in the multi- 
party constitutional negotiations. He 
could justify this with another extract 
from his credo: “Borders (between 
the races) must not be without gates 
that can be opened or without 
bridges that make contact possible.” 

Treumicht, dubbed “Dr No”, was 
the man blamed for South Africa’s 
worst blade riots in 1976. As deputy 
minister of Bantu Administration 
jsnd Education he refused to drop 
v^frikaans as an education medium 
in blade schools despite warnings of 
rising resentment from community 
leaders. On June 16, 1976, police 
opened fire on protesting students in 
Soweto and unleashed a bloodbath 
that spread nationwide. 

Treumichfs ultimate "No" came 
in 1982 when he led a dramatic 


Ann Hogarth, poppet 
master best known for 
being the operator of 
Muffin the Mule, died on 
April 9 aged 73.

ANN HOGARTH wrote the 
scripts and pulled the strings 
for all of Muffin the Mule's 
many television appearances, 
but die star of drikiren’s hour 
was, in fact only one of the 
many puppets that Hogarth 
brought so vividly to life over 
the years. 

Muffin the Mule first ap¬ 
peared on television in 1946 
and has been a regular per¬ 
former ever since. Some would 
claim him to be television’s 
first star. He could be found 
on top of Annette Mills's 
grand piano every other Sun¬ 
day at Spin for eight years, 
and, together with his group 
of friends — Peregrine the 
Penguin, Oswald the Ostrich, 
Ionise the Lamb — became a 
household name. In the role of 
roving British ambassador. 
Muffin toured Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa, 
subsidised, somewhat contro¬ 
versially, by the British Coun¬ 
cil Despite Mills’s death in 
1954, the show went on and 
Muffin’s last major appear¬ 
ance was on the Late Show, in 
a retrospective — “The lime 
Grove Story”. Filmed shortly 
after Hogarth’s 80th birthday, 
h.seemed that the years had in 
ib way dimmed her ability or 
her quick sense of humour.

Andries Petrus Treumicht was one . 
of nine children of a poor Afrikaner 
former. His mother Hester was a 
pillar of the Church and was, from 
an early age, a strong moral influ¬ 
ence on Treumichfs life. If she 
caught him slipping out of toe house 
for a swim on a Sunday morning 
instead of studying the Bible in his 
bedroom, he could be sure of a sharp 
slap on the face. 

Andries was toe brightest of the 
Treumicht brood. Hence, what spare 
money there was in toe family went 
towards his education. After leaving 
the local hi^h school he passed into 
the University of Stellenbosch, that 
great shrine of Afrikanerdom. Dur^ 
ing the war years he was completing 
his degree after which he undertook 
postgraduate studies at Stellenbosch 
Theological seminary. Later, his 
PhD thesis at Cape Town University 
— on toe theories of the Dutch 
Theologian ! poll titi an Dr Abraham 
Kuyper on the relations between 
Church and state—set toe seal on his 
religious, social and theological phi¬ 
losophies. Kuyper argued the doc¬ 
trine of "sovereignty in one’s own 
sphere” as a justification for govero- 
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ment interference in religious educa¬ 
tion. This and Kuypefs emphasis on 
the God-ordained differences be¬ 
tween nationalities were seized on by 
Treumicht and nationalists like him 
to justify the procedures of apartheid. 

In 1946 Treumicht was appointed 
a minister of the Nederduitse 
Gereforroeerde Kerk (Dutch Re¬ 
formed Church), toe establishment 
Afrikaner church. He became editor 
of toe church’s weekly newspaper. 
Die Kerkbode (Church Messenger), 
in 1960, a crucial year for South 


affiliated to the World Council of 
Churches and Treumicht played a 
prominent role in hounding toe 
Dutch Reformed Church representa¬ 
tives who supported toe conference’s 
strong anti-apartheid stance. As a 
result the Dutch Reformed Church 
resigned from the World Council of 
Churches, 

Treumichfs rise in church ranks 
was rapid as it was in the 
Bmederbond, the Afrikaner secret 
society: for two years he was its 
chairman. In 1967 he was invited by 
John Vomer, then prime minister, to 
become editor of a new Pretoria 
Afrikaans daily newspaper. Hoofstod 
(Capital City), from which he promot¬ 
ed toe conservative point of view at all 
levels — politically, theologically, 
academically and culturally. 

But when a small group of right- 
wing Nationalists broke away from 
Vorster's government in 1970 to 
form the Herstigte Nasionale Party 
(HNP), Treumicht refused to go with 
them and they never forgave him. 
The following year he was elected to 
parliament after defeating the HNP 
candidate in a by-election. 

As an MP he was tireless, travel¬ 
ling hundreds of miles a month to 
address Nationalist meetings 
throughout toe country -and never 
missing an opportunity to voice 
subtie but clear reservations over toe 
.government’s tentative moves to soft¬ 
en apartheid. It was an intensity he

Treumicht openly opposed a 
mixed parliament or cabinet and 
campaigned against integrated rug¬ 
by football in an annual competition 
for schoolboys. Botha repeatedly 
rebuked Treumicht for treating 
blacks as "lepers” until in 1982 the 
tensions between toe two exploded 
and Treumicht waited out of toe 
National party caucus with 21 other 
members to form toe Conservative 
party which subsequently became toe 
official opposition. “Any person”. 
Treumicht bad declared in 1976. toe 
year of the Soweto uprising, “who 
overlooks the big racial differences in 
South Africa suffers from colour 
blindness”. Under Treumicht the 
Conservatives envisaged South Afri¬ 
ca being divided along race lines into 
one Indian, one Coloured and ten 
black homelands, with toe rest of toe 
country being given up to the whites. 

But though, at times, it seemed to 
some that the Conservatives might 
conceivably topple toe National par¬ 
ty, is day was in reality over. Its 
influence suffered a terminal blow 
last March when whites voted over¬ 
whelmingly in favour of a referen¬ 
dum to support de Klerk's 
fundamental reforms. Treumichfs 
own performances began to seem 
lacklustre, and his party seemed 
confused as its extreme positions 
were shown to have been manifestly 
untenable in toe face of historical 
inevitability.

GUIDO CARLI 



Jan Bussell. Hogarth travelled 
all over toe world with their 
other troupe, the Hogarth 
Puppets. Unlike other manip¬ 
ulators, Hogarth was not hid¬ 
den away behind curtains, but 
could be seen busily at work 
with gloves, rods and wires, 
while her husband discoursed 
on toe history of a particular 
type of puppet from China or 
Java, or shared a few tricks of 
toe trade. Despite her training 


at RADA Ann was a self- 
conscious actress and she 
found in puppetry her ideal 
medium, the “mask" of the 
puppet allowing her to give life 
to a wide range of characters 
from an angry penguin to a 
fragile rose, and to use her 
formidable collection of ac¬ 
cents and voices. 

The company, founded in 
1932. went from strength to 
strength, and performed in 


West End theatres as well as in 
much humbler venues 
abroad. An enormous variety 
of material was presented: 
knockabout comedy, ballets, 
arcus, a Cubist version of 
Macbeth and even opera. All 
types of puppet were used, 
though marionettes were the 
favourites. Their production of 
Oscar Wilde’s Happy Prince. 
was a particular hit 

Hogarth was a wonderful 
companion, fun to be unto 
and quick to make friends. 
With the puppets she always 
knew exactly toe effect that she 
wanted to achieve, and her 
timing was immaculate. To 
her. toe show was paramount 
and she sometimes found it 
difficult to tolerate people who 
did not live up to her high 
standards. For her outspoken¬ 
ness, she gained toe reput¬ 
ation in the Puppet Guild of 
being “toe rudest woman in 
England”; an accolade which 
she rather enjoyed. 

Her retirement was spent in 
a delightful cottage in Devoa 
The large bam in its grounds 
was immediately converted to 
a tiny theatre. Here, she and 
her husband continued to give 
private performances and to 
run courses. The many pup¬ 
pets they had acquired over 
toe years were displayed in a 
fascinating travelling exhibi¬ 
tion — The Hogarth Collec¬ 
tion — now owned by the 
Puppet Centre. 

Jan Bussell predeceased her 
and she is survived by their 
daughter. 
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Guido Carli. former 
Italian treasury minister 
and president erf 1 the Bank 
of Italy, died in Spoleto, 
Umbria, on April 22 aged 
79. He was born on 
March 28, 1914. 

GUIDO CARLI held office as 
treasury minister during 
Giuglio Andreotti's last gov¬ 
ernment, from 1989 to 1992. 
But it is as banter rather than 
politician that he deserves to 
be remembered- Indeed, it is 
not too much to say that as 
president of toe Bank of Italy 
from 1960 to 1975 he stood as 
bis country’s lone outpost of 
monetary rectitude in a world 
increasingly sceptical of Italy’s 
capacity to manage its finan¬ 
cial affairs. For those crucial 
15 years he and the bank also 
provided a stable pillar in toe 
shifting sands of the Italian 
political scene and to him is 
due much of toe credit for 
Italy’s remarkable economic 
performance in recent years. 

It was a time when Italian 
administrations came and 
went at toe rate of approxi¬ 
mately one every tune months. 
No proper direction of toe 
country’s affairs could be 
looked to from government 
In such circumstances the 
bank had to make its own 
policies, which often involved 
direct confrontation with the 
executive. Carli did not hesi¬ 
tate to raise interest rates to 
savage levels if occasion de¬ 
manded. Repeatedly he re¬ 
fused to finance some of toe 
more outrageous demands of 
the Italian government chief 
among which was to print 
more money. The stability of 
the lira during his period of 
office is his testament. Officials 
at toe International Monetary 
Fund at that time regarded 
him as all that stood between 
Italy and national insolvency. 

He had a clarify of mind 
and a carelessness of criticism 
which enabled him to act for 
his country’s good when oth¬ 
ers seemed paralysed into 
inactivity. His dramatic dash 
to Washington in 1964. when 
a particularly acute crisis 
threatened to knock the bot¬ 
tom out of toe lira, was 
characteristic. Other EEC 
countries — forcibly led by 
General de Gaulle’s France— 
were urging him to consider 
whether Italy's difficulties 
might not be a good moment 
to try to breathe some life into 
the Treaty of Rome’s mutual 
aid provisions. But Carli was 
convinced that toe untried 
financial mechanisms of the

Six (as they then were) could 
not move fast enough. Taking 
toe law into his own hands he 
flew to Washington and with¬ 
in hours had saved the curren¬ 
cy by fixing up a massive 
dollar loan. 

Guido Carli was bom in 
Brescia. He read law at Padua 
University. In 1944 he repre¬ 
sented Italy at the Bretton 
Woods conference on postwar 
international finance, which 
led to the creation of toe 
International Monetary Fund 
and the World Bank. From 
1950 to 1952 he was presi¬ 
dent of toe European Pay¬ 
ments Union, the nascent 
system of intra-European 
hard currency settlement As 
the EEC developed he became 
a member of its Monetary 
Committee from the 1950s 
onwards. 

After leaving toe Bank of 
Italy he was invited to become 
president of Confindustria, 
the Italian version of toe CBl. 
This was unusual for a banker, 
but his belief in the private 
sector in a country whose 
public sector is stffl a huge 
burden on the economy, made 
him much more effective than 
many had expected. 

During toe 1980s he be¬ 
came increasingly involved in 
politics (he had always been 
dose to the Christian Demo¬ 
crats). He was elected to the 
Senate for the party in J 983 
and in J9S9 became treasury 
minister in toe third of 
Andreotti’s administrations. 
In this role his task was to 
bring to the control of public 
finances toe same skills he had 
wielded ai the Bank of Italy, 
and to prepare the country for 
European Monetary Union. 

When Andreotti was suc¬ 
ceeded at toe general election 
of 1992 fry Giuliano Amato, 
CariL too. retired from politics. 

A widower, be is survived by 
his son, Andrea. 


M3es Clark, yachtsman. 

explorer and writer, died 

suddenly on April 17 aged 
32. He was born on 
November3, I960. 

THE first westerner since toe 
Vikings to make the voyage 
from toe Arctic to toe Blade 
Sea through Russia, Miles 
Clark was a young adventurer 
in toe mould of his namesake 
and godfather, toe explorer 
Brigadier Miles Smeeton. 

Clark was nor only 
Smeeton’s godson but his 
biographer- The Smeetons 
(Miles’s wife Beryl was some¬ 
thing of a Freya Stark) had 
met in 1933 and quickly 
formed a formidable travel¬ 
ling partnership which lasted 
for 46 years. At one point in 
their travels, they befriended 
Wallace Dark. Miles Clark's 
similarly inclined father. 

When Miles Dark started 
work on toe biography, at 27. 
his only other book had been 
about sky-diving. Initially 
waxy of tackling a subject so 
close to home, he quickly 
became fascinated with toe 
couple. Three years later, in 
1991, High Endeavours ap¬ 
peared, and was well-received 
by critics, both for its percep¬ 
tive inrights into toe mind of 
Smeeton, and for its colourful 
sweep of social history. 

Miles Clark was bom in 
Upper) ands, Co Derry. North¬ 
ern Ireland, into a family of 
linen manufactures, sailors 
and journalists. His father. 
Wallace Dark, had managed 
to combine running an old 
family business with an im¬ 
pressive output as a writer on 
sailing and Irish history. 

Dark was educated at 
Shrewsbury and, at the age of 
17. was selected to join Opera¬ 
tion Drake in the Panamani¬ 
an rain-forest. There he 
became dangerously ill from 
heat exhaustion and had to be 
evacuated from toe dense jun¬ 
gle fry helicopter. 

As a geography student and 
rowing blue at Downing Coll¬ 
ege. Cambridge, he led a 
small college expedition to 
dimb toe volcanoes on Atka, a 
remote island in toe Aleutian 
archipelago. The photograph¬ 
ic and scientific research 
which helped to pay for the 
trip was supplemented by 
Dark’s first attempts at travel 
journalism when he returned. 
Having left Cambridge in 
1982. he joined the Army. 

His first real start as an 
adventurer came in May the 
following year. As part of a 15- 
man crew under an old family 
friend, the explorer Tim 
Severin, Clark retraced the 
epic Golden Fleece voyage of 
Jason and the Argonauts 
through toe Aegean and Blade 
Seas to Soviet Georgia (al¬ 
though as an army officer, he 
was not allowed to enter Soviet 
territory and had to disembark 



at Turkey). Tempers inevitably 
frayed in such cramped condi¬ 
tions — a 52-foot galley mod¬ 
elled on toe boats of the 
Bronze Age — but toe trip 
provided Clark with the inspi¬ 
ration he needed. 

Throwing caution to the 
winds on his return, he left the 
Army and found a job as the 
features editor on ftichn'ng 
Monthly in 1985. This gave 
him toe base from which to 
develop both as a journalist, 
providing travel features and 
photographs for Vogue, toe 
Financial Times and Country 
Life, and as an explorer. In 
1991. he and his father jointly 
reconstructed a 16th-century 
war galley and sailed it from 
Ireland to Scotland, through 
toe Hebrides, in a highly- 
publicised “Lord of the Isles” 
expedition. 

Dark’s first serious captain¬ 
cy came last summer, after the 
success of High Endeavours. 
in a four-month voyage 
through Russia made in the 
family’s 10-ton, 60-year-old 
sailing boat, Wild Goose. 
Dark became toe first West¬ 
erner to enter the White Sea 
Canal, toe strategic waterway 
built by slave labour under 
Stalin, and thus to go toe 
whole distance from toe Arctic 
to the Black Sea. 

His journey took him past 
toe snowfields of northern 
Norway to Murmansk and 
thence down toe Volga and 
Don rivers, past toe monaster¬ 
ies and prison cells of toe 
Solovetsky Islands, toe isolat¬ 
ed riverside settlements in the 
north and toe badly polluted 
waterways of toe lower Volga. 
For toe last week, morale on 
board was precariously low, as 
one of his Russian crew waited 
to hear news of a family 
trapped in war-tom Georgia. 

But toe trip was a success. 
Sponsored by National Geo¬ 
graphic, it earned him toe 
annual award of toe Ocean 
Cruising Club. 

His last newspaper feature, 
on the subject of Tim Severn’s 
forthcoming voyage across toe 
Pacific, is published today in 
The Timers Weekend section. 

He is survived by his wife 
Sara and their son. 


JOHN MORRIS 


John McLean Morris. 
American gynaecologist 
and researcher who 
discovered toe “rooming 
after” birth control pflL 
died in Woodbridge, 
Connecticut on April 8 
aged 78. He was born in 
Ruling, China, on 
September 1.1914. 

GROWING up in China, 
where his father was a Presby¬ 
terian missionary, had a pro¬ 
found effect on John Morris’s 
choice of career. It was there 
that he witnessed toe whole¬ 
sale infanticide of baby girls. 

The experience gave him a 
lifelong interest in more hu¬ 
mane methods of population 
control and launched him on 
toe research that led to toe 
discovery of the morning-after 
pffl, which causes the body to 
eject a fertilised egg by pre¬ 
venting its implantation and 
growth in the womb. The pill, 
developed jointly with Dr Ger¬ 
trude Van Wagenen in experi¬ 
ments on monkeys, was hailed 
in the 1960s as a major 
breakthrough. 

Morris, who also designed 
new versions of toe intra¬ 
uterine contraceptive device. 


became a leader in population 
control efforts and was a 
medical adviser to toe World 
Health Organisation. As a 
professor at Yale University 
School of Medicine for 35 
years, he developed new tech¬ 
niques in pelvic surgery and 
was an early advocate of 
radiation therapy for cancer. 

By that time he had already 
established his scientific reput¬ 
ation, having discovered a rare 
sexual disorder, testicular 
feminisation. The condition, 
which came to be named after 
him as Morris’s Syndrome, 
causes people boro with nor¬ 
mal male chromosomes to 
develop as females, because of 
an insensitivity to testosterone. 
Morris's discovery also gave 
insight into normal sexual 
development 

Morris graduated from 
Princeton in 1936, and 
gained his medical degree 
from Harvard four years later. 
During the second world war 
he served for four years as a 
lieutenant-commander in the 
US Navy’s medical corps in 
toe Pacific. 

He is survived by Marjorie, 
his wife of 42 years, one son 
and four daughters.

Record exports cat Bank lending stays

BRITAIN’S trade deficit with 
countries outside the Euro¬ 
pean Community narrowed 
last month as imports fen back

The visible trade deficit 
totalled £918 million in 
March compared with £1.25 
billion in Fehruaiy. 

However, fee figures repre¬ 
sent less than half Britain's 
trade. Full statistics, including 
Britain’s key export markets in 
Europe, are due to be pub¬ 
lished in June after a half-year 
gap during which collation of 
trade data has been changed 
in accordance with new prac¬ 
tice in fee single European 


market With European econ¬ 
omies sluggish to fast deterio¬ 
rating, these figures are 
expected to make less pleasant 
reading than the non-EC fig¬ 
ures yesterday. 

The Central Statistical Of¬ 
fice said that, after a period 
when fee trade balance out¬ 
side the EC had been deterio¬ 
rating. the last three or four 
months appeared to see a 
flattening out of this trend. 

Excluding oil and erratic 
items, the volume of exports in 
the last three months was 5.5 
per cent higher than in the 
previous three months, while 
imports rose only 3 per cent 
However, comparing fee last 
quarter wife a year ago, the 
balance is fee other way 
around, with exports rising 12 
per cent but imports surging 
14 percent 


BANK lending, a key indica¬ 
tor of fee rate of economic 
activity, remains weak, sug¬ 
gesting that although recov¬ 
ery in tbe high street and 
industry is getting underway, 
individuals and companies 
are still on the defensive about 
taking on debt 

The British Bankers* Associ¬ 
ation reported yesterday feat 
sterling lending to fee private 
sector had fallen by more than 
£900 million in March, com¬ 
pared wife an average month¬ 
ly rise over the past six months 
of nearly £500 million. 

The Bank of England re¬ 
ported that bank lending on a 
seasonally adjusted basis had 
fallen by 0-2 per cent in 
March, fee first monthly fall 
since this statistical series was 
stalled in 1982. 

Even so, M4, the broad 


measure of money supply, 
inducting bank lending, rose 
in March by 1.6 per cent This 
took its annual rate of growth 
TO 3.6 per cent just inside fee 
bottom end of fee govern¬ 
ment's new monitoring range. 
M4 has been one of the 
perplexing weak spots recently 
and its rise is encouraging. 

Although M4 rose because 
of record government borrow¬ 
ing last month, economists 
stffl hailed fee increase as a 
positive indicator. Ian 
Harnett, chief economist of 
Strauss TumbuIL said: “It 
doesn't matter if the borrow¬ 
ing is public or private. It still 
fuels demand and helps to get 
activity going.”

S ir Alastair Morion 
made two surprising 
admissions last week. 
One was that he could 
no longer forecast just when 
the first trains would run 
through the Channel tunnel, 
so bad were relations between 
Eurotunnel and the Anglo* 
French consortium of contrac¬ 
tors that is building the 
project The second was per¬ 
haps more surprising. Sir 
Alastair admitted to “4 am 
thoughts’* — those heart- 
sinking, raid sweat-inducing 
phantoms that stalk the small 
hours — over whether the 
tunnel would ever be a success. 

While lesser mortals might 
expect to fall prey to such 
doubts, Morton is, to slip back 
for a moment into understate¬ 
ment, not a man who strikes 
one as being racked with 
uncertainty. He regularly at¬ 
tracts such epithets as confi¬ 
dent. combative, assertive or 
aggressive. 

These are not accurate de¬ 
scriptions; they are journalistic 
euphemisms. Morton is cer¬ 
tainly all these things, and all 
they imply. But a more round¬ 
ed picture would have to take 
on board the views on his 
character expressed by build¬ 
ers. or at least those printable 
and remaining within the 
bounds of the laws of libel. 

One builder, asked last week 
about the tunnel’s opening 
date, commented: “The only 
thing you can guarantee will 
be open in December is Mor¬ 
ton's mouth." 

A senior figure at the consor¬ 
tium insists that he can no 
longer deal with Morton face- 
to-face. and that all communi¬ 
cation must be at one remove. 
Some of the builders' com¬ 
plaints revolve around fairly 
trivial matters, but such nit¬ 
picking is indicative of the 
truly awful rift between dient 
and buildeT. But the builders 
were saying exactly the same 
three years ago, Mien Morton 
was merely joint chairman 
and before, to the contractors’ 
disgust he took on the role of 
chief executive. 

Cleariy, there are faults on 
both sides. But Morton's desk 
is the one at which the buck 
stops, it was an almost impos¬ 
sible task getting the tunnel 
built, an astonishing achieve¬ 
ment that would be a fitting 
capstone to any career. It is a 
matter ol personal choice how 
much shine should be taken 
off Morton’s reputation 
because of the squalid mess 
into which the project has 
degenerated. 

One colleague remarks: 
“He’s carried this project on

his back for the past six years. 
The war with the contractors 
of course has got something to 
do with his personality. But 
standing behind the entire 
project are 633.000 share¬ 
holders and 54 per cent of the 
shares are still owned by small 
investors.

At first meeting. Morton is 
calm, humorous and courte¬ 
ous. But even his friends admit 
he has difficulty controlling his 
temper, although they add 
that he knows how and when 
to apologise later. He is a great 
fader-out with people, and he 
takes criticism, especially in 
print, very personally, and 
responds in the same way. He 
regularly rings up and ha¬ 
rangues journalists who have 
written something that dis¬ 
pleases him. often immediate¬ 
ly after reading the offending 
piece and without taking the 
time to cool down first. 

Some years ago. The Times. 
having tried and failed all day 
to contact him for a comment 
on a story, went ahead and 
printed the facts, which were 
not incorrect, without input 
from Morton. The paper re¬ 
ceived a letter that ended: 
“Don’t you ever check your 
facts?” The reply, which happi¬ 
ly tickled Morton’s sense of 


humour, went “Don’t you 
ever answer your phone?" 

"That's exactly the right 
answer to give him,” laughs 
his colleague. “He does loose 
off letters. But if he says 
something unpleasant to 
somebody, and they say some¬ 
thing unpleasant bade, he 
takes it in good spirit He 
doesn’t pursue vendettas." 

His short fuse is an innate 
part of his character. He is also 
one of those who divides other 
people into only two strict 
categories, those who are on 
his side and those who are 


the bright young things at the 
Wilson government’s Indus¬ 
trial Reorganisation Corp¬ 
oration. 

In the 1960s, he worked as 
part of the then government’s 
policy of dirigisme and inter¬ 
vention in industry.

Morton’s 
father was a Scot who married 
into one of the Cape’s oldest 
families. The son found him¬ 
self out of sympathy with the 
politics and culture of his 
native land After a spell at the 
World Bank he became one of 


quentiy emerged at his new 
post as his boss. Morton left 
again, to become managing 
director of the old British 
National Oil Corporation. 

Shelbourne was a fastidious, 
almost mandarin figure, an 
opera-loving aesthete who was 
entrenched at the heart of the 
City establishment It is not 
hard to imagine how he might 
have reacted to a pugnacious 
colonial whose opinions were 
seldom in accord with his own. 
They hated one another. 

Those who have met Mor¬ 
ton since can only regret they 


were not present when he 
learnt in 19S0 that the new 
chairman of BNOC was to be 
his old nemesis. 

Morton did not want to see 
BNOC privatised, saying 
rightly that it would be. a 
disaster. Again, he left not 
before inspiring a memorable 
cartoon in the Financial' 
Times depicting him with 
stetson on and six guns blaz¬ 
ing. with Sir Philip sheltering 
behind his desk. 

Morton had by then attract¬ 
ed a coterie of friends and 
associates who remain to this 
day fiercely loyal. “If this had 
been a government project 
the contractors would have 
rolled the government over." 
says one of them about the 
Channel tunneL 

“Alastair has acted in the 
shareholders interests by im¬ 
porting some financial disci¬ 
pline into it. Part of his 
problem is that the press have 
latched on to this combative, 
aggressive thing, and have 
played it up. He’s parity been 
lured into it by believing his 
own PR and saying. "If they 
expect me to behave like that 
then I war." 

He was approached to be¬ 
come the British co-chairman 
of the Anglo-French project 
and joined in 1987. The 
project was in a dire state. Sir 
Alastair, with his reputation as 
a hands-on troubleshooter, put 


the finan cing together and, in 
effect sat back to watch the 
builders at work. The cost and 
time overruns of the ensuing 
years were not entirely unpre¬ 
dictable, given the history of 
big landmark projects. 

The job brought- him his 
knighthood, in 1991, an hon¬ 
our with which he is typically 
little impressed. But the expe¬ 
rience has, it must be admit¬ 
ted, visibly aged Morton, who 
is 55. He is fortunate not to 
need much deep but is not a 
workaholic, having a rounded 
life outside the office and a 
wife and two grown-up 
children. 

Once the tunnel is built and 
running, he will depart imm¬ 
ediately. accepting that he is 
not the man to manage it 

It should perhaps be no 
surprise that he can daim as 
an ancestor one of the worst 
ruffians in Scottish history. A 
friend recalls, after a presenta¬ 
tion to some Scottish institu¬ 
tions. the two settled down to 
spend a fair time considering 
and researching the relative 
merits of Highland and island 
single malts. In due course, he 
turned to Morton and asked 
from which dan his family 
daimed to have sprung.

Enjoying a short tax holiday from inflation 


T hose who believe that the 
retail prices index is a bizarre 
and misleading measure of 
UK inflation may not be surprised to 
leant that it is the only economic 
statistic set by a committee. The 
members of the RPI advisory com¬ 
mittee take enormous care to ensure 
that the prices of goods and services 
are property’ measured, yet the result 
is an index with strange quirks that is 
perhaps the most complicated mea¬ 
sure of prices in the world. 

The treatment of housing is the 
best known problem and the govern¬ 
ment's 1 per cent w 4 per cent 
inflation target for the RPI has partly 
compensated for this by excluding 
mortgage interest. The treatment of 
local government tax has also caused 
controversy. The switch from the 
rates to the poll tax boosted the RPI 
and the surge in local authority 
spending exacerbated the problem.’ 

The new- council tax. which enters 
the RPI this month, will have the 
opposite effed The poll tax raised 
the RPI 1.4 per cent when it was 


introduced: a borough-fay-borough 
analysis suggests the council tax will 
lower the RPI 0.6 per cent, roughly 
twice whai is generally expected. 
Later this year, another special factor 
will apply. The committee has decid¬ 
ed to indude foreign holidays in the 
index and sterling’s devaluation will 
make this component rise strongly 
from autumn onwards. 

Overall, the next set of RPI infla¬ 
tion figures should show an unex¬ 
pected fell. largely due ro the effect of 
council tax, taking underlying infla¬ 
tion down to 3 per cent or less in 
April Mid May. Headline inflation 
looks set to remain below 2 per cent 
throughout the summer. Yet the 
broader issue, which divides so 
many economists, is whether the 
devaluation of sterling means that 
inflation will inevitably rise as soon 
as the economy recovers. 

Both those who argue that ster¬ 
ling’s devaluation wifi not feed 
through to retail prices and the 
opposing camp, which suggests that 
inflation must rise as soon as the 
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economy picks up. have missed the 
point The direct effect Of sterling’s 
collapse will feed through. Indeed, 
the signs are already evident. I mport 
prices have risen 10 per cent since 
last autumn. Food prioes have also 
started to rise. Producer price infla¬ 
tion on a three-month annualised 
bass is now 3 per cent, against 1.5 
per cent last autumn. The critical 
issue is whether the direct feed¬ 
through of higher import prioes 
triggers a wage-price spiral. The two 
key foctort are the strength of the 
labour market and headline infla¬ 
tion. the benchmark in wage negoti¬ 
ations. Headline inflation has 
collapsed to below 2 per cent for the 
first time since the 1960s. As for the 


labour market, its deterioration at 
the end of lasr year was dramatic in 
November and December unem¬ 
ployment rose by more than 
100.000. This has been reflected in 
a sharp fall in pay settlements, 
which, according to the CBI. are 
now below 3 per cent 

T he ex perience of the last 
recession clearly suggests that 
wage inflation continues to 
foil long after the economy has 
passed its trough. If the recovery has 
begun in 1993. wage inflation is 
unlikely to rise until 1995. The 
economics of this are straightfor¬ 
ward. Wages are bid up when the 
labour market is tight The recent 
falls in unemployment though sur¬ 
prising. were still modes. On the 
most optimistic forecast unemploy¬ 
ment will dedinc only gradually. 

This would still leave huge num¬ 
bers unemployed. The labour mar¬ 
ket wffi still be putting downward 
pressure on wages. Manufacturing 
productivity growth improves in the 


early stages of recovery while the 
technical revolution is boosting ser¬ 
vice sector productivity. Unit labour 
costs look set to remain low. 

This leads to the conclusion that 
once the direct effects of sterling’s 
devaluation have fed through, infla¬ 
tion should improve, even though 
the economy should have been 
recovering for some time by then. 
Next year, should be a good one for 
inflation. This may be a iittie late to 
save the Chancellor from breaching 
his target for underlying inflation 
around the turn of the year. This is 
likely to be apparent just as the 
November Budget is being present¬ 
ed. The factor likely to tip the balance 
and push underlying inflation above 
the 4 percent limit is the inclusion of 
foreign holidays. Who requestioned 
the RP! committee to examine this 
issue? None other than Norman 
Umont, the Chancellor, last sum- 
mer. when sterling was riding high 
within the ERM. 6 B

Peseta falls 
in spite of 
EC support

THE peseta yesterday 
dropped like a stone into the 
troubled waters of the forth¬ 
coming Spanish general elec¬ 
tion in spite of a last-ditch 
effort by six EC central banks 
to prop it up. 

The Spanish government 
seemed to be on die brink of 
devaluing the peseta this 
weekend for the third time in 
seven months as it again came 
under heavy pressure after the 
Bank of Spain had failed to

| count rale cut of 0.25 of a 
point on Thursday. 

Speculators pushed up 
Spanish bond prices, gam¬ 
bling on a devaluation, with 
the Bank of Spain nor appear¬ 
ing to make a significant effort 
to intervene, increasing the 
interbank rate from 14 per 
cent to 15 percent. 

Analysts in Madrid agreed 
the beleaguered Spanish so¬ 
cialists face three possibilities. 
First the Bank of Spain could 
threaten the market with a re- 
introduction of exchange con¬ 
trols. briefly and somewhat 
disastrously used during the 
last attack on the peseta in 
February. 

Second, it could support the 
current^ until after the June 6 
election. But this could in¬ 
volved an unpopular rise in 
interest rales. Finally, it could 
devalue this weekend by about 
4 per cent The devaluations 
last year were 5 per cent in 
September and 6 per cent in 
November. The Madrid mar¬ 
ket yesterday blamed the polit¬ 
ical uncertainty on the latest 
crisis coupled with gloomy 
economic forecasts for Spain 
from the IMF in Washington 
and the OECD in Paris.

Only two months ago.

At issue is whether a guarantor or 
the joint owner of a family home 
gves an open ended permission for 
the loan to be increased and ex¬ 
tended over the years. Too often 
parents, wives and other relatives 
a sma h loan or overdraft 
should be secured on their home 
only to find out years later that the 
bank has allowed die initial £5,000 
to be added to again and again so 
that virtually the whole value of the 
property is in hock when the busi¬ 
ness that the loans were for collapses. 

It is incredible that an agreement 
made years ago in foe first flush of 
married bliss or business partner¬ 
ship can continue unabated beyond

divorce or being fired. Laurence 
Shurman, the banking ombuds¬ 
man, called for guarantees to have a 
maximum liability. Then banks and 
partners would need to obtain new 
permissions when they want to in¬ 
crease their overdraft facility or take 
on a new loan. 

The banking axle of practice 
ensures that guarantors should be 
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the dotted line. However, bank 
managers under pressure from head 
office to bring their loan portfolios 
under control may take short cuts on 
occasions. While converting an un¬ 
secured loan to a secured one 
without the permission of a spouse 
would not stand up in court when 
repossession was sought, too often 
people give up the keys of their 
homes without a fight 
The best way to ensure that 
guarantors and joint home owners 


are protected is to require that they 
are advised in the offices of an 
independent solicitor before they 
sign and that the limit of the 
borrowing is dearly stated. The case 
before foe Lords next week is compli¬ 
cated and is expected to run for four 
days and then the parties will have to 
wait weeks for the judgment Mean¬ 
while, banks are. no doubt review¬ 
ing their procedures. 

Unfortunately there are hundreds 
of thousands of people already in 
danger. Many will not realise that 
loans have burgeoned during foe 
recession. Too often, elderly parents 


find that their home used to guar¬ 
antee a child’s business venture has 
to be sold because in foe attempt to 
keep the business going, more and 
more has been borrowed. Banks 
cannot be comfortable with this 
situation. 


Royal racket 


Every day. thousands of investors 
are handing over large chunks of 
their worldly wealth to fond man¬ 
agers and investment companies. 
They rightly expect this money to be 
property invested in order to give foe 


best possible return. Otherwise they 
might as well leave it in foe building 
society or even under the mattress. 

So those who invested money for 
their pension provision in a Royal 
life broker fund have every right to 
feel aggrieved at what was revealed 
this week to be at best a cavalier 
carelessness with foeir fund. Royal 
Life has admitted that it mistakenly 
duplicated an instruction from foe 
broker managing the fund. Bridger 
Telfer Investment Management, 
resulting in a withdrawal of more 
than £900,000. This represented 
more than 70 per cent of foe fund’s 
total value. 

It took three years for this to come 
to light, despite foe best efforts of 
Bridger Telfer to try to get the com¬ 
pany to investigate. During this 
time, investors quite legitimately 
cashing in some or all of foeir pen¬ 
sion fond were being effectively sub¬ 
sidised by other investors putting 


money into the fund, because the 
fund was so undercapitalised it 
could not perform adequately. If this 
had been allowed to go on any 
longer, it could have got to a stage 
where there was no longer enough 
money to pay investors taking foeir 
pension money. 

When the error was finally discov¬ 
ered, Royal reinstated the money 
withdrawn but refused to pay in¬ 
terest on the money during the time 
it had hung onto foe funds or say 
how much interest it had earned on 
the money. This in itself is a breach 
of regulations. This week the 
Ombudsman ruled in a test case 
involving one of the fund's investors 
that Royal should pay £300,000. foe 
amount foe Ombudsman calculated 
would have been earned in interest if 
left in foe Halifax building society. 

Revelations of this sort do nothing 
to help foe cause of insurance com¬ 
panies .and their representatives, 
who are constantly extolling the vir¬ 
tues and safety of pensions invested 
in insurance company funds rather 
than the pension funds of 
employers.

THE Securities and Invest¬ 
ments Board fears that inves¬ 
tors tempted by high returns 
could have lost millio ns of 
pounds by putting money with 
an investment firm bared in 
Delaware, but also operating 
out of Limassol, in Cyprus, 
and South Africa. 

The board obtained an in¬ 
junction this week in the High 
Court in London preventing 
LW Investment Corporation 
(LWI) and Ian Frauds Iioydr 
Wright, its principal director, 
firom conducting investment 
business, making unsolicited 
calls and making misleading 
statements in the- United- 
Kingdom. 

The regulator was also 
granted a worldwide Mareva 
injunction to freeze assets of 
the company. There could be 
substantial as SIB has know¬ 
ledge of 20 investments total¬ 
ling £750,000 in the past three 
months. 

David CressweH. of SIB, 
said: "It appears that foe 
Uqyd-Wright investors we’ve 
spoken to worked abroad and 
were dissatisfied with the sav¬ 
ings rates they were earning. 
Mr Lloyd-Wrigilt's offer of 
rates between 12.4 per cent 
p \ and 14 per cent phis various 
bonuses and “interesting” tax 
angles, were just too tempting 
to turn down.” 

The regulator was first alert¬ 
ed to foe case by Eagle Star 
International, which was con¬ 
cerned about the number of 
people surrendering policies 
in order that they could take 
up Mr Upyd-Wrighfs offer.

FALLING savings rates in the 
UK are driving investors off¬ 
shore in search of better 
returns (Liz Dolan writes}. 

According to the Securities 
and Investments Board, one

often fed forced to turn to 
one-man bands and com¬ 
panies sponsored by dodgy 
foreign insurers.” 

Many people who have 
retired to Spain with limited 
funds are now trapped by its 
soaring inflation and the de¬ 
valued pound and are espe¬ 
cially susceptible to cowboys. 
The SEB said: “If you are 
offered a rate of return that’s 
a lot higher than you can get 
from a similar UK-based 
product; ask why. It is all very 
well getting a good rate of 
return, but pointless if you 
can’t get your capital back at 
the end." 

Some British tax havens, 
notably the Isle of Man. 
Bermuda. Gibraltar and the 
Channel Islands, have 
cleaned up their acts after 
well publicised scandals. 
However, one commentator 
said: “They have to be careful 
not to make the regulations 
too stringent, or the com¬ 
panies that operate there will 


move elsewhere.” British 
banks and building societies 
with offshore branches are a 
safe option. Building societies 
are particularly safe because 
parents have to fully compen¬ 
sate all customers of their 
offshore companies if they 
fold. There is no ceiling, as 
there is if an onshore society 
goes under. 

Expensive underlying costs 
of many offshore contracts, 
coupled with security prob¬ 
lems. mean that foe risks are 
often too great to justify the 
rewards for all but the super¬ 
rich. Mr Major believes that, 
with a top rate of 40 percent, 
Britain is much closer to a tax 
haven dan it once was. A talk 
with UK advisers before leav¬ 
ing the country, or when back 
on leave, was normally the 
most sensible approach, he 
said. 

Investors should at least 
check the total costs of any

investment empire fen apart, it 
was discovered that foe British 
funds appeared to be invested 
as exposed, but the interna¬ 
tional funds were largely miss¬ 
ing. Because of foe ease of 
moving money around foe 
organisation this did not auto¬ 
matically mean that those 
investors in the onshore gilt 
operation had tide to the guts 
that were located. 

The company “invested” in 
boats, aircraft and a French 
chateau, which were used to 
entertain foe salesmen per¬ 
suading pensioners and oth¬ 
ers to put foeir money 
offshore. 

The shock of this collapse 
had frightened many investors 
away from offshore com¬ 
panies.

SURRENDERING a life poli¬ 
ty the year before it matures 
could mean losing up to half 
the final payout, a survey 
published this week shows. 

The third annual survey of 
with-profits life and pensions 
policies, carried out by day & 
Partners, the actuaries, and 
Money Marketing, the spe¬ 
cialist magazine, reveals that 
holders of 25-year endow¬ 
ments from Royal life surren¬ 
dering their policy after 24 
years would only get 50 per 
cent of what they would get if 
they waited until the polity 
matured. Holders of 25-year 
endowments from Pearl 
would only get back 66 per 
cent of the final payout if they 
surrender one year before 
maturity. 

At the other end of the 
scale, a Norwich Union poli¬ 
cyholder would lose just 8 per 
cent of his or her final payout 
by surrendering in the 24th 
year. The company would pay 
92 per cent of the final 
payout Those surrendering 
10-year policies the year be¬ 
fore they are due to mature 
are also heavily penalised by 
some companies, tire survey 
says.

The Abbey National said

20 per cent, while the number 
of schemes operating rose 11 
per cent to more than 4,500. 
However, the Chancellor 
admitted that the initial re¬ 
sponse to PRP schemes after 
their introduction in 1988 
had been disappointing. 

In 1991, Mr Lamont dou¬ 
bled tax relief available on 
these schemes. PRP paid to 
employees under a registered 
scheme is tax free up to a limit 
of 20 per cent of pay, or 
£4,000, whichever is lower. 

This week, the government 
published a booklet describ¬ 
ing the different types of PRP 
and employee-share schemes 
to encourage more employers 
to set them up. 

David Hadcwood, senior 
tax partner at the Bristol office 
of Ernst & Young, accoun¬ 
tants, said: “PRP provides 
enormous benefits for com¬ 
panies and staff alike. Nation¬ 
ally. the practice has helped set 
up over 500 of the 4,000 
schemes operating in the UK. 
They allow companies to re¬ 
duce. or even avoid, the cost of 
any pay rise while enabling 
salaries to be increased by 
more than twice the rale of 
inflation.'’ 

A conventional pay rise of 
7.6 per cent for someone on a 
£15.000 salary means a total 
payroll cost for the employer of 
£17,819. Under a PRP 
scheme, a nearly identical 
salary can be paid at a payroll 
cost of only £16,560 — a 
saving for the employer of 
£1,259. The employee simul¬ 
taneously reduces his or her 
income tax liability fay more 
than £1,000 because of the tax 
breaks. 

The schemes, which must 
be productivity and profit- 
related and registered with the 
Inland Revenue, embrace all 
types of employers from the 
smallest to die largest Manu¬ 
facturing and industrial com¬ 


panies are notable among 
those implementing PRP. 
many having converted exist¬ 
ing productivity arrange¬ 
ments. Mr Hadcwood believes 
the schemes’ popularity will 
establish them as Britain’s 
“main profit-related award 
system". 

He agrees, nevertheless, 
that there could be resistance 
from employees who feel more 
s ecu re with a steady wage or 
salary rather than “the salary- 
sacrifice route" entailed in 
PRP; falling or failing profits 
means reduced income and 
no automatic pay rises. 

Norman Willis, general sec¬ 
retary of fte Trades Union 
Congress, agreed that employ¬ 
ers keen to introduce PRP 
should remember that “sales 
can go down as well as up. 
Moderation is important 
PRP does not solve all 
problems." 

The government this week 
also drew attention to employ¬ 
ee share schemes, which aflow 
employees to receive cheap 
shares from their employer 
without paying income tax. 
Save As You Earn share- 
option schemes and profit- 
sharing schemes have to be 
offered to all employees to 


gain Inland Revenue 
approval. 

Under a SAVE share-option 
scheme, employees are offered 
an option to buy shares at a 
fixed price in five or seven 
years, with savings invested 
monthly with a bank or build¬ 
ing society over this period. At 
the end of five or seven years, 
the lump sum can be used to 
buy shares at a fixed price or 
paid back to the employee. 
The investment earns tax-free 
bonuses or interest and there 
is no tax to pay on the benefit 
employees get from buying 
shares at a favourable price. 

Companies operating prof¬ 
it-sharing schemes set up a 
trust ana give it money from 
profits. The trust then allocates 
shares to employees, who do 
not pay for the shares but 
agree to leave them with the 
trust for two years. 

If they do nor sell their 
shares for a further three 
years, they do not have to pay 
income tax on the initial value 
of the shares or on any gain up 
to the fifth anniveisaiy of the 
date on which the shares were 
allocated. By the end of 1992, 
an estimated 2.9 million em¬ 
ployees had benefited from 
these two schemes. Paitiripa-

tion is also the key to the 
spread of staff suggestion 
schemes, or employee-involve¬ 
ment programmes as their 
organisers prefer to call them. 
These, too, are a further 
expression of the shift towards 
encouraging self-reliance and 
rewarding effort or creativity 
within teams. 

About 500 private and pub¬ 
lic sector organisations from 
Abbey National and Amer- 
sham International to Ulster 
Bank and Yorkshire Water 
run brigbt-ideas schemes. Col¬ 
lectively, they received 93,615 


suggestions in 1991, 27.305 
more than during the previous 
year, and adopted 13.683 of 
them. 

The average award per idea 
taken up was £129. The first 
£5.000 of an award is tax-free. 
On the data available, the 
resultant savings ranged from 
less than £10 to more than 
£270 for each eligible employ¬ 
ee. Total corporate savings 
amounting to more than £52 
million were achieved by the 
41 organisations responding 
to a survey by the UK Associ¬ 
ation of Suggestion Schemes. 


Check on equity bond sales 


INVESTORS who have been 
sold guaranteed-equity bonds 
from a tife-assuranceoompany 
may get a letter in the next few 
weeks asking if they have 
undeistood the tax implica¬ 
tions of the bond they have 
bought Those who did not 
may qualify for compensation. 

Many investors have been 
tempted by guaranteed-equity 
bonds because they appeared 
to combine opportunities for 
growth through tile stock- 
market with a guaranteed 
return. These bonds are usual¬ 
ly single-premium five-year 
investments which guarantee

of the rise in the FT-SE 100 
index over the investment 
period. They also guarantee a 
return of capital if the FT-SE 
fells. 

The Life Assurance and 
Unit Trust Regulatory Organ¬ 
isation (Lautro), Much regu¬ 
lates life offices' marketing 
activities, has now asked afl 
companies selling these bonds 
to submit their marketing 
material few scrutiny by the 
end of tins week. It is 


concerned that a number of 
life companies have adver¬ 
tised offering returns based on 
the rise in the FT-SE before 
tax. However, as the funds 
from life companies them¬ 
selves are taxable; such a 
return would never be 
realisable. Lautro is also con¬ 
cerned that tiie amount of the 
investment tiiat actually trade 
the index should be made 
explicit. 

Kit Jebens, Lautro chief 
executive, said: “We are talk¬ 
ing to one or two product 
providers. If there are con¬ 
cerns we will ask them to take 
appropriate action." 

In some cases, this will 
mean life offices writing to in¬ 
vestors with new dearer mar¬ 
keting literature, Mr Jebens 
said. Investors who would.not 
have put money into the bonds 
if the true tax position had 
been explained to them may 
get their money bade. 

Laurentian Financial 
Group is currently discussing 
with Lautro the marketing of 


its Capital Protected Bond, 
which was offered to investors 
in November and December 
last year. There are about 100 
investors in the bond with 
investments totalling £2 mil¬ 
lion. The fiveyear bond of¬ 
fered a net return of 86 per 
oentof FT-SE 100 but market¬ 
ing literature gave a gross 
return of 115 per cent 

The company said it was 
considering writing to inves¬ 
tors. “We are discussing the 
matter with Lautro, to decide 
what action, if any, needs to be 
taken." 

The Building Societies 
Commission has issued guide¬ 
lines to building societies sell¬ 
ing the bonds but says it is not 
aware of any mis-sefling- 

Tbe commission says that 
whether the returns are capital 
or income should be made 
dear in advertisements, as the 
investor may be entitled to a 
tax-free exemption.

Fair rates for savers 

From MrG. 8 . Miller 
Sir, The spate of building 
society interest-rate reductions 
since the Chancellor made his 
last base-rate cut is a matter of 
concern to investors, particu¬ 
larly those who deposited 
money in 30.60.90 days and 
longer accounts. 

In most cases these accounts 
are offered with attractive rates 
of interest, sufficiently interest¬ 
ing to entice many people to 
transfer their money to them. 
After a short period of time the 
building societies reduce the 
rates to far-lower levels and do 
so knowing that anybody who 
now wishes to withdraw from 
the account because of the 
poor interest rate would have 
to pay a hefty penalty interest 
on the withdrawal 
This is anything but equita¬ 
ble in relations between a 
lender and a borrower. In fact, 
it amounts to legalised rob¬ 
bery. If the customer has to 
give, say. 90 days’ notice of 
withdrawal should not the 
society equally give 90 days' 
notice of its intention to reduce 
interest, even when they have 
said that the rates can be 
varied? One accepts that re¬ 
ductions in base rates force the 
societies to reduce the rates 
they pay. but that does not 
justify them penalising their 
customers who have been 
persuaded to put their money 
into the account 
I would propose that equity 
can be restored and building 
societies demonstrate their 
honest intent by agreeing that 
investors may withdraw their 
money without penalty within 
14 days of the interest-rate 
reduction being advertised in 
the newspapers and displayed 
in their brandies. It would be 
interesting to hear from the 
building societies what objec¬ 
tions they weald have to this 
quite reasonable proposal.

Thawing out benefits of frozen pensions 


From Mr Mitchell Philpott 
Sir, Professor Forrester’s letter 
(April 10) regarding pension 
scheme surplus distribution 
again raises an issue attracting 
frequent comment and airs 
the opinion that such surplus¬ 
es should be used to the benefit 
of the “dispossessed”. 

in fact, effective from Au¬ 
gust 1990. the Social Security 
Act 1990 requires that pen¬ 
sion-scheme surpluses be used 
to die benefit of scheme mem¬ 
bers before surplus scheme 
funds may either be repaid to 
the company or before they 
may be used to fund a contri¬ 
bution holiday. 

The benefit of this for the 
member includes the revalua¬ 
tion of pensions both in pay¬ 
ment and in deferment (ie 
“frozen” pensions) in line with 
the retail-price index, capped 
at 5 per cent per annum. 

Furthermore, once the ques¬ 
tions currently being consid¬ 
ered by the European Court 
regarding the equalisation of 
pension ages for men and 
women have been answered, 
the Act wffl appoint a date 
from which the remaining 


surpluses within pension 
schemes will have to be used to 
revalue “frozen'’ benefits. 

As a consequence, many 
people will find that they will 
receive an une>q)ected wind¬ 
fall, so improving pensions 
hitherto regarded as repre¬ 
senting poor value. This final 
point is particularly pertinent 
to those holding a “frozen” 
pension as it is sad to acknowl¬ 
edge that thousands wifi have 
transferred from company, 
pension schemes to personal 
arrangements, so potentially 
losing out 

Undeniably we have a case 
where procrastination can 
pay. At a time when over £1 
billion annually is transferred 
from company pension 
schemes, people should avoid 
being hurried into transfer¬ 
ring by an adviser eager for his 
commission.

policyholders received 100 per¬ 
cent of the unit-linked busi¬ 
ness profits. The with-profits 
fund will be “ring fenced” and 
will continue to distribute 100 
per cent of its surplus to with- 
profits policyholders. 

Mike Wadsworth, a partner 
in R Waison, the firm of 
actuaries advising Aegon in 
the transaction, said that poli¬ 
cyholders were more likely to 
pain from tbe £200 million 
injection into their fund than 
they had been by technically 
benefiting from 100 per cent 
of the unit-linked profits. 

In practice, these profits had 
been used to finance growth 
rather than pay more in 
bonuses. Mr Wadsworth said: 
“They weren’t distributed. On 
the basis that a bird in the 
hand is worth two in the bush, 
there was less certainty with 
the benefits under the old 
arrangement” 

Any decision on using some 
of the £200 million to finance 
higher bonuses would be Scot¬ 
tish Equitable’s. The amount 
of special bonus to be paid 
when die deal goes through is 


not known but it likely to be 
less than a full year’s with- 
profit distribution of £90 
million. 

Under this week’s propos¬ 
als, Scottish Equitable Pic, a 
new company, will be set up 
with a further injection of £40 
million from Aegon. The exist¬ 
ing business operations and 
staff will be transferred to the 
new company. Decisions on 
directors and strategy changes 
will have to be approved fry a 
special voting trust set up to 
protect policyholders’ 
interests. 

Unlike the deal agreed 
when Abbey National took 
over Scottish Mutual in 1991, 
shareholders in Scottish Equi¬ 
table Pic will not have any 
interest in the with-profits 
fund.

Bruno steers true course to Lewis

FRANK Bruno, who is given 
little chance of beating Lennox 
L£ws by most experts in 
September, should improve 
his standing with British box¬ 
ing followers tonight A spec¬ 
tacular win over Cart “The 
Truth” Williams at the Nat¬ 
ional Exhibition Centre in 
Birmingham should go a Ions 
% way to helping the promoters 
hype the bout between the two 
Londoners as a competitive 
one. 

Williams, a former world 
tide contender, has been spe¬ 
cially chosen as an opponent 
by Mickey Duff, the smartest 
match maker in the world, 
and Bruno himself. Video 
tapes have not only shown that 
Williams, at 33, is well past his 
best but also that he cannot 
lake a punch. 

He was twice on the canvas 
against James Tfflis (1984), 

• Jesse Ferguson (1985), Mike 
Weaver (1986), Jerry Jones 
(1992) and Tommy Morrison 
(1993). Mike Tyson stopped 
him in one round in 1989. 
Williams is just the sort to go 
Ip down to a Bruno punch. 

So certain is Bruno of 
winning that, at a recent press 
conference, he broke his rule 
and looked beyond die bout to 
the contest with Lewis. 

“I'm looking forward to the 
Lewis fight” he said, “because 
I'm going to do some damage 
to him — which I'Ve been 
meaning to do for a very long 
time.” 

Williams is an excellent 
boxer, technically far superior 
to Bruno. The American won 
the World Cup gold medal as 
an amateur and, as a profes¬ 
sional, lost a dose decision to 
Larry Holmes, out-boxing the 
* great man in the eariy rounds. 
*?’ The crowd thought Williams 
had won and showed their 
displeasure. “If my face had 
fitted, 1 would have been 
champion,” Williams said. 
“Fighting Holmes was the 
high point of my career.” 

Williams has a good jab. 
moves well and, if be is the 
least bit interested in winning, 
should have no trouble ex¬ 
ploiting Bruno's weaknesses 
—lack of mobility and defence 
— and knocking him out But 
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Looking ahead: Bruno, confident of defeating Williams tonight contemplates a lucrative meeting with Lewis in September 


the signs 
overburdened with ambition 
and has come simply to pick 
up his cheque. He will be 
receiving El00,000. 

He was beaten by Urn 
Witherspoon on a split deci¬ 
sion in March 1991 and, the 
following March, was surpris¬ 
ingly beaten by Jones. After 
being stopped by Morrison in 
January, he lost touch with his 
chief trainer, John Davenport 
“I’ve been around too long to 
need a trainer.” he said. Since 
arriving in Birmingham ten 
days ago, he has done little 
sparring. 

However, Bruno is not too 


sure of himself when under 
pressure, so the bout is an 
interesting one. Williams car¬ 
ries a good punch and has got 
up off the floor to knock down 
opponents and win. He even 
got up after being floored by 
Tyson in the first round bid 
the referee, Randy Neumann, 
did not dunk he was in any 
position to continue. 

Will W illiams be aide to 
catch Bruno? WiH Bruno go to 
pieces if caught? How wlQ 
Bruno manage to get to Wil¬ 
liams's chin? George Francis. 
Bruno’s trainer, says that Bru¬ 
no is more aggressive these 
days and, once he gets to his 


man, stays on top of him. 
"He’s in tremendous shape," 
Francis said. "Ever since he’s 
been his own boss, he's been a 
totally different man, more 
relaxed and mature, and 
mean in the ring. He grew up 
with that Tyson fight He’s 
doing to opponents what 
Tyson did to him." 

However, Bruno’s mam 
drawback is his inability to 
fight or defend himself Mien 
the pundies start tying. 
Having been brought up on a 
diet of “doughnuts”, he 
makes a meal of opponents 
who hit bade or do not stand 
in a comer waiting to be hit 


It is a bout that will provide 
answers for Lewis. Duff says 
he has options on Williams, 
just in case something goes 
wrong. But it is highly unKkdy 
that both Duff and Bruno will 
have slipped up at die point 
when they are about to sign for 
a bout with Lewis in which 
Bruno stands to make E2.5 
million.

Board amends kicking law Webb leads day of farewells

GETTING a lockout of rugby 
may mean something entirely 
different if the intentions of 
die game’s governing body, 
the International Rugby Foot¬ 
ball Board (IRFB). are proper¬ 
ly patrolled. 

At the annual meeting of its 
executive countiL which end¬ 
ed in Edinburgh yesterday, 
the board moved against the 
indiscrinrinaie kicking that 
has constituted some teams' 
sole tactical approach this 
season. 

m The controversial laws re- 

^ lating to the ruck-maul have 
been retained for a further 
experimental year. These laws 
have led to overuse of the boot 
but in future, players catch¬ 
ing a kick ahead who have no 
further opportunity to play 
the bafl. because they are 
immediately wrapped up in a 
mauL win have the subse¬ 
quent scrum put in. 

That is a modification of the 
“use it or lose it” syndrome 
tha t has existed this season. 


although teams will have to 
adjust quickly this summer. 
France, for instance, whose 
domestic season ends with 
their dub final on June 6, will 
be playing under the amend¬ 
ed regulations in South Africa 
five days later, while the 
British Isles have agreed to 
play under them on their tour 
of New Zealand. 

The IRFB welcomed the 
input of the ten international 
coaches who met in Hong 
Kong last month and whose 
submission emphasised “en¬ 
couragement to players who 
keep the bail in their hands, to 
achieve more structured con¬ 
tinuity of (day ... with less 
incentive to kick the faafl.” 
The board has also accepted 
what Australians call the 
“blood bin". This allows 
temporary substitution for a 
player requiring treatment to 
a bleeding wound. Although 
-the award of caps is in the 
remit of individual unions, 
the board felt caps should be 


awarded to players in such 
circumstances. 

There is a renewed distinc¬ 
tion between rugby league 
players seeking to play rugby 
union for the first time and 
union converts to league who 
seeka return to their original 
code. This represents a fur¬ 
ther relaxation of the ama¬ 
teurism laws.

Hendry back to arrogant best 


STEPHEN Hendry, su¬ 
premely confident and with 
that air of arrogance which 
has b ee n missing for most of 
the season, made his capture 
of a quarter-final place in the 
£1 minion Embassy World 
Championship a formality in 
Sheffield yesterday. 

Hendry, the defending 
champion, established a vir¬ 
tually unassailable 12-4 lead 
over Darren Morgan, of 
Wales, and requires only one 
of this morning's nine sched¬ 
uled frames in order to 
progress. It was another per¬ 
formance to strike fear into 
the hearts of his challengers. 

Although hecommitted the 
odd mistake Hendry. SO im¬ 
pressive during his 10-1 first- 
round drubbing of Danny 
Fowler seven days ago. again 
always had this situation in 
hand after moving 7-2 ahead, 
from 6-2 overnight, with a 
last red-to-pink clearance in 
the opening frame of the 
second session. 

A 90 break from Hendry 
accounted for the tenth frame 
and he begun the next with a 
40 before surprisingly miss¬ 
ing a straightforward red. 
Morgan responded with 84, 
and a 64 from the former 
world amateur champion in 
the thirteenth frame further 
aided his recovery to 4-9. 

The remainder of the ses¬ 
sion was dominated by 
Hendry.

Rare breed of Bird 
soars to heights 
in his own paradise 


H arold Dennis Bird 
known hereinafter as 
Dickie Bird is exactly as 
you would expect him to be. He is 
caring and WgWystrung: he 
counts his blessings and lives for 
cricket he has never married and 
is a bit of a card. 

At the moment he is in Barba¬ 
dos, umpiring, in his inimitable 
style, the second Test match be¬ 
tween West Indies and Pakistan, 
pretending to be worried stiff but 
really enjoying every minute of it 
To him has fallen the distinction of 
being the first “neutral" umpire to 
stand in a Test series in the 
Caribbean. 

Dickie Bird is a Yorks foreman, 
and sufficiently proud of it without 
being boastful- As a player, much 
his meet glorious achievement was 
to score 181 not out going in first 
for Yorkshire against Glamorgan 
at Bradford Park Avenue on June 
19. 1959. Although, like a true 
Yorkshkeman, he played a dour 
game, he was in the side on that 
occasion only because Ken Taylor 
was away playing for England 
When, for the next match, Dickie 
was dropped he was understand¬ 
ably aggrieved though when in¬ 
formed of it he said respectfully, 
“Very well Mr Sellers” 

I wrote abort a Dickie innings 
or two. and it was a little like 
writing about chess by post His 
greatest sadness was never to be 
awarded his Yorkshire cap. He did 
win a Leicestershire cap, after 
leaving Yorkshire, but earning a 
living as a county professional was 
always something of a struggle for 
him. 

He was probably more at ease 
opening the Barnsley innings with 
Michael Parkinson (“YouU know 
Partae, I expect”) and playing in 
the Yorkshire League, or coaching 
the boys of Plymouth College, 
which he did between finishing 
with Leicestershire in 1966 and 
joining the umpires’ list in 1969. 
He umpired his first first-class 
match in 1970 and his first Test 
match in 1973. 

Cricket is a game that is in 
peoples' bones. Some who may not 
themselves be great exponents of 
it understand it by instinct. Oth¬ 


ers, although they might be out¬ 
standingly effective as players, 
hardly know die first thing about 
it There have been England 
captains who have been blind to 
many of its possibilities. Dickie, for 
his part, has a good fed for cricket 
This, together with a disarming 
personality and a complete lack of 
arrogance, accounts for his 
success. 

He was 60 last Monday, having 
just stood in a Test match in 
Trinidad in which he and his 
fellow umpire, Steve Bucknor 
from Jamaica, gave 17 batsmen 
out leg-before wicket, an unprece¬ 
dented haul Preferring to be 
thought of as a "not outer” rather 
than an “outer”, Dickie las h be 
known that of the decisions given 
in the bowlers’ favour he was

responsible for six and Bucknor for 
11. He describes it as a match 
played in an exceptionally good 
spirit, though there are times, 
perhaps, when he sees no evfl and 
hears no evil because he likes it 
that way. 

He drinks very little, never 
smokes and does his exercises 
every morning in the bathroom. If 
he wanted to. he could go on 
umpiring in first-dass cricket until 
he is 70. and he will be quite lost 
without h. Alex Skdding. another 
umpiring character of his time, 
was 72 when he packed it in. More 
recently, John Langridge was 70- 
Umpiring is both Dickie's hobby 
and his livelihood. He goes all over 
the world doing ft. 

He stood in the World Cup in 
India and Pakistan in 1987, and 
before that in the women’s World 
Cup in New Zealand. He has done 
the Asia Cup in Sri Lanka and 
adjudicated under a glass roof in a 




stadium in Toronto- Earlier tins 
winter he stood io the first three 
Test matches played in Zimbabwe. 
He has been to Nigeria and 
Holland, and no sooner will he get 
back to England a fortnight , to¬ 
morrow than he will be heading 
for Hove, to make the acquaint- 
ance of Allan Border’s Australians 
and to expect seme gende ribbing 
from the senior ones amon g th em. 

At Bulawayo in November, 
Dickie beat Frank Chester's record 
number of Test matches umpired. 
Chester had been a bat sman of 
high promise for Worcestershire 
before being badjy wounded in the 
Great War. He umpired his first 
Test match, with trilby hat and 
artifidal hand, at Lord's in 1924 
and his 47th and last at Lord’s in 
1955. Bird's today is his 52nd. 
Among overseas umpires, Tony 
Grafter heads the Australian list 
with 33 and Douglas Sang Hue is 
the senior West Indian with 31. 

The fastest bowler “through the 
air” that Dickie Bird has umpired 
was Frank Tyson, the best was 
Dennis Lillee, the most prodigal 
appealer was Abdul Qadir, the 
cricketer he has had the most fun 
with is Allan Lamb. During the tea 
interval in a championship match 
Lamb once slipped his portable 
telephone into the pocket of Dick¬ 
ie’s umpiring coat without Dickie 
knowing ft. After an over or two. to 
Dickie’s astonishment, this tele¬ 
phone rang, and he answered it It 
was lan Botham from the Worces¬ 
tershire dressing-room saying 
“Could I speak to Mr Lamb 
please!” Dickie is not, however, 
quite the butt he might sometimes 
appear to be. If he were, the best 
players would not like arid respect 
him as much as they da 

His days of seeming to want to 
get off the field as soon as the sun 
went behind the douds or it started 
to spot with rain are behind him. 
His experience at Lord's during 
the Centenary Test match against 
Australia in 1980, when he and 
David Constant were jostled by 
MCC members who felt play 
should have been in progress, 
helped to cure him of that The tag 
was probably a little unfair any¬ 
way: Dickie has always been, if 
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anything, too ready to give bis 
fellow umpire the casting vote. 

He lives, as the crow fires, a mile 
from Chateau Boycott in Barasky. 
“Aye,” he jokes; “the rich man in 
his castle and the poor man at his 
gate.” Dickie was Barnsley’s star 
batsman when Geoffrey Boycott 
first played for them as a boy. 
Before opening the innings Biro, 
hands shaking, would go to Boy¬ 
cott and say “Put me gloves on for 


me, will you Gerald?" To tins day 
Dickie calls Boycott “Gerald”, and 
“Gerald” believes that then, as 
now, Dickie put his nervous ener¬ 
gy to advantage. “He likes people 
to think he's an easy touch ” 
Boycott says, “but he’s not Deep 
down he’s quite strong and very 

fair." 

Boycott is to be seen driving 
round Barbados at the moment in 
the white Rolls Rqyce that puns in 


and out of the Sandy Lane Hotel 
Dickie is happier in his white coat 
and white sun hat or white cap, or 
ax home at White Rose Cottage, 
built in tile seventeenth century 
and where John Wesley once slept 
His married aster, who lives not 
for aww, does some cooking for 
him and some cleaning and some 
washing. He seldom cooks him¬ 
self, preferring go to The Talbot 
for a bite of lunch. 


On his way home, he calls on his 
friend, the butcher, who puts him 
up a couide of sandwiches, to be 
eaten forsupper in front of the telly 
with “a coop o’ fay”.-A man of 
humble tastes and honest opin¬ 
ions, tempering justice with mercy, 
presiding at great cricket events, a 
bom worrier yet happy in his work 
— that is Dickie Bod, and if you 
ask him to jour cricket dinner he'll 
give you good value there as wdl 


Widnes take big 
risk with O’Neill

JULIAN O’NeDL hired by 
Widnes for next Saturday’s 
Silk Cut Challenge Cup final 
against Wigan, is the latest in 
a long line of Australians to be 
flown in especially for rugby 
league’s showpiece occasion, 
not always successfully. 

Precedent has shown that 
the tactic is often more disrup¬ 
tive than beneficial. St Helens, 
for example, regret bringing 
back Michael O'Connor and 
Paul Vautin, whose jet lag was 
devastatingly exposed by Wig¬ 
an’s 27-0 triumph in 1989. 
In Widnes’ case, though, it is a 
question simply of necessity. 

O’NeflL 20, a hugely gifted 
and versatile back with the 
Brisbane Broncos, will arrive 
on Tuesday and could take 
one of several positions in the 
side, with Stuart Spruce, the 
full back, David Myers, the 
winger, and the centres, Andy 
Currier and Darren Wright, 
on a long injury list 

Phil Larder, the Widnes 
coach, said he had no alterna¬ 
tive than to turn to O'Neill but 
at least the player was no 
stranger to the team, having 
scored four tries in 11 appear¬ 
ances after joining on a short- 
term contract last October. 

Lanier said: “I’ve got just 18 
players in my first team-squad, 
half a dozen are nursing

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Signing of Cantona and Ferguson’s decisiveness key factors in title drive 

Ferguson 
poised to 
lay ghost 
of Busby 

Manchester United are one step 
away from glory, Rob Hughes, 
football correspondent, reports 



A lex Ferguson asks that 
we should nor be pre¬ 
sumptuous. But if his 
team wins either of its two 
remaining games, or if Aston 
Villa draw one of theirs, the 
Premier League ride is his, 
Manchester United would 
thus lay two ghosts. Ferguson 
would become their first man¬ 
ager since Matt Busby to win 
the championship; and his 
chairman. Martin Edwards, 
though never as guileful as his 
*3 late father, Louis, would fulfil 
the family inheritance he tried 
to sell to the pretender, Mich¬ 
ael Knighton, five years ago. 

If this happens, it wifi be a 
relief to millions who follow 
the cult of United around the 
world. Mark Hughes, scorer 
with another extraordinary 
volley this week, summed it up 
in 1991 when United won the 
Cup Winners’ Cup; “Winning 
in Europe is great but die 
league championship would 
make us remembered for the 
rest of our lives." 

He does not say much, old 
Sparide. but when he does, he 
is spot on. His manager, 
having quelled his own fire- 
p brand nature, also has a way 
with words. He once described 
Manchester United as a team 
that could beat the best and 
lose to the worst 
Having smoothed out that 
he would do what five others 
failed to do in the wake of 
Busby, and would become a 
Scot from the Govan ship¬ 
yards emerging out of the 
shadow of a Scot who began 
working life down a pit 
Ferguson has supressed his 
indecision of a year ago. and 
looks more like the man who, 
with Aberdeen, broke the Old 
Finn’s Scottish domination. 
Busby, of course, had the skills 
of Law, Best and Chariton. He 
was the father-figure of the 
tragic team decimated in foe 
1958 Munich air crash, a 
disaster which bound millions 
to Manchester United from 
far off lands. 

The phenomenon today has 
assets on the field listed at E24 
million.

New claims over 
National fiasco

CAPTAIN Keith Brown, the 
Jockey Club official at die 
centre of the Grand National 
fiasco on April 3, faced new 
controversy yesterday after al¬ 
legations were made suggest¬ 
ing he had rejected calls for a 
change to the startingsystem a 
month before the race at 
Aintree was declared void. 
Brown, officiating at San- 
down, said: “Until the enquiry 
[into die start of the National] 
is over. I cannot say 
anything.” 

A report in The Sporting 
Life said that Rod Fabliaus, 
the acting clerk of the course at 
Aintree, spoke and wrote to 
Brown in February about the 
archaic starting system follow¬ 
ing a meeting with a Jockey 
Chib inspector of courses and 
other officials. 

In particular. Fabridus 
raised worries about the reli¬ 
ability and efficiency of the 
“grey gate” starting method 
for a field of 40 horses, which 
involved 60 yards of tape 
being stretched across the 
track and lifted by slides either 
side.

Miles Clark finds out why explorer and writer Tim Severin is planning to cross the Pacific on a raft 
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forms the heart of Courtmacsheny 
in county Cork. Ireland, his home 
far the past 20 yean. The small 
first-floor study where his expedi¬ 
tions begin and end looks out 
across a low tidal estuary. The 
house holds few trappings of other 
pastimes. Almost every breath he 
takes is geared towards the next 
historical conundrum. His new 
project, the China voyage, is proba¬ 
bly his most intriguing yet, certain¬ 
ly his most demanding. As he 
readily admits: “Without the expe¬ 
rience I'd gained from my other 
voyages, it might not have hap¬ 
pened at afL” 

Next month he is setting sail 
from Hong Kong in a 60ft bamboo 
raft bound for Taiwan. Japan, and 
then across the Pacific to America, 
seeking to explain the extraordi¬ 
nary similarities between the high 
cultures of pre-Columbian America 
and the ancient dvflisations of Asia 
— parallels in art, architecture, 
burial practices, myths and 
technology. 

., By any standards, this is a vr^age 

Vrf derring-do: 6.500 miles in an 
extremely uncomfortable and 
potentionaDy dangerous vessel 
The main structure is three layers of 
4in diameter bamboo, raked up¬ 
wards at fire bow, and lashed 
together with 30 mites of rattan 
vine. Buoyancy is provided by the 
dosed egHs that form the structure 
of the bamboo. Two small bamboo 
cabins thatched with palm leaves 
and covered with bamboo matting 
(proofed with a mixture of sawdust 
and tree lacquer) provide the only 
shelter for the five to six-man 


multinational crew. And that isn’t 
tire realty uncomfortable part The 
raft depends for its survival on the 
poetically-named “wash-through” 
principle, absorbing wave power by 
allowing the sea to break through 
Ore structure of the buB. Wftb the 
bamboo deck standing little more 
than a foot above the trailer, the raft 
will sometimes be more under the 
water than on it Even Severin 
concedes that foe voyage will be a 
little damp — “at least we wont 
have to pump any bilges,” he says. 

When asked. Sevenn calmly lists 
his concerns about this hair-raising 
voyage. “The rattan which binds 
the raft together may disintegrate, 
or the bamboo iisdf may become 
waterlogged so that the raft rinks. 
Bamboo is succulent stuff for 
certain forms of marine life, so it 
could be eaten during the voyage. 
Aliy rough weather brings with it 
the danger of capsizing — once a 
raft like this has overturned it 
cannot be righted. Bui one of my 
main worries is the crossing 
through the Taiwan Straits ana 
around Japan: there is often dense 
fog and heavy traffic. It’s a bit like a 
pedestrian walking across a motor¬ 
way in the fog." 

An ingenious, minute on-board 
computer intended mainly to pass 
back news to The Times during the 
vqyage can also send distress sig¬ 
nals in the event of crisis. 

If anyone has the experience to 
cope with these hazards, it is 
Severiru at 53 his record is formida¬ 
ble. Since 2976. be has tested the 
myths surrounding six legendary

travellers — St Brendan, Sindbad 
of the Sea, Jason. Ulysses. Duke 
Godfrey de Bouflkm (the hero of 
the First Crusade) and, most recent¬ 
ly* Genghis Khan. With one excep¬ 
tion, his endeavours on sea and 
saddle have not only been paid for 
by book and Ghn royalties, but have 
earned him a comfortable living. 
National Geographic convenes 
special meetings to hear his latest 
projects. The Royal Geographical 
Society requests mathtees of his 
lectures; and although he has not 
convinced all the critics all five time 
—one review of The Ulysses Voyage 
ran under the headline A Load of 
Rowlocks — his books have been 
translated into 18 languages. 


As always, this latest voyage is 
inspired by a character, in this case 
a Chinese navigator, Hsu Fu. who 
in tire 3rd century BC was dis¬ 
patched eastward in search of life- 
prolonging drugs. His emperor 
was Shi Huang Di, whose tomb in 
Xi an is guar ded by the great army 
of terracotta warriors. The Annals 
of China for 218BC describe how 
the Emperor “set three thousand 
young men and girls at Hsu Fu 's 
disposal, gave him the seeds of the 
five grains, and artisans of every 
sort, after which [he] set sail again”. 
Whether Hsu Fu’s fleet reached 
Japan or America or drowned 
along the way is almost irrelevant 
The raft is named in his honour. 


According to Professor Joseph 
Needham, the doyen of historians 
of Chinese science: "The voyage is 
extremely important not only to 
the history of exploration, but to the 
whole study of civilisation in gener¬ 
al If it succeeds in crossing the 
Pacific, there will be every reason to 
believe that the Chinese made the 
same voyage more than two millen¬ 
nia ago in their Formosan sailing 
rafts. There is no other satisfactory 
explanation for tire cultural similar¬ 
ities between the continents.” 

Until Professor Needham sowed 
the seeds of this idea, Severin had 
more or less given up the sea. “The 
cost of building replica ships had 
risen much faster than royalties 
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could pay for them. But when 
someone of Needham’s standing 
focused the debate, the idea became 
irresistible.” In Vietnam, Severin 
found raft fishermen who still build 
native sailing rafts similar to those 
used in Taiwan until the 1950s. 
Colin Mudie. the naval architect 
responsible for Severin’s three pre¬ 
vious ships, again gave shape to his 
research; a half-size model was built 
and tested, and early this year 30 
Vietnamese craftsmen built the full- 
size raft in less than 40 days. 

What of the crew? His ideal crew, 
he says, is made up of people who 
know more about sailing and rig 
than he does. “AO of us have our 
strengths and each man does what 
he’s good at” 

For this voyage, he is joined yet 
again by Trondur Patursson, the 
endlessly resourceful Faroese fish¬ 
erman and artist who first sailed 
wife him in Brendan. Two young 
Britons. Rex Warner and Joe 
Beynon (the on-board photogra¬ 
pher), are crewing for the first time, 
along with two highly experienced 
raftsmen — Mr Hoi and Mr lot — 
provided Severin can get passports 
and visas for them to leave 
Vietnam. 

Comforts will be extremely few. 
Cooking is on paraffin {charcoal 
was too bulky, and rather alarming 
on a wooden raft). On the three- 
month, 4,500-mile leg from Japan 
to California, rainwater will be 
caught and stored in bamboo tubes 
as part of the experiment, and also 
in modem plastic flasks for safety. 

In times to come, if anyone sets 


out to recreate Severing voyages 
and journeys, he or she will need an 
impressive collection of skills, to say 
nothing of time and money. It is 
now more than 18 years since! saw 
him unfold the plans for his first 
major enterprise: a voyage from 
Ireland to America in a replica 6th- 
centuiy curragh. My father had led 
a shorter voyage — from Ireland to 
Scotland — in a similar craft a few 
years earlier. As Severin spread the 
plans across my family's kitchen 
table, he explainkl that the aim was 
to prove that Irish monks in leather 
craft could have readied America 
more than a thousand years before 
Columbus. And Severin proved 
that it was possible. 

H is ready humour and 
quiet, rather bookish 
delivery are hugely 
compelling. But even 
at 14, J had trouble imagining this 
mild, tweed-suited, irapeccably- 
mannered figure contending with 
an offshore gale. Ten years later 1 
sailed with him on the Jason 
voyage, seeking a historical basis 
for the legend of the Golden Fleece. 
We discovered that when sheep¬ 
skins in Georgia are washed in the 
local rivers they pick up a fine, 
glittering layer of gold dust from 
the water. I discovered, too. how he 
takes on the sea and inspires others 
to do the same. 

And yet, when I visited him the 
other week in southwest Cork, on 
the eve of his latest venture, it was 
stiD hard to equate this affable, 
greying writer, in his silk cravat, 
with some of his achievements. 
Was this really the man who had 
survived on a diet of sheep guts 
with a troop of Mongol horsemen?

It has always baffled Jo and 
me that people think mas¬ 
sage, saunas or going to 
brothels is relaxing, when it is 
quite dear that bong tickled 
is far nicer and more blissful- 
making.

I dont see why there would 
need to be anything 
unsavoury about a tickling 
parlour. Tickling has nothing 
to do with sex whatsoever. Of 
course the tickleurs and 
tickleuses would have to han¬ 
dle strangers, but that is no 
different from what happens in a 
hairdresser’s or an abovedie-board 
massage parlour. 

Were I to be in charge of a chain 


of tickling parlours, I would imple¬ 
ment the following additional aids 
to unwinding: crackling log fires in 
the grate, kittens playing with balls 
of wool, and giant tanks with 
tropical fish swimming around. 
Also trees waving in the breeze 
outside the windows and, ideally — 
though this, of course, would not be 
posable In cities where tickling 
parlours are most needed — waves 
crashing in nearby.

“Fenwicks is good for a trim,” 
she replied, “but it’s just as cheap to 
go to the Japanese salon in Brook 
Street, and you have a full shialsu 
massage thrown in.” 

We were the only non-Japanese 
in the salon, but all around us 
customers’ heads lolled in relief as 
strong fingers drove through their 
hair, and conducted relaxation into 
and tension out of their heads, 
necks, and shoulders, it is seen as a 
natural concomitant of hairdress¬ 
ing to the Japanese, and is the 
nearest thing currently available to 
a commercial tickling parlour. 

In the meantime, it would be nice 
if one of the television channels 
brought bade the “Interlude" — 
those interprogramme five and ten- 
minute films of things like fish 
tanks, which we all used to unwind 
to as we watched in the Sixties.

Messing about in 
a French boat

than, perhaps, they should. When 
teachers maintain that the only way 
of ensuring a good exam grade is to 
hear the language spoken by a 
native of the country being studied, 
and then ask pointedly where the 
family holiday will be taken, die 
moral pressure to head for, in my 
case. France is enormous. 

School-arranged exchanges, 
while useful in throwing the young¬ 
ster into a real-life family environ¬ 
ment. never seem to qualify as a 
holiday, and are invariably fol¬ 
lowed by demands for a “real” 
family break. 

Anyway, by the time the child is 
in his or her late teens, the idea of 
going off with the parents is 
beginning to pall: any holiday d 
rmis may be the last Casting aside 
the brochures offering packages in 
Spain or Greece, therefore, we 
decided to combine the final family 
holiday with education and make 
for France. 

“We get many parents wanting 
to let their children hear French as 
it really is,” Mike Bruce-Mitford. 
who runs French holiday specialists 
VFB. says. “I reckon that a week on 
a canal boat in Burgundy with a 
week in a gite would be ideal." 

Now there are in life two distinct 
types: those who enjoy life in a 
caravan, and those who don't. For 
the former, a week on a canal boat 
in Burgundy — and a canal boat is 
really only a floating caravan — is 
ideal, providing ample opportunity 
for the offspring to talk to 6clusters 
(lock keepers) along the way. So 
perhaps there is something wrong 
with our family because, after only 
a few days afloat, we could not wait 
to get to the gite. To make matters 
worse, most of the French which 
had been spoken so far was my 
own. rusty after 30 years of disuse, 
while the young man for whom the 
holiday was arranged steered die 
boat 

Caravanners relish living cheek 
by jowl, neatly stacking clothes and 
equipment, making up comfort¬ 
able beds from bench seats, cook¬ 
ing on miniature stoves and using 
small extendable basin taps as 
hand-held showers. Yet even the 
“luxurious” cruiser, specially de¬ 
signed for the French canals, had 
for us only the disadvantages of a 
caravan. The pace of living is. 


indeed, slow. Chugging at no more 
than 5 mph through Burgundy 
sounds, and is, peaceful. There are 
wonderful moments, such as seeing 
a heron flying slowly before you. 
pausing to pluck a fish from the 
canal and then gently peeling away 
from the boat as you approach. 

There are exquisite lock-keepers' 
cottages and seemingly deserted 
villages, magnificent chateaux and 
dreaming fields of sunflowers and 
wheat stretching into the distance. 
The bikes carried on the boats 
provide the chance to wander into 
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Time travel: tower at Auxerre 

villages such as Tanlay, Cry and 
Ancy-ie-Franc, which appear not to 
have changed for centuries — 
except to have lost many of their 
small butchers and bakers to the 
burgeoning hypermarkets on the 
outskirts of the bigger towns. 

But at the end of the day. after 
finding a place to tie up for the 
night, you still have to prepare your 
bed from what had been a seat a 
task which completely defeated me. 
On the penultimate night of our 
week’s stay, f wrestled for more 
than an hour to fit together the 
cushions into some form of a 
mattress, before giving in and 
deciding that the final night would 
be spent in a hotel with a proper 
bed and a bath. 

Maybe I had not spent enough 
time in the Scouts or the Army to 
appreciate the finer points of the 
outdoor life. Maybe I’m just a 
wimp. I was longing for the 


comforts of a hotel or a house — 
and found them the day after we 
left the boat at St Florentin. 

VFB has spent years compiling a 
list of grtes which meet the stan¬ 
dards demanded by today's holi¬ 
day-maker. and the farmhouse 
suggested for us in Fromenteau. 
some 30 miles north of Dijon, was 
eveiything it promised: a ullage of 
only six farms, gearing up for the 
harvest: swallows nesting in the 
eaves: a small lake just a few 
hundred yards away which was a 
haven for wildlife of all kinds: the 
stunning Burgundian countryside 
all around; and Beaune, with its 
ancient buildings, cafes and wine 
cellars little more than an hour's 
drive away. 

Although the cottage did not 
have a bath, it did have an efficient 
shower and ail modem conve¬ 
niences, including large, comfort¬ 
able beds. 

Village life was going on all 
around our gite. Milk had to be 
bought from the farmer, details of 
where to visit had to be asked of the 
locals, and with the daily chats with 
the gite’s owner, there was a 
constant, living French lesson. 

Even though, after three days, 
my son told me that conversational 
French was not really what he now 
needed to learn, but rather his A 
level revolved more around the 
translation and interpretation of 
Moliere. I cannot believe that it did 
no good at ail. After alL he got up 
one morning at 4.30 to go with the 
local farmer’s son to watch the deer 
and other animals at dawn in the 
nearby forest 

The whole trip costs in total 
about £2,800. including ferry cross¬ 
ing from Dover to Calais by 
Sealink. hire of the boat fora week, 
one night in a hotel halfway to 
Burgundy with single room supple¬ 
ment, a week in the gite. and all 
food, petrol and incidentals. The 
ferry crossing and the boat hire for 
one week cost £1.719, while travel 
and the hire of the gite for one week 
alone would be £406 plus “living” 
costs. 

All I can hope is that the oral 
examiner for A-level students this 
summer wants to know all about 
6dusiers,~la moisson (harvest), or 
the advantage of asticots (maggots) 
over vers de terra (earthworms) with 
which to catch fish in the voles • 
nnvigables de Bourgogne.

bers until spring should 
truly arrive. 

It is more of a problem 
for organic farmers than 
for conventional ones, for 
chemkals can puB the wool 
very effectively over the eyes 
of growing plants. Nitro¬ 
gen-fed grass is already tall 

and wafting in the breeze, having 
been fed to the point of having so 
much fat on it that it can keep out 
any cold. We organic chaps must 
wait for die soil to warm before we 
have a field of grass fit for a cow to 
eat. I agree: April is the hungriest 
month, let it be over soon. 

But just because April is the 
hungriest month outdoors, don't 
expect most fanners* tables to be 
anything but folly laden at the 
monrent, for there has been an 
amazing transformation in their 



fortunes. Six months ago, I 
stood next to a seed mer¬ 
chant at a farm auction. 
The machinery was being 
scSd because the farmer 
had thrown in his hat and 
signed his land over to a 
huge conglomerate: an¬ 
other of the smaH boys had 
b it ten the dust ‘These farm sales 
are like a cancer to me." the 
merchant said. "This is not only 
another bit erf my business going, 
it’s foe end of rural life” 

The same man arrived on this 
form a couple of dm s ago with a 
beam across his race. “Things 
haven’t been so good in years. It*s 
amazing. I’ve sold more expensive 
seed this week than I’ve sold for as 
many years as I can remember. 
Yes. things are really on the up.” 
Amazing what a devaluation can 



do to a former's pocket. Of course, 
he’s right Despite expert predic¬ 
tions that farming was heading for 
a colossal slump, land becoming 
worthless, a glance at the columns 
of the forming press wifl reveal not 


so much foe green shoots as a rain¬ 
forest of recovery. 

Fra* example, wheat for bread- 
making was £125 per tonne this 
tbrte la&yeai: it is now£] 70. Cattle 
were making 1 lQp per kilogram 


12 months ago. now they fetch 
135p- 

On top of this, formers are being 
paid not to grow crops under the 
set-aside scheme. Imagine this 
translated into industrial terms: if 
factories suddenly found they were 
aide to command prices 30 percent 
higher, dose down a section of their 
works and be paid to do so. do you 
think the CBI would celebrate with 
a mere annual conference? More 
like a party in Hyde Park. 

But I do not begrudge formers 
their bonus. The small, family 
former has had a difficult time. My 
main concern is what all this means 
for the countryside in which I live 
and work. 1 fear it is not good news. 

When prices were low. formers 
could hardly be expected to find 
spare cadi to help foe beleaguered 
fond. With every penny counting, 
every square inch of land had to be 
farmed to the most intensive de¬ 
gree. Now that prices have rocket¬ 


ed. nothing will change; suspicious 
formers haunted by volatile Euro¬ 
pean fanning policies will now be 
desperate to cushion themselves 
from a feared collapse. Every 
square inch of land will be under a 
chemical blitz to ensure a bumper 
and highly profitable crop. 

Still waiting patiently is the 
organic former, who knows he has 
many of foe solutions. We would 
have created no grain surpluses, 
nor needed set-aside to control 
production. There would have been 
no need for foe RSPCA's welfare 
code: ours is already stricter. But 
the pundits say organic forming 
cannot work (given foe wayward 
nature of their recent predictions, 
that is quite cheering). 

Never mind. The government is 
about to announce a financial aid 
scheme for organic formers: pitiful¬ 
ly small, but something. In foe 
hungriest month, a crumb from the 
rich man’s table. 




Norman conquest of Essex 


Derwent May finds 
out how a Norman 
castle and village 
came to be built in 


the shadow of 
Stansted airport 

A s foe train from London to 
Cambridge passes through 
the Essex countryside, 
many passengers are star¬ 
tled to notice a great grass mound 
topped with a sturdy p alisade that 
declares itself to be “Scanned 
-•'i Mountfitchet Castie and Norman 
■ Village”. It is on the edge of the 
village of Stansted. from which the 
airport, a few miles away, lakes its 
name. 

Stansted high street con si sts of a 
peaceful line ofhalftimbered houses, 
but the signs of tourist success are 
plain. There are two Indian and two 
Chinese restaurants, and the wine 
shop has a second line in fine 
porcelain. A few yards up foe hiD is 
the main gate of the castle, from 
which two severed heads look down 
on passers-by. 

Alan Goldsmith, an enterprising 
focal man who started all this 
development, bought the then over-' 
grown mound in the eariydSSOs. It 
was all that was left on foe site of a 
stone Norman castie bekingiiig to 
Richard de Mountfitchet, one of the 
barons who opposed King John at 
the time of Magna Carta The castie 
was destroyed by foe king, and in 
time vanished under earth and 
bushes. 

Mr Goldsmith, aged 53. who had 
made his living organising every- 
thing from skiffle groups to air shows, 
had tire dream of digging out and 
restoring the castie. But he met 
opposition on all skies, from the local 
aiunc3 to English Heritage. So he 
has done something different. 

On top of foe mound he has built a 
wooden castie like foe one that the 
first Norman ford of Stansted lived 
in. "I am one of foe few people to 
have buffi a castie this oentury,” he 
says. An oak palisade surrounds both 
the inner bailey, where foe lord’s 
house is, and the outer bailey, where 
there are numerous watde said daub 
buildings of oak and hazel, including 
a church (blessed by a bishop), a 
potter’s hut. prison, weaving and dye 
bouse and blacksmith's shop. 

AS these buildings are on a bright 
greensward, where animals and 
birds drift among foe visitors. Most 
notable are three feBcw deer — 
Clover, a dappled Bambi; Clover's 
fawn; and a darker-furred deer which 

was found by the police with a broken 

leg and offered to Mr Goldsmith, 
who healed it 

Clover attaches herself to men 
■i/hom she thinks took tike good 
buds and rubs foe musk gland on 
her face against their coats. She also 
tends to snatch the schoolchildren’s

sandwiches and worksheets, and eats 
tbemaH 

Mr Goldsmith does not profess to 
be a historian, but he is fascinated by 
history and he got expert advice as he 
slowly built his model He had a 
geophysical survey done to ascertain 
from carbon deposits where braid¬ 
ings stood, and foe new huts are 
distributed about the two baileys very 
much as they would have bear in foe 
Uthcenluiy. 

T wo archaeologists advised 
Mr Goldsmith on the build¬ 
ings. foe tools to use. and 
the contents. He brought zn 
a specialist thaicher, a watde and 
daub plasterer and a well-known 
heraldic painter. Ronald Brakes. No 
pails have been used in foe construc¬ 
tion of the huts, only oak pegs: iron, 
as foe Normans well knew, would be 
quickly eaten away by tire add in foe 
oak beams. 

He has brought appropriate ob¬ 
jects from other parts of the worid—a 
boar's head for the ford’s table from 
France, and a whole pigskin wine- 
holder from Cypros, where such 
things are stiO in use. The gallows 
from which a corpse dangles, the 
pillory that is always fuS of school¬ 
boys, and foe catapult (or mangonel) 
c apable of hurling some hefty flints, 
have all been carefully constructed 
with expert advice. 

At the same time, Mr Goldsmith is 
very much a showman. In the

craftsmen's huts, heatseeking sen¬ 
sors detect the warmth from viators’ 
bodies and activate recorded com¬ 
mentaries. As you dimb the stairs to 
tire lord’s bedroom, you bear him 
grumbling about all foe disturbance. 

There is another attraction at 
Stansted Mountfitchet a toy muse¬ 
um, called “The House on the Hill”. 
For many years, Mr Goldsmith has 
built op a collection of modem toys 
and games, and it is now on show in 
the house that was included when be 
bought the mound. He and his wife. 
Kathy, have retreated to two rooms in 


the house and rebuilt the rest to 
a rmmmrvi?tp the exhibition, which 
ranges from pre-war lead soldiers 
(now banned from sale as toxic) and 
cookery sets (also now banned 
because the edges are too sharp), to 
space and science fiction toys. 

Mr Goldsmith’s idea is that visitors 
from seven to 70 will exclaim “I had 
one of those”, and go on to find out 
more about it 

He is still rather indignant about 
tire lade of support he received from 
official bodies in the eariy days of the 
venture. “One thing I’ve learnt” he 


says, “is that the feudal system was 
still in existence long after the second 
world war” Probably it is right that 
the mound should keep its secrets 
until a serious airhaeologicaj dig is 
set up to reveal them. Meanwhile, 
Mr Goldsmith's exhibition helps to 
bring history alive for children. 
School parties flock in, not only from 
this country but from France, Bel¬ 
gium and Germany. 

NaturaDy. the village has forgotten 
its original doubts as tourism has 
brought prosperity to the little high 
street 

Mr Goldsmith’s business has been 
a fair success; in spite of the £30,000 a 

year be has to pay in local rates. It 
hdps that his wife looks after the 
administration and that his son, 
Jeremy, is the tedinologkal wizard of 
foe castie 

Mr Goldsmith regards himself as a 
visionary, and he has a new d ream: 
be is looking out for a stretch of 
woodland where he wants to create a 
“magic forest”. 

It wiD be a place where wild 
animals and birds can learn to trust 
humans. He wraifo Ore visitors to this 
forest to mingle with the badgers and 
the nightingales as freely as they now 
do with Dover and the peacocks in 
his castie bailey.

Eke a male sparrow^ 
hawk, and it has pointed 
wings and a tong tail like a 
falcon. 

But it is not hard to distin¬ 
guish from the ham*: it has a 
very peculiar flight unusually 
straight and never bringing 
its wings above foe honzontaL 
The male, in any case, com¬ 
monly calls when it * W 
foe female.

Few buds have an odder 
way of fife. The males occupy 
song territories, and tire fe¬ 
males take up egg-laying terri¬ 
tories, but they all seem to 
mate very promiscuously. 

The females then b e gi n 
their “research” into the local 
meadow pipits, hedge spar¬ 
rows. or reed warblers. Each 
female cuckoo concentrates its 
attention on one of those 
species — on the moors, for 
instance, you mainly find 
“meadow pipit cuckoos” and 
in farmland "hedge sparrow 
cuckoos". Occasionally tbey 
may also turn their attention to 
other species, such as robins. 

T hey watch the small 
birds building, and 
once a female starts 
laying, the cuckoo comes 
down in die afternoon, re¬ 
moves one of foe other bird’s 
eggs and lays one of her own 
in the nest The cuckoo egg is 
bigger and may even be a

different colour, but the pipit. 
or warbler accepts it 
The cuckoo egg hatches 
slightly sooner titan the other 
eggs in the nest, and the young 
cudcoo that emerges does not 
take long to heave out the 
other eggs or tiny nestlings. 
The deluded “parents" then 
feed it until it is abrown avian 
monster, far larger than them¬ 
selves. With its screaming cry, 
the cuckoo chick may evm 
persuade other parent birds to 
join in the good work. Nor 
does it hesitate to peck, its

foster-parents if it is hungry or 
otherwise dissatisfied with 
them. 

Its true mother, meanwhile, 
pays no more attention to it 
She goes on prowling round 
the axmtiyside, even destroy¬ 
ing nests of her bast species 
that already contain eggs or 
young, so that they wfll have to 
build another nest and lay 
again for her convenience. 

The female cuckoo generally 
lays an egg every other day, 
probably producing about 12 
in an average year. As the 



summer wears on, the male 
cuckoo's call deteriorates, and 
you bear curious “cuck-cuck- 
oo” sounds. All foe cuckoos, 
young and old, are on foeir 
way to Africa by eariy August 
For years, controversy raged 
over whether female cuckoos 
laid direct into their violins' 
nests, or whether they laid the 
nearby, then picked it up 
their beak and put it in. 


I n the years before the 
second world war, a 
painstaking but iiasdbfe 
naturalist. Edgar Chance, 
proved that the female cuckoo 
always lays her egg directly 
into the nest, though some¬ 
times she has problems with 
an awkwardly placed nest, and 
the egg falls to the ground. 
When that happens, she lets 
it lie. 

Mr Chance recorded bis 
findings in a book called The 
Truth About the Cuckoo. It e 
one of the most entertaining 
bird books I know—not feast 
because he deals with oppo¬ 
nents of bis arguments about 
as mercilessly as the young 
cuckoo deals with its feflow- 
nesflings.

Dormice are 
innocent, OK? 

Furiy and harmless, the common 
dormouse is no longer so common 


W hen I leamt that 
National Dormouse 
Week “devoted to 
foe conservation of foe com¬ 
mon dormouse (Muscardinus 
avellaruvius was coming up 
this year, 1 was reminded of 
the case of the dormouse, foe 
tennis racket and the unsettled 
insurance daim. 

It started with our stay in a 
remote chalet in Wales. The 
owner had neglected foe place 
for years and the wildlife had 
moved in. Even the dormice, 
which lived in woodland be¬ 
yond foe garden fence, had 
overcome their natural aver¬ 
sion to human habitations. 

Hie dormice did not show 
themselves much, but we put 
out a saucer of nuts in the 
kitchen in case they felt 
hungry. One night, we had to 
catch orie of these light-brown, 
furry-tailed rodents when it 
got lost in the sitting room, 
and carried it back to its 
woodland habitat 
A few nights later, the 
dormice repaid our hospitality 
by gnawing their way into my 
tennis bag and devouring a 
packet of glucose tablets. They 
also tested foe strings of two 
newly-strung rackets for a 
possible source of nutrition. 

My insurance covered dam¬ 
age to personal property and I 
put in a daim to get foe 
dewed rackets re-strung. The 
insurance company was obvi¬ 
ously shaken. Dormice were 
an unexpected hazard. After a 
few days, an executive phoned 
to say he was sony but my 
policy did not cover damage 
by vermin. I argued that 
dormice were not vermin. 
Naturalists were doing what 
they could to help dormice 
survive. It was. I said, almost 
an endangered species. 


The executive accepted that 
naturalists would not work to 
conserve vermin, yet main¬ 
tained that dormice were ver¬ 
min. Was there not a contra¬ 
diction here? No. he said, it 
was the company’s definition 
of vermin foal mattered. The 
company never settled my 
daim. 

Later, when considering this 
odd encounter. 1 thought that 
perhaps the dormice were 
innocent after all Maybe foe 
real culprits were wood mice 
lurking in the undergrowth? 
But these harmless link 
mammals would have been 
even more verminised by the 
insurance company. 

However, although wood 
mice are not a problem for 
nature conservation, the com¬ 
mon dormouse is. The baric 
problem is the decline of its 
natural habitat of open broad- 
leaf woodlands, especially ha¬ 
zel coppices. The spread of 
commensal coniferous forests 
has not helped. 

National Dormouse Week 
runs from October 27 to 
November 3. It was dinsen 
because it is the time when 
hazelnuts, the favourite food 
for dormice, are ready to eat. 
and anyone walking through 
hazel coppices should be able 
to see foe nut shells on the 
ground with the characteristic 
teeth marks of the dormouse. 
If hazelnuts are in short sup¬ 
ply, you might like to feed the 
dormice. But watch out for 
your tennis rackets.

IF. WHEN choos¬ 
ing a box of choco¬ 
lates. you freeze 
with indecision. 
Joy Moore's offer¬ 
ings could well 
cause terminal pa¬ 
ralysis. She sells 193 varieties. You 
like chocolate truffles? Would that 
be flavoured with Grand Marnier. 
Cointreau, white Tia Maria. Per¬ 
nod and mint brandy, cham¬ 
pagne, mm. mm and coffee, Irish 
coffee, ginger, peach, vanilla, fresh 
cream or in Bavarian style? 

Go upstairs at her emporium, the 
1657 Chocolate House, in Kendal. 
Cumbria, to have a drink and think 
about it and it’s no better. There, 
the menu lists 26 varieties of hot 
chocolate, and that’s before you hit 
the g&teaux. 

“We are here purely to indulge 
chocolate lovers.” she says. “If 
people want a tea or coffee. 1 tell 
them there's a good coffee shop 
across the road.” 

Set up five years ago, the 1657 
Chocolate House is a recreation of 
the 17th-century chocolate houses 
said to have been popularised by 
Chades II. Pepys's diaries record 
that the first of these opened in 
London in 1657. “The Pope had 
banned chocolate because, accord¬ 
ing to popular belief. Spanish 
ladies insisted on drinking it dur¬ 
ing mass.” Mis Moore says. “As 
England in Cromwell's time did 
not come under papal jurisdiction, 
the chocolate merchants trans¬ 
ferred their trade here.” 

When Charles 11 took members

of his court to the chocolate houses 
they became fashionable meeting 
places. Over the next 80 years, such 
places spread throughout England, 
the last one opening in Kendal, 
says Mrs Moore, who returned to 
England after 12 years in Africa 
with the aim of setting up a 
quintessendaily English business. 

The idea of resurrecting the 
chocolate house fitted her require¬ 
ments perfectly. It also helped that 
she was a confirmed chocaholic. 

Her chocolate house is in a 17 th- 
century beamed cottage full of 
copperware, awkward angles, roses 
and mob-capped serving wenches. 
“This is not a gimmick.” she says. 
“We take it very seriously. The 
china is English, the doth linen. 
There's no pepper on the tables or 
sandwiches on the menu, as they 
wouldn’t have existed then.” Most 
important, her chocoladers are of 
English stock, no fancy French and 
Belgian artists. 

Finding them was not easy. 
“Chocolatiers are bom,” says Mrs 
Moore who, although she has a 
catering qualification, long ago 
abandoned it for teaching. A 
chance conversation brought to her 
attention Neil Jones, a qualified 
British Telecom engineer who was 
a doset chocolatier. "He is in lore 
with chocolate,” she says. 

Mr Jones is responsible for 
making the 52 top-oF-the-range, or 


1657, chocolates, carrying a de 
luxe 85p price tag for one. “The 
recipes are sacred." Mrs Moore 
says somewhat mysteriously. “The 
‘Aztec*, for example, is a truffle with 
five spices, but even I know the 
names of only three of them." 

Criteria are originality, English- 
ness — and Mrs Moore's personal 
favourite flavours. “I'm fond of 
banana and caramel, so we do a 
caramelised banana chocolate,” 
she says. Other flavours indude 
quince, plum brandy, damson gin, 
Earl Grey tea, raspberry purge and 
an “insideout orange truffle”. “It 
has orange zest on the outside so 
the palate is immediately stung.” 

THE rest of the 
range (£2.20 per 
Wlb) is made by 
outworkers to Mis 
Moore's exacting 
standards. “I try 
them on my cus¬ 
tomers and if thqy don’t like the 
chocolates. I won’t employ the 
makers.” The entire range is hand¬ 
made and free of preservatives. 

Mr Jones is also responsible for 
the gateaux. As these can be eaten 
only with a pastry fork or spoon 
they are. according to Mrs Moore, 
the real thing. "What tea-shops call 
gateaux are cakes: they're heavy 
with butler and cream. Ours are 
much lighter and nowhere near as 



sickly.” Mousse-like in texture, they 
sit on a thin layer of sponge and. 
like the cbooolate drinks they 
match, are based on Mrs Moore’s 
favourite chocolates. 

M int fondant provided the inspi¬ 
ration for“CromweD's Folly”, a 
mint-flavoured, spun-chocolate 
gateau, and a chocolate drink 
flavoured with mint and brandy. 
Caramel chocolate transforms into 
“Highwayman”, a caramel gateau 
topped with glazed chocolate, and a 
hot chocolate topped with cream 
and burnt sugar. A praline truffle 
has been translated into a nutty 
gfiteau, “Aristocrat”, and a 
whipped chocolate drink topped 
with cream and praline. 

The drinks are made from pure 
chocolate, spun with hot water. The 
biggest crime is to add milk. “All 
you are doing is adding the flavour 
of cow.” Mrs Moore says. 

She maintains that her venture is 
not out of step with our health- 
conscious times. That, she says, is to 
confuse chocolate with energy bars, 
her euphemism for brand-name - 
snack confectionery. 

“Some energy bars are like bags 
of sugar. But top-grade chocolate 
such as outs, which contains a high 
percentage of cocoa solids, is very 
nutritious. It may be 50 per cent 
fat, but it's vegetable not animal fat 
The only vitamin it lacks is C." M rs 
Moore redresses that lack for 



herself fay eating orange peel 
dipped in chocolate. 

For someone who shamelessly 
consumes 21b of chocolate a day. 
she looks attractively healthy. She 
will have no trade with “slimline” 
or “diet” chocolate. “Chocolate is 
chocolate.” she. says. “You can’t 
mess around with it” 

HER redpe for ex¬ 
tracting the most 
pleasure in the 
least sinful way is to 
switch off the tele¬ 
vision, phimp up 
the cushions, un¬ 
wrap a single chocolate; look at it. 
smell it love it then savour it “like 
silk on the tongue. Fifteen minutes 
later you will still be able to taste ft," 
Mis Moore promises.

tioning of one of the common^ 
flavour enhancers (after salt and 
sugar) will not impress ^ ue 
t£mL the bea-seUing nov¬ 
elist who suffere 
horn MSG-mducai Chine* 
Restaurant Syndrome that her 
face swells up. 

The thumbs-up also offers 
little comfort to the hundreds of 
sufferers interviewed by Dr 
George Schwarz, the ano-MS-Lr 
crusader, for his book In Bod 
Taste - The MSG Syndrome 
(published in the US by Signet). 
They reported symptoms such as 
dizziness, asthma, heart irregu¬ 
larities, headaches, chest con¬ 
striction and serious depression, 
which they all believe are trace¬ 
able to a commodity which has 
become an everyday ingredient 
in countless processed foods, 
from canned soups to potato 
crisps, ready-made breadcrumbs 
to ketchup, tinned meats to cook- 
chin pasta dishes. 

It does little to console me. 
either. Within five 
minutes of eating 
MSG-Iaced food, 
my palms and soles 
start itching so bad¬ 
ly that I yearn to 
tear the skin from 
diem. The allergy 
began when 1 
started eating deli¬ 
rious, sweet-and- 
sour (MSG-laced) 

Japanese non sea¬ 
weed sheets on a 
daily basis. The 
symptoms were so 
bad that for three 
weeks I couldn't 
put my feet to the 
ground without 
suffering excrudai- 
ing nerve pain. 

Having identi¬ 
fied the cause, 
avoiding the agony 
it induces was more 
complicated. An al¬ 
lergy to sodium hy¬ 
drogen L-glu ta¬ 
male does not 
simply entail cut¬ 
ting out oriental 
food: it turns suffer¬ 
ers into compulsive 
label-readers. 

In the forthcom¬ 
ing edition of tire 
Food Commission’s Food Mag¬ 
azine, launched next Monday 
(and published jointly with the 
Soil Association’s Living Earth 
magazine}, a survey of salty 
snacks reveals drat 19 of the 20 
scrutinised contained MSG. 

"What used to be a traditional 
oriental savoury ingredient has 
now found its way into virtually 
every snack product we looked 
at,” says Tim Lobstein, die Food 
Commission’s codirector. 

Scan die ingredients list of 
processed foods, however, and 
you will not always find monoso¬ 
dium glutamate listed straight¬ 
forwardly as MSG, or its “E” 
number, E621. Because MSG is 
naturally derived (usually by 
fermenting soya beans or sugar 
beet with ammonia, which sets 
off a bacterial reaction), it can go 
under the guise of natural fla¬ 
vouring. It can also crop up as 
“amino acids”, or wholesome- 
sounding “hydrolyzed vegetable 
protein”, which can be as much 
as 20 per cent MSG yet still carry 
an all-natural tag: this is a 
common component of vegetari¬ 
an foods, where it gives flavour 
in place of meat stock. Vegetable 
bouillon is yet another guise. Mr

Lobstein says: “Naturally, we 
would welcome dearer labelling, 
so that anyone who wants to 
avoid MSG can do so easily.’’ 

Although as many as 25 per 
cent of the population are MSG- 
sensidve, according to Dr 
Schwarz, not everyone wants to 
avoid it. I know of one instance 
where it proved the only succes- 
ful antidote to morning sickness 

in an expectant mother. 

The only official restriction on 
MSG is that it must not feature 
in foods for babies or small 
children. But as Mr lobstein 
points out although crisps and 
sal tv snacks are not aimed exclu¬ 
sively at toddlers — which would 
prevent MSG featuring in the 
recipe—small children consume 
them by the truck-load. 

MSG. which was first ident¬ 
ified in 1908 by Professor 
Kikunae at the University of 
Tokyo, consists of sodium plus 
glutamic acid, an amino arid 
which is one of the building- 
blocks of protein, tin fact glu¬ 
tamic arid occurs naturally, in 
minute quantities, in many 
foods, so the ultra-sensitive may 
also find their symptoms trig¬ 
gered by tomatoes, 
oranges, cheese, 
black olives or 
mushrooms.) A bil- 
lion-doDar industry 
was founded on its 
propensity to give 
foods the sort of 
meaty, savoury fla¬ 
vour which, pre- 
MSG, could come 
only from labori¬ 
ously boiling bones 
and vegetables to 
create stock. In oth¬ 
er words, a short¬ 
cut — and one 
which Mr Lobstein 
believes is being 
used increasingly 
"as a technical fix 
for tasteless food”. 

It wasn't until 
1968 that the phy¬ 
sician Robert Ho 
Man Kwok first 
documented “Chi¬ 
nese Restaurant 
Syndrome", in a 
letter to the New 
England Journal 
of Medicine. He 
said that heavy- 
handed use of 
MSG. acting on 
the central nervous 
, system, could trig¬ 
ger burning sensations, tight¬ 
ness in the chest, and headaches. 
(Some Chinese restaurant 
menus now boast “No MSG") 

Reactions apparently relate to 
the quantities consumed: when 
Richard Kenney, now retired 
from George Washington Univ¬ 
ersity in Washington DC, added 
2.000mg or less MSG to tomato 
juice, the number of adverse 
reactions was negligible. But 
when he added 3.000mg or 
more — the equivalent to tire 
MSG you might find in a bowl 
of soup at a Chinese restaurant 
— the complaints soared. 

So far. scientific studies have 
failed to prove any conclusive 
link between MSG and most of 
the reported symptoms in 
humans. The mountainous evi¬ 
dence is mostly anecdotal. How¬ 
ever. any scientist who wishes to 
observe MSG’s effect on the 
central nervous system is wel¬ 
come to start with my unbear¬ 
ably itchy palms and feet

You can mix the stuffing in the 
food processor, depending on

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crunchy. Stuff it into the 
pheasant I put a crust in at the 
end to stop the stuffing falling 
out Brown the pheasant 
lightly in olive oil. and put a 
little paprika over its breast 
and legs so that it takes on a 
nice colour. If you dip a piece 
of paper into some oil and 
sprinkle the jpaprika on top, 
you can just oil it on. Then 1 
throw chopped bacon on top 
and put it in my electric oven 
at 200C/400F. gas mark 6. 
for 15 minutes, turning it 
down to 180C/350F, gas 
mark 4, for another 45 min¬ 
utes or so. One hour and ten 
minutes is OK For a good size 
pheasant. 

T en minutes before it's 
ready, I add a little 
water so that you get 
some nice juice. Then I take 
foe pheasant out, put it on a 
dish and pour some cream in 
the juice — it's a quick way of 
making a nice little sauce.

I »rve the pheasant with red 
cabbage — tins of Felix Ted 
cabbage are verv qood — and a 
really nice salad.

on salmon 


and celery 


Frances Bissell offers new flavours 


to savour, all on an April evening 



l WAS preparing 
supper for two re¬ 
cently and we were 
in the mood for 
comfort food. There 
was not much in the 
fridge, as we had 
been away. A head 


of celery and some vegetable stock 
made a very good, thick celery 
soup, and a piece of smoked 
salmon in the freezer was sliced 
thinly and tossed into a bowl of 
pasta, with some crime fruiche and 
plenty of black pepper. The two 
flavours, of celery and smoked 
salmon, fixed themselves in my 
mind's palate, and I thought what 
a good combination they world 
make in other recipes. 

After a number of experiments, 
the dish we most liked was chilled 
smoked salmon and celery soup. It 
makes a perfect starter for a spring 
dinner. Unlike many soups, such as 
vichyssoise, which are as good hot 
as they are chilled, this one does not 
improve with cooking. The heat 
destroys the texture of the smoked 
salmon and affects its flavour to the 
point that you may as well use 
kippers. The salmon is added to the 
soup after the celery has been 
cooked and cooled, and so retains 
its silky transhicence. 

A different way of serving the 
same combination, albeit a more 
elaborate, time-consuming one. is 
to make a terrine or parfait The 
good thing about this is that it can 
be made the day before required (as 
can the soup). The flavour becomes 
more pronounced on the second 
day; some people may prefer this. 

Another spring dinner I recom¬ 
mend is duckling. More often 
grilled or roasted because of the 
amount of far under the skin, 
duckling is, nevertheless, very tasty 
when cooked with young veg¬ 
etables in a casserole. It is also a 
more relaxed dish to prepare than a 
roast The heat can be raised or 
lowered the cooking time short¬ 
ened or extended in a way that a 
roast will not permit .With a 
casserole, tuning is not as crucial, 
and there will be no fat to splash 
and bum in die oven. Forme, this 
is a bonus. 


To prevent the casserole swim¬ 
ming in fat, I gently fry the duck 
pieces first to render some fat, 
which I drain off. Once cooked the 
skin can also be removed from fee 
meat before serving. But it is a pity 
to remove it before cooking, as it 
adds flavour to the meat and 
vegetables. To drink with this: a 
ripja with a few years of bottle age. 

At this time of year, with only the 
stalwart Bramfcy and maincrop 
rhubarb to choose from among 
home-grown fruits for puddings, I 
intersperse dried fruit with the 
baked apples, apple fools, apple 
charlottes, rhubarb fools and rhu¬ 
barb crumbles. Today, I give two 
suggestions for using dried apri¬ 
cots. Prunes, peaches or dried pears 
can be substituted 

Much of the dried fruit we buy is 
labelled "ready to ear. What this 
means is that after drying the fruit 
in the usual way, the manufacturer 
has remoisturised or " plumped 
up”, the fruit to a juky succulence 
so that it needs no soaking. The 
drawback is that water is used 
which adds weight for which we 
pay.

Sieve (if you prefer not to 
sieve, strip off fee toughest strings 
from fee celery before cooking).

A homely toast to St George 


L ast night hopefully, 
people throughout Eng¬ 
land celebrated St 
George’s day with a good glass 
of English wine, a timely 
reminder that there are plenty 
of fine wines grown in this 
green and pleasant land to 
choose from. 

Until fee 1989vintage I was 
no great fan of English wine: 
even the best bottles seemed 
searingly acidic and outra¬ 
geously expensive. Since then, 
a series of good vintages has 
coincided whh a noticeable lift 
in England’s vignerons* wine¬ 
making skills. 

There are still 1 suspect 
plenty of bad wines made in 
Britain, but most of these do 
not go on sale, thanks to 
greater technical knowledge 
and tasting tests. 

Given that the UK lacks the 
ideal climate and is probably 
fee most marginal wine-pro¬ 
ducing country in the world, it 
is a nurade that we have any 
wine of our own. 

There is nothing Britain’s 
wine-makers can do about the 
rain and cold feat accompany 
our summers and autumns, 
fee vines* vital production 
periods. Nor can there be any 
joy in fee knowledge that fee 
grape growers of England and 
Wales can, at best, expect at 
least three grape harvests out 
of ten to produce little or no 
fruit On the other hand, those 
with vines planted as far north 
as Durham, on salt-sprayed 
difftops or in waterlogged 
frost pockets do not help 
themselves to thrive. 

Bad wine-making, though 
not the English and Welsh 
wine curse it once was, is still 
with us. First-class wine¬ 
makers and consultants, such 
as Stephen Skelton of Tenter 
den Vineyards, Kent and 
John Worontschak of Thames 
Valley Vineyards, near Read¬ 
ing, who vinify their own and 
many others* vines, have 
helped to raise wine standards 
and introduce better technol¬ 
ogy. So, too. have fee one- 
week vineyard management 
and winemaker's courses at 
Phimpton College in Kent and 
elsewhere. . 

The vines of England ana 
Wales are also more at fee 
mercy of fee many predators 
and diseases than fee vines of 
fee hotter, healthier south. 
Regular sprayings keep mil¬ 
dew and botiytfa st bay. but 

ripe grapes still make a tempt¬ 
ing late-autumn meal tor 


Jane MacQuitty on home-grown 
wines and EC sales problems

label battle is likely to prove an 
easier victory than fee use of 
hybrids.

The latter, superior regional 
table wine category might also 
just allow England’s vignerons 
to continue to use hybrids as a 
special case, considering their 
efficiency in our dimate. 

Up to now, fee hybrid 
varieties have been forbidden 
for use in quality EC wines 
because of their disastrously 
high yield and low quality in 
warm countries such as France 
and Spain.

Other obstacles that our 
wine producers have to face, 
and their continental cousins 
do not, are punishingly high 
wine taxes and the confusion 
in consumers’ minds between 
“English" wine and “British" 
wine. The latter has tittle to do 
with England, except market¬ 
ing. It is roerefy a reconstituted 
alcoholic substance, usually

Where canon 
meets Canon 

Rath Gledhill enjoys the sublime 
architecture and sermon in a showpiece

Although women deacons 
assist at services, this is the show¬ 
piece for the London diocese, where 
opposition to women priests in the 
Church of England is strongest 

It must also be one of the few 
places where you can enter a tourist 
attraction and become part of it, 
comparable perhaps to visiting a 
museum and becoming one of the 
exhibits. 

At the service I attended, hordes 
of tourists stared from the back as 
we sang, prayed and listened to the 
sermon. Some stood for the entire 
service, at liberty to join in, but 
choosing ro watch, roped off be¬ 
hind rows of empty seats. As the 
service progressed, the numbers of 
watchers increased, adding to the 
spiritual atmosphere a sensation 
that we might be nothing more than 
a religious oddity in a secular age. 

The non-religious visiting Lon¬ 
don might be forgiven for counting 
Wren’s construction, completed in 
1710, as just another sight to “do”, 
along with the Tower and Trafal¬ 
gar Square. It must be easy to 
forget that cathedrals are primarily 
centres of worship and mission. 
But to attend a service at St Paul's is 
to step back ro a golden age when 
the voices of choristers soared, 
liturgies moved the spirit and 
sermons swayed the nation. 


St Paul’s is at the front line of the 
battle between God and mammon. 
Admission charges were intro¬ 
duced recently and have trans¬ 
formed die cathedral’s precarious 
financial state, although they are 
not levied on Sundays or for 
weekday services. This autumn, a 
shop will be built in the crypt. 

Virgers have been redesignated 
stewards and virgers (the ancient 
spelling of vitger, unique to St 
Paul’s, has been retained). An 
evangelical, Michael Saward. has 
been made a residentiary canon, 
alongside the traditionalist Anglo- 
Catholics more usual at St Paul’s. 

Among Anglo-Catholics. St 
Paul’s is treasured as the only place 
in England where an Anglican can 
receive communion from a cardi¬ 
nal. Only a communicant of the 
Roman Catholic church may re¬ 
ceive communion from Cardinal 
Basil Hume at Westminster Cathe¬ 
dral, so “wannabe” Catholics in the 
Church of England go to St Paul’s, 
where two of the three minor 
canons are cardinals, one the 
junior and one the senior. The 
titles, relics of pre-Reformation 
Roman Catholicism, date from the 
time of Richard II, and derive from 
the Latin word cardo (hinge). 

The chancel is the most richly 
decorated part of the cathedral, 
with Grinling Gibbons's oak and 
limewood carvings, now being 
restored, set off by. sparkling mosa¬ 
ics depicting animals, fish and 
birds in die saucer-shaped domes. 

The cathedral is run by the dean 
(the Very Rev Eric Evans) and 
chapter, which consists of a num¬

ber of residentiary canons (the title 
given to a clergyman who belongs 
to a cathedral chapter). The preb¬ 
endaries belong to the greater 
chapter, which meets annually and 
advises the dean and chapter. The 
most important function of the 
greater chapter is to elect the 
Bishop of London, at present Dr 
David Hope, who preaches regu¬ 
larly here. 

As we arrived at St Paul's, the 
peal of 12 bells rang out while 
dozens of coaches pulled up and 
hundreds of tourists, hung with 
Canons of the photographic vari¬ 
ety. trooped out and into the 


cathedraL Our service, matins, 
followed the traditional rite of the 
Church of England, with a hymn, 
chants, lessons, the Creed, prayers, 
the sermon and a final hymn. 

Opposite us. alone on a chair 
below the stalls, an angel appeared 
to have descended from the ornate 
gold-leaf mosaic over the choir 
vault The tiny, blond cherub turn¬ 
ed out to be a probationer chorister. 
Probationers start at the age of 
seven and are admitted to the choir 
after about 12 months. The ten 
probationers and 25 other choris¬ 
ters are boarders at the choir school 
ai the east end of the cathedral. 


St Paul's is not a parish church, 
and couples who wish to many 
there need a special licence from 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
About 100 people worship here 
each Sunday, but visitors swell 
numbers to 350. On feast days, 
such as Easter, the cathedral at¬ 
tracts many more and can be 
nearly fuU. 

Each month a different canon is 
officially “in residence” and re¬ 
sponsible, with the dean, for wor¬ 
ship. For our service it was the turn 
of Canon Christopher Hill who. as 
precentor, is also in charge of the 
choir school. “One of the great 


privileges of serving here in St 
Paul’s is that in our worship we 
come from all over the world. 
Those of you sitting here will 
probably have as your next door 
neighbour someone from the other 
side of die globe. We welcome this 
morning a group from the Icelan¬ 
dic women’s society.” 

His sermon, about the passion of 
Christ, was a literary and spiritual 
treat, with erudite references to 
Dostoevsky, William Blake and 
other writers, interspersed with 
quotations from the Bible and The 
Sun. Some truths can be expressed 
only imperfectly in theological

M idnight Tuesday.

But as one twentysomething male 
steps up to the entrance, he makes a 
snide comment about the pretty 
young woman standing guard in 
place of the usual male pecs in a 
sheUsuit 

“You talkin’ to me. boy?" she 
demands. She nuty only come up to 
his chin, but it is dear who is in 
charge here. “Er, no offence, hrv,” 
the lad mumbles in embarrass¬ 
ment and humbly passes inside. 

As the sharp end of this new 
female-run nightclub, the all- 
woman security team is the first 
indication that this promises to be a 
very different good time. At PMT 
— Pretty Mis Things — even fire 
bouncers are chic mid cooL "No 
pictures, no names; no comment", 
one says, unimpressed by the 
chance to appear in print 
“The interesting thing is that 
when you have a man on security it 
seems tobe a challenge to all other 
men to act stroppily” says Bunmi 
Akintonwa, a television scriptwrit¬ 
er and one of 14 women behind file 
weekly event. “It seems to create 
aggression, whereas a woman on 
the door defuses trouble. There’s 
none of that tedious male macho 
thing—which is part of what PMT 
is about"

A surprising number 
Of them rang up the morning after 
the first show saying, yeah, it was 
good. They were astonished that 
women could DJ. which is ridicu¬ 
lous in this day and age,” Ms 
Akintonwa says. 

Since the star-studded opening 
night in March, the mate-dominat¬ 
ed dub world has been forced to 
pay attention, and the media have 
been clamouring to get to know 
these groovy young interlopers. “I 
don't warn to sound like I'm 
boasting but we've had Paul Young 
come down. Bobby Womack. 
Omar, die Young Disciples and 
Jamiioquai; they’ve aO dropped in 
to see what's going on.” Ms 
Akintonwa says. “It's really pleas¬ 
ing that so many different people 
find this a good place to hang loose 
and dance. 

“I tell you, we're going to grow 
into PMT Enterprises. We’re going 
to release a single, T-shirts, mer¬ 
chandising, as wdl as host one-offs 
and big party nights- Just wait and 
see. Every day we’re having better 
ideas. And file great thing is. 
because we have so many people 
with different talents in the collec¬ 
tive, we can design the foga write 
fiie slogans ana organise every¬ 
thing ourselves.

Francesca Greenoak digs into a new series of gardening videos for absolute beginners 


W hy are so many begin¬ 
ners at gardening 
thrown in at the deep 
end and allowed to 
make costly mistakes? Books, tele¬ 
vision, magazines and even news¬ 
paper columns are ail limited in the 
“dent of practical, hands-on know¬ 
ledge they can convey. Video, the 
obvious choice for demonstrating a 
complete technique, seems to have 
been largely ignored. 

Now, however, a new company. 
Pen winkle Productions, has begun 
fo plug the gap with three titles m a 
very promising series. Pelargoni¬ 
ums, Hanging Baskets and Fuch¬ 
sias give a full 90 minutes each of 
concentrated information and de¬ 
scription, covering just about every 
aspect of their subjects in just the 
way a beginner needs. Garden 
broadcasters Harry Smith and 
Anne Swithinbank alternate with 
informative sessions and extended 
interviews with specialist garden¬ 
ers. David Clark, who gives hints 
on growing pelargoniums and 
fuchsias based on his experience at 
Oakleigh Nurseries, nearAlresford 
in Hampshire, says that he hopes to 
provide the “next best thing to 
having an expert at your elbow*’. 

This is a good time to get busy 
with pelargoniums, so I watched 
that video through carefully. In 
fact it has advantages over the 
expert you can run the video again 
and again without it getting cross 
or losing patience. J usually ask the 
most awkward questions, and 1 
have to say 1 found all the answers 1 
wanted on this sensible video. 

The species pelargoniums and 
their many cultirars, which include 
all the plants we know as gerani¬ 
ums (although not die cranesbills, 
the hardy geraniums), provide us 
with a wonderful diversity of pot 
plants, some of the best hanging 
basket flowers, bedding plants and 
scented foliage. For horticultural 
tidiness, they are divided into 
groups. On the video we are given a 
guided tour of each group, showing 
the range of colours of flowers and 
foliage, and assessing their uses in 
the house and garden. 

My own favourites are those with 
scented foliage and the trailing ivy¬ 
leaved kinds, which make a bright 
cascade of red or pink when closely 
planted in hanging baskets. Older 
scented-leaf plants that have be¬ 
come a bit leggy through the winter 
can be cut back thoroughly now to 
make a good rounded shape for 
this year’s growth. The trimmings 
provide plenty of 5-Scm long

cuttings, which root very readily at 
this time of year. Mr Dark advises 
against using hormone rooting 
powder, except for the showy regal 
pelargoniums, or for cuttings with 
slightly woody stems which you 
may want to raise in winter. 

I liked the way terms as well as 
processes were explained by the 
video team. Cuttings are best taken 
from just above a node (one of the 
little knees on the stem). A long 
piece of stem left above the node 
will die bade and perhaps infect the 
plant Cuttings should be trimmed 
fo just below a leaf node. After the 
removal of most of the leaves and 
stipules (the little leaf-like appen¬ 
dages which grow around the 
nodes), they can be firmed gently

info a seed tray or pot of seed or 
cuttings compost 
All this is even easier fo under¬ 
stand because you can see exactly 
what stipules are and watch the 
expert patting the cuttings into 
place with exactly the right degree 
of firmness. The same applies with 
repotting, feeding and pruning. 
From hoe. you can progress confi¬ 
dently to seed collecting, hybridi¬ 
sing and even top-grafting regal 
pelargoniums on to metre-high 
stock plants to make standards.

WEEKEND TIPS 


• Divide up overgrown 
perennials (except for peonies and 
Japanese anemones, which 
dislike disturbance). 

• Hoeing off weed seedlings 
regularly will save time and 
trouble later in the season. 

• Plant summerflowering 
bulbs in cooler areas. 

• Keep pot plants on window 
dlls and conservatories adequately 
ventilated, fed and watered. 

• Sow hardy annuals in seed 
trays or in a cold frame. 


BEST BUYS 


THIS is the best time of year to 
plant bamboos. Some of the 
neater, dump-forming cultivars 
can be grown even in smaller 
gardens. One of the most readily 
available, Sinarundinaria nitida, 
grows to 7-Sft (about 2m) and has 
arching canes and relatively small 
elegant leaves. Another of moder¬ 
ate size, S. Murielae (also known 
as Thamnocalamus spathaceus), a 
graceful but quite hardy species, 
has apple green leaves, and a new 
cultivar known as "Simba" grows 
to only 4-5ft (120-150cm). Bam¬ 
boos like moist soils and shelter 
from cold winds.

This is amateur British life at 
its best The points are 
organised by hunts to raise 
hinds. Jockeys are unpaid, 
stewards are local and there 
are invariably too few 
Portaloos- Entertainment cen¬ 
tres on parked Volvos. Maxi¬ 
mum prize money fora winner 
is E2S0. and there is no off- 
course betting. At least half the 
cars get stuck in the mud while 
toddlers learn their first swear 
words and go on the bouncy 
castle — probably at the same 
time. 

The season usually opens at 
Tweseldown. near Aldershot in 
Hampshire, and meanders 
through the villages and towns 
of Chaucer's England to its 
conclusion at Umberieigh, 
Devon, in June. 

Last year nearly 400.000 
people attended a point-to- 
point This year 104 meetings 
have been scheduled. Each 
meeting is slightly different 
The farmers who brave the 
freezing winds at Flagg Moor 
in the Peak District might not 
appreciate the blazored men 
dribbling Pimms at the May 
meeting at Peper Harow, 
Surrey.

wave peaked just out of reach 1 
slipped down its back. 

Another wave, bigger this 
time, and another shout from 
Tim. Ted Deerhursi. an Eng¬ 
lish surfer who has chased big 
waves around the globe, once 


said that surfing was like 
jumping off the roof of a three- 
storey house and then having 
the house chase you down the 
street. I dug my palms into the 
sea and launched over the top. 
The peak of the wave sent me 
surging forward and for two 
seconds 1 was hurtling down 
its face. As I struggled to pull 
the nose of the board up, the 
wave pitched out. curled across 
the top and swallowed me. Ir 
was the first of several visits to 
the oceanic washing machine. 

A couple of times after dial I 
caught walls of water that 
drove me to the shore with a 
power that has turned sane 
men dotty. Cambridge don 
and surfing fanatic Andy Mar¬ 
tin has described surfing as 
“less a sport than a state of 
mind, an adventure in mythol¬ 
ogy, a religion with its own 
high priests and ritual sacri¬ 
fices”. That is what the sea can 
do to you. 

After an hour I was whacked 
and Bill had tong since retreat¬ 
ed ro a hot shower. 1 stepped 
out of the waves on rubber legs 
— I had become my wet suit 
Half an hour later, hanging on 
to the side of the bath. I was 
still trying and failing to peel 
myself out of it. despite heroic 
assistance from a friend. 

Surfing is supposed to be 
about sex. about hunky boys 
and California girls, about 
swimsuits and sun oil and 
shooting the tube. In Cornwall 
in winter it is about catching 
waves, keeping warm and re¬ 
membering which way is up.

A ccording to English 
Heritage, the special 
character of Britain V 
£.000 conservation 
areas fc at risk because of a 
rash of replacement windows 
and doors. The main threat is 
to unlisted houses in conserva¬ 
tion areas, where there is little 
planning control. 

English Heritage has de¬ 
vised a national campaign - 
“Framing Opinions" —to per¬ 
suade home-owners of the 
importance of retaining tradi¬ 
tional-style doors and win¬ 
dows. John Fidler. the 
campaign organiser, says: “li 
is in the same mode as the 
Campaign for Real Ale. We 
want to get away from a 
homogenised way of life. Stan-

dard replacement products are 
reducing the country to a 
samey kind of place. 

"People sometimes think 
they 1 an? improving the resale 
value of a property by chang¬ 
ing the windows and doors. 
but buyers often prefer rhe 
original style. We’re trying to 
persuade the public to see if 
they really need replacements. 
Maybe an original door or 
window could be repaired 
instead of replaced. We try to 
suggest alternatives: for exam¬ 
ple, draught-proofing existing 
windows is cheaper than dou¬ 
ble glazing and only slightly 
less efficient. 

“We're also trying to show 
that modem designs, even in 
timber, don’t match what's 
already there in terms of 
proportions, shape and glaz¬ 
ing bars. Ail these things are 
pan of the history of a build¬ 
ing. It loses something if they 
aren't replaced in the same 
style.” 

English Heritage is collect¬ 
ing data and in June plans to 
issue a series of publications as 
part of its “Framing Opin¬ 
ions” campaign. These will list 
suppliers of traditional-style 
doors and windows and

sources for ironmongery, 
offer advice on energy¬ 
saving and on repair meth¬ 
ods ., and give a history of 
styles. English Heritage 
also advises companies that 
make facsimiles of historic 
windows, such as Blair 
Joinery, in Scotland, and 
Longden. in Sheffield. A 
series of travelling exhibi¬ 
tions aimed at educating 
home-owners is planned. 

Martin Bradshaw, the 
director of the Civic Trust, 
the environmental charity, 
says: “The vast majority of 
changes which are taking a 
toll of the character and 
appearance of conservation 
areas do not require plan¬ 
ning permission. 

“Mass-produced replace¬ 
ment doors, bought off the 
shelf, perhaps suitable for a 
1 990s house but out of place 
on a 1790 farmhouse or in an 
1S90 terrace, are now all too 
common. The old farmhouse 
would have been built using 
hand-crafted local materials. 
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Right entry: do new doors help? 

not exotic hardwoods, while 
the 1890s terrace would have 
been designed as an entity, 
with matching doom and win¬ 
dow frames which would have 
been timber. 

“Nowadays, we see a prolif¬ 


eration of these insensitive 
alterations. Stained glass 
panels are discarded, lead¬ 
ed lights are replaced by 
two-dimensional strips on 
the glazing set in an 
aluminium or plastic frame 
which does not even at¬ 
tempt to match original 
detail or style. Stone slates 
are replaced by cement tiles 
or traditional slate by 
machine-made pantiles. 
And there is what I call the 
‘Dulux syndrome’, where 
changes of stucco colour 
again affect a whole 
terrace. 

“This is all done in tbe 
sacred name of individual¬ 
ity and usually with the best 
of intentions. But one has 
to wonder whether, in areas 
of recognisable and distinc¬ 
tive character, owners appreci¬ 
ate the visual and economic 
damage that can be done. 

“To make one house stand 
out when it is part of a scene, 
will usually affect the value of 
the properties adversely." 


Persuasion and education 
are plausible ways of stem¬ 
ming the aesthetic rot of 
replacement windows and 
doors, but even more impor¬ 
tant to homoowners is the 
availability of well-made, tra¬ 
dition ally^sty led fixtures and 
fittings. 

Fortunately, a handful of 
companies produce period- 
style doors which can be 
supplied nationally. The 
London Door Company, set 
up ten years ago by John 
Williamson, manufactures 
doors and frames to order and 
supplies a glaring and fitting 
service in London. The com¬ 
pany also makes stained glass 
fan lights and French win¬ 
dows. 

Maiston & Langinger, bet¬ 
ter known for bespoke conser¬ 
vatories, offers an acceptable 
compromise between stan¬ 
dard and catalogue timber 
doors and also makes frames, 
architraves and brassware spe¬ 
cially tailored to die needs of 
older houses. Peter Marston. a 
director of the company, ex¬ 
plains: “Every order is individ¬ 
ually prepared, with -the 
correct dimensions, mould¬ 
ings and other details to suit 
the location. Our policy is to 
make it possible for people to 
go to one company to give 
mem a door and frame that 
when finished, will look as if it 
has always been there, and 
beautifully maintained.” 

Marston & Langinger’s bro¬ 
chure illustrates 15 door de¬ 
signs which can be adapted for 
specific locations. Prices start 
from £247 phis VAT for a 
nine-panel interior door, ris¬ 
ing to £696 plus VAT for a 
large exterior Victorian door. 
Knobs, locks and latches in 
traditional designs, including 
some that are quite unusual 
and not easy to obtain, may be 
ordered along with hinges, 
bolts and safety glass. An 
advisory service makes sure 
home-owners order appropri¬ 
ate brassware for the style of 
the door and the correct frame 
for their house.

Calculated 
life of an 
anarchist 


B y coincidence, the newly 
appointed joint artistic di¬ 
rectors of the Young Vic 
are working, side by side, 
a few yards from their new home in 
Waterloo. Tim Supple and Julia 
Bardsley, who will take up their 
appointment as David Thacker's 
successors later this year, are each 
directing a play in the National 
Theatre's "Springboards" season. 

This is a celebration of new work 
generated by the National’s Studio 
(which is housed in the Old Vic 
annexe) and other studio theatres 
in London and elsewhere — in 
Leicester. Birmingham. Liverpool 
and Salisbury. Bardsley is working 
□n Baby Doll, a chamber opera 
based on Tennessee Williams's 
screenplay, and Supple is present¬ 
ing four performances of He Who 
Saw Eveiything. a version of the 
ancient epic of Gflgamesh. 

After leaving comprehensive 
school in Lewes, East Sussex. 
Supple took a degree in English at 
Cambridge because someone told 
him that was the best way to get 
into directing. Hall, Nunn, Pimlott 
and Mendes are others who have 
followed the same route, and it 
seems co have worked for Supple 
too. He went straight from univer¬ 
sity to die Theatre Royal Yoik on a 
bursary and, stiQ only 30. has 
directed Branagh in Coriolanus 
and made his name at the National 
with Accidental Death of an 
Anarchist, Whale and Billy Liar. 

He manages simultaneously to 
be donnish and the teenage rebel 
When he was a teenager, he much 
preferred punk concerts to theatre 
which he associated with conformi¬ 
ty. as represented by parents and 
school. His love of the dangerous 
and experimental still informs 
everything he does. 

He and Bardsley avoid making 
policy statements for the Young Vtc. 


saying only that they intend to 
combat the restrictions of recessi o n 
by being daring and expansive. 
Theatre, as Supple puts it. “has to 
surprise, arrest, engage people 
more actively than it might have to 
do otherwise”. He wants aud i e nc e s 
to respond, for good or ill 
“The worst thin$ is complacency. 
Nothing is more dispiriting than to 
hear people leaving a theatre 
saying, ‘Well, that was nice’. The¬ 
atre should stimulate emotionally, 
intellectually, morally, politically, 
sexually — in every possible way." 

Despite all this passion, he insists 
that there is nothing of themission- 
ary about him, even dedaring (with 
a nod to his own punk days) that 
“audiences are more likely to be 
stimulated by other things than 
theatre at the moment" Neverthe¬ 
less. the theatre has “unique, pow¬ 
erful ima gin ative properties not 
available in any thin g else”. Howev¬ 
er, “it’s not a social service." he 
warns. Theatre works best when it 
is “disturbed, disturbing, uncer¬ 
tain. not readily tied in with 
morality." 

I f all tins sounds theoretical 
his track record bears him 
out In York, he chose to work 
with the youth theatre, where 
there was more energy and innova¬ 
tion than in the mainstream rep. 
His version of Accidental Death qf 
an Anarchist (prepared for the 
National's education department) 
was both theatrically slick and 
politically nimble-footed- His re¬ 
cent Billy Liar brought out—as far 
as the dated text would allow—die 
darker notes of philistinism, jealou¬ 
sy and the dangers of repression. 

Supple and Bardsley, who is joint 
artistic director at Leicester 
Haymarket, talked about how they 
would manage their ideal theatre 
when they met in 1990 on a trip to

the United States to explore Ameri¬ 
can theatre. They will take turns 
with adminis trative and directing 
responsibilities, although joint pro¬ 
ductions are not ruled out 
They intend to build up relation¬ 
ships with artists so that they will 
keep coming back. There w£D be 
classics and new work and other 
kinds of events — a theatrical 
documentary about an urgent local 
matter, perhaps, or debates, late- 
night music or aB-nigbt perfor¬ 
mances. Nothing is fixed but, 
whatever happens, “what takes 


place must be vital and exceptional 
not worthy”. 

They are wefl placed to take the 
Young Vic in a new direction. 
Thacker leaves it with the worst 
financial problems solved and on 
an artistic high: Arthur Miner's 
The Last Yankee has tran^erred to 
the Duke of York's after a sold-out 
season. Supple admires Thacker 
but thinks mat his Young Vic has, 
inevitably, been “nearer the West 
End than Lambeth". Supple is 
more anarchic 

Gilgamesh is an ideal vehicle for 


him. He Who Saw Everything grew 
out of work at the Studio, the 
National's “research and develop¬ 
ment" department, where actors 
and directors are ax liberty to 
experiment without tire pressure of 
production deadlines. The stony of 
Gilgamesh is older than the Bible, 
a affection of Sumerian fragments 
turned into an epic by the Babylo¬ 
nians. a stray of heroism and 
friendship, a quest that includes a 
prototype of the story of the Flood. 
It was almost certainty performed, 
probably as part of a sacred ritual 


Supple suggested doing some 
classes in exploration of the materi¬ 
al at the Studio. About 30 actors 
took up the challenge. At that stage 
there was no thought of an end 
product Research and experiment 
with the help of, among others, a 
Nigerian choreographer and a 
Javanese dancer led to a perfor¬ 
mance. however. Now Stipple is 
working with that same group. 

The story of Gilgamesh has 
previously been tcdd in prose trans¬ 
lation; for the first time its poetic 
dynamism will be accessible to a

THE forest of Arden has crane 
to EC 2; though not quite as 
momentous as Bira&m 
Wood's day-trip to 
Dunsinane, the requisite 
happy ending is achieved al¬ 
most as glumly as in the 
Scottish play. David Thacker’s 
production, reviewed by Bene¬ 
dict Nightingale at its Strat¬ 
ford premiere last year, sets As 
You Like It in a drill world in 
which man is up against both 
his own fallibility and a frostily 
uncooperative nature. Accom¬ 
modation is reached with 
both; but one wanders for haw 
long. 

Johan Engels once memo¬ 
rably upstaged a Manchester 
production of Hay Fever with 
glitz-punk-new romantic cos¬ 


tumes. His designs for Shake¬ 
speare neatly repeat die trick. 
They feature a sombre palace 
with defensively studded main 
doors, a dark glassy sheen to 
tiie floor, followed by a bleak 
midwinter forest in which the 
huddled exiles crouch freezing 
beneath bare branches. 
“Under the Greenwood Tree" 
is sung in a spirit of irony, and 
the good duke is patently off 
iris rocker as he burbles about 
the sweet uses of adversity. 

Costumes hint at a blend of 
historical periods. The court 
provides Stuart sumptuous¬ 
ness filtered through a 19th- 
century vision. Once into the 
woods, ati-purpose boots and 
breeches with the odd exotical- 
ty eastern waistcoast are the

rule; while - Rosalind is a 
modem young man in slacks 
and shirt. 

Not that the visual approach 
implies universal significance. 
Despite formative years at that 
hotbed of committed political 
theatre, Lancaster’s Duke's 
Playhouse, director Thacker 
seems more misanthropic 
than mflitant Comment, is 
confined to a rather gloomy 
view of humanity, without the 
expected emphasis an injus¬ 
tice or a harm social system. 
“This life is most jolly,” sing 
the forest folk bitterly. 


There remains Rosalind, the 
one swallow who makes a 
summer in this Arden and 
who almost single-handedly, 
one feels, engineers the thaw 
that has draped the set with 
greenery, nature benignly re¬ 
lenting, after the interval Kate 
Buffery is new to the cast She 
makes a dim, fine-boned 
youth, intelligent and sensi¬ 
tive. As yet she lacks the 
tremulous rapture of incredu¬ 
lous first love, that tightrope 
between tears and breathless 
laughter incomparably caught 
by Geraldine McEwan's pro¬ 
duction for Renaissance mma 
years ago.

C ollegiate choirs fam¬ 
ously preserve a line of 
tradition stretching 
bade to the golden age of 
Tallis. But tradition is not 
necessarily a good thing. This 
one has tended to spawn 
musical conservatism, and a 
breed of singers who in their 
mature solo careers often keep 
the dosed, over-polite sounds 
encouraged by some famous 
choirmasters. 

Certainty, under tutelage of 
Boris Ord and then David

But times have changed: 
now. college choirs sing with a 
good deal more colour, vigour 
and freshness. Moreover, the 
college chapel is no longer a 
no-go area for the very finest 
contemporary composers. 
King's made a fine record last 
year of pieces by Peter Max¬ 
well Davies, induding his 
lovely Mackay Brown setting. 
Solstice of Light (Decca Argo 
436 119-2). Now, as part of 
EMI’s British Collection, 
comes a collection of anthems 
(EMI CDC 7 54418 2) which, 
besides some of the best late 
19th century and early 20th 
century pieces such as Charles 
Wood’s Hail, Gladdening 
Light and Herbert Howells’s 
suave Like as the hart desireth 
the waterbrook, indudes three 


rather more recent works, by 
Jonathan Harvey. Judith Weir 
' and Nicholas Maw. 

Harvey’s / love the Lord is a 
gem. using the simplest 
means, underpinned by a 
mantra-like incantation on a 
plain, tingle chord, fanfare 
progressions and, finally, a 
lush Poulenc-like sequence of 
exotic chords to achieve the 
most touching effect Weir's 
Ascending into heaven is more 
adventurous in its harmonic 
structure, and touched with 
Weir's usual darity, while 
Maw’s One foot in Eden still, 
J stand is a lyrical and artful 
structure, foil of contrasting 
texture and dynamic and typi¬ 
cally rich harmony. The entire 
record shows that Stephen 
Cleobuiy has fashioned a wefl- 
disdplined but thoroughly 
musical ensemble. 

Meanwhile Decca has been 
busy reissuing all those old 


King’s recordings of Handel 
that Wfllcocks conducted dur¬ 
ing his reign at King’s. What¬ 
ever Willcocks’s shortcomings 
in Palestrina and Byrd, in 
Handel the vigour, colour and 
drama of the music ignited his 
imagination. Now the Coro¬ 
nation Anthems and all the 
other Handel/Willcocks/ 
King's recordings have been 
reissued on Decca's Ovation 
label (436 256-2). 

Even after reprocessing, the 
sound, dating from 1963, is 
inevitably a touch boxy, and 
much of the pronunciation 
and dosed-throated singing 
seems highly affected by to¬ 
day’s standards. But Wfllcocks 
is and has always been a 
sound musician. He refehes 
the elegance as well as the 
. grandeur of this music 

The issue also indudes three 
substantial anthems by John 
Blow. All are masterpieces, 
often anticipating HandeL

albums were sneaking 
into the pop charts and 
provoking dark mutrerings 
about cocktail lounge tinkling. 
Now that passions have 
cooled, Ahmad Jamal’s reput¬ 
ation as a cultured descendant 
of Errol Gamer seems rather 
more secure. 

Pan of the difficulty is that 
we are so accustomed to bop 
pianists who take a linear 
approach to a solo. Jamal is 
more interested in creating 
variations on the melody 
through ever-changing rhyth¬ 
mic patterns. And he is some¬ 
times so sparing with the notes 
that it is easy to think that 
nothing at all is happening.

JAZZ RECORDS 


CD-83327) contains isolated 
passages where he slips into 
self-parody, but when the de¬ 
ments fall into place, be cre¬ 
ates a sound that is all his own. 

One other reason for wel¬ 
coming this new live album is 
that he returns to a purely 
acoustic format No dectric 
bass or crashing funk drum 
solos. His feathery touch is 
matched by the controlled 
swing of bassist John Heard 
and Yoron Israel 

For the modem, high-oc¬ 
tane Jamal him to live In 
Paris ’92 (Birdology 849408- 
2). recorded seven months 
earlier with a different line-up. 


There is some spectacular 
work here, but some of the 

subtlety is lost once the pikers 
cum up the volume. 

In contrast, nutations 
Monk and John Cottrane are 
almost drowned out by tiie 
chatter of the audience on live 
At The Five Spot (Blue Note 
CDP-799786Z5). a newly dis¬ 
covered 1957 quartet date in 
New York. From tiie point of 
view of collectors, the record¬ 
ing — made on a domestic 
tape recorder—fills an impor¬ 
tant gap in the discographies 
of both Monk and Cotaane. 
However, tiie poor sound 
quality is enough to deer all 
but tiie most determined.

E ven Luciano Pavarotti’s 
special relationship 
with Ireland has not 
ensured the acceptance of 
opera as a mainstream activity 
there. The annual pilgrimage 
to Wexford is appreciated by 
the faithful for toe exploration 
of un familiar operatic terrain. 
But in Dublin they have to be 
more cautious. The dedskm of 
Dublin Grand Opera Society/ 
Opera Ireland to mount 
Britten's Peter Grimes a few 
seasons ago was rewarded 
with critical aedaim but poor 
box-office receipts. 

For its spring season this 
year, DGOS/Opera Ireland is 
playing safe with two sure-fire 
hits: Puccini's Madama But¬ 
terfly and Mozart's Cosi fan 
tutte. the former a revival of 
the successful 1990 produc¬ 
tion by John Lloyd Davies, the 
latter a new staging by Dieter 
Kaegi, the Swiss producer. 

Kaegi opens his Cost in and 
around a quayside cafe in 
Naples (the period is modem). 
While tiie orchestra plays. 
Don Alfonso, Guglielmo and 
Ferrando observe the local 
nightlife, the philosopher win¬

Tomorrow, BBC2,930pm 
A year has gone by since the 
Los Angeles riots, and the city 
struggles oil It was a sharp 
idea to find ten very different 
Los Angdinos and arm them 
each with a video camera to 
record the year in their lives 
after the riots. This craftily 
edited programme (made by 
the BBC Community Pro¬ 
gramme Unit with the inde¬ 
pendent company World of 
Wonder) is the result. 

The three days of riots fol¬ 
lowed the acquittal of four 
white policemen of using ex¬ 
cessive force in their arrest of 
Rodney King, a black motor¬ 
ist. Fifty-three people died, 
2.000 were injured, more 
than 11,000 buildings were 
destroyed. And. like Mr 
King’s beating, much of the 
action was captured on private 
video cameras: gun battles in 
the streets; victims sitting in 
pools of their own blood: the 
mob chanting slogans of rage 
and brief triumph: looters run¬ 
ning away with their new tele¬ 
vision sets, videos and cam¬ 
corders; a woman dandng as 
she sings "everything is freer. 

Among the video diarists 
are 12-year-old Ennis ("I hope 
to live to 25 and more 
Charles Radial, a reformed 
gang-leader turned commun¬ 
ity activist, who gets invited to 
Bill Clinton’s inauguration: 
Rick Serrano of the Los Ange¬ 
les Times, named Journalist of 
the Year for his work on the 
King incident and its after¬ 
math: Vicki HufnageL sur¬ 
geon and mayoral candidate; 


Prurience or reportage: the 
use of the lightweight video 
camera has produced two 
very different TV genres. 
Many of next week’s 
programmes—which are in 
the tradition of using America as a 
window to view aspects of our own future 
— exploit both forms. The products of 
these roving eye observations are often 
shocking, sometimes funny. Midweek, the 
spotlight moves to Soho as few know it the 
home of Chinese medicine at work on 
those who feel let down by the NHS.

cameraman whose footage of 
the riots shot from a helicopter 
begins the programme. 

There are some horrifying 
scenes here; the dips of tbe 
riots are sometimes too violent 
to watch. But this is a brilliant 
example of how the video 
camera can be used to create a 
television portrait of city life— 
the rhythms, the individual 
psychologies — that a profes¬ 
sional camera crew would 
struggle to make.

Small-town Ameri¬ 
cans walk around with their 
cameras and hope for a catas¬ 
trophe. They sell the tapes to 
shows such as I Witness Video 
or Eye Spy Cl sold my airplane 
crash to five stations at $125 a 
pop,” one proud peeper says). 
An adulterous couple was 
making out in a pick-up truck; 
an irate nearby householder 
shot the action on his cam¬ 


corder, then tinned the foot¬ 
age over to die police. A 
television station got hold of 
the tape. The adulterous man 
killed himself. 

The most sinister effect of 
the video revolution is the 
change in people’s perception 
of reality: ifs as if nothing is 
felt to exist unless its image is 
preserved on videotape. And 
with money available for juicy 
shots, you reward a nation of 
dirty-minded, waflet-hungiy 
snoops. As a lawyer says: “The 
problem is not Big Brother. 
The problem is Little 
Brother."

HAVE I got 
news for you? 
Well, most 
comedy/light 
entertainment 
hasn't. The 
same furrows 
of boredom 
and safety are trudged along 
on a half-hour, once-a-week 
type basis, until someone high 
up in the broadcasting corpo¬ 
ration realises that the 
comedy/light entertainment 
in question is indeed boring 
and the show is puSed. never 
to return. Or sometimes, in a 
few horrific cases, to return 
again and again: e.g-, Terry 
and June and, well I’d rather 
not dwell on it 
But Have I Got News For 
You, bade for a fifth series, 
dares to spank the bottom of 
controversy, and tweak the 
nose of politics. It fizzes and 
snaps with maelstrom wit: 
eight million viewers snap 
192 miffion ribs weekly. Why 
is itsopopulai? 

“It’s a blend of things," says 
Angus Deayton, who is alleg¬ 
edly “TV’s Mr Sex". "Every¬ 
body reads papers and 
watches the news, so we’re 
discussing common ground. 
We have Ian Histop, who's 
very knowledgeable about cur¬ 
rent affairs, guests who are a 
pretty mixed bunch and usual¬ 
ly amusng. and Paul Merton, 
who’s an anuaingly talented 
comedian." 

“Paul’s rade and grumpy." 
dedares Hislop, who has been 
once too often on the end of a 
Merton verbal machine-gun¬ 
ning. Also . Hidop’s team loses

quite regularly to Merton’s. 
Not that Hislop is bitter. 

“irs a con saying it’s a quiz 
show and it matters who 
wins."

Angus now. Angus is just too 
rich, and since that TV’s Mr 
Sex* thing, he las become 
unbearable. This isn't going to 
be another profile of how 
desirable Angus is, is itT 
Do you fancy him? 
“Obviously I find him 
utterly.., repugnant actual¬ 
ly." Hislop replies. "No, he’s a 
solid diap, but he doesn’t turn 
me on. Not much, anyway." 

Snide banter aside. Have 1 
Got News For You constitutes, 
at the moment.

So we need more straight¬ 
forward political comment 
and satire? 

“Wen. yes," Hislop says. 
“People get bored with poli¬ 
tics. because most of it is so 
dull People need something 
to rouse their interest a crisis 
rouses interest — that’s part of 
the reason Have 1 Got News 
For You and Private Eye [edit¬ 
ed by Hislop] are going so 
well. When things go wrong, 
you want to know why." 

But Hislop. Deayton and 
Merton spend their time 
rubbishing reputations and 
policies, which is amusing but 
not very constructive: Do they 
have any answers? 

“WeU that’s not really the 
satirist's job." Hislop reasons. 
“We just point out vice, folly 
and humbug. If we started 


banging on about bow great 
things are, we’d be Heitor 
However, a lot of people 
look up to broadcasters and 
entertainers as leaders; they 
are trusted more than politi¬ 
cians. Would Deayton or 
Hislop like to use their popu¬ 
larity to get into politics?
